INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

Hon.  WENDELL  D.  ROCKWOOD 

JANUARY  3.  1916 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen : — 

Cambridge  has  conferred  upon  me  the  highest  honor  that  she 
has  to  bestow.  1  am  about  to  succeed  to  the  duties  and  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  an  office  that  has  been  assumed  successively  by  a  long 
group  of  notable  men. 

For  this  great  distinction  I  wish  to  thank  the  Citizens  of  Cam¬ 
bridge.  I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  presence 
here  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  are  so  much  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  our  city. 

Cambridge  is  a  city  of  which  we  may  well  be  proud.  Its  history 
dalei.  hack  to  ten  years  from  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Ply¬ 
mouth  Rock.  It  has  had  a  conspicuous  part  in  every  great  event 
in  our  country’s  history.  All  about  this  spot  is  historic  ground. 

Though  conscious  of  the  influence  that  we  have  exerted  on  the 
affairs  of  men  in  every  part  of  the  continent,  T  believe  as  a  whole 
we  do  not  fulh^  a])preciate  the  important  place  Cambridge  occupies 
in  the  history  of  the  people. 

But  if  we  cultivate  pride  in  reviewing  the  past  we  can  fittingly 
determine  at  this  beginning  of  the  New  Year  to  look  proudly  for¬ 
ward  to  the  future. 

Cambridge  is  the  most  wealthy  city  per  capita  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  Unable  to  become  a  large  city  because  of  its  limited  area 
it  still  is  fifth  in  population  among  the  cities  of  Massachusetts. 

In  manufacturing  and  commerce  we  are  making  rapid  strides. 
Our  manufactured  products  last  year  amounted  to  over  sixty  millions 
of  dollars  ($60,000,000.00)  from  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250) 
establishments.  We  oflfer  the  greatest  educational  advantages 
in  the  world. 

Our  civil  organizations  are  doing  splendid  work,  bringing  to- 
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gether  the  races  from  every  corner  of  the  earth  and  training  them  in 
the  duties  of  citizenship.  These  and  many  other  activities  of  our 
city  give  us  reason  to  feel  that  the  future  is  large  with  possibilities. 

I  know  that  it  is  the  custom  for  the  incoming  Mayor  to  deliver 
an  inaugural  address. 

While  we  are  proud  of  our  past  and  hopeful  of  the  future  our 
great  duty  lies  with  the  present.  Much  dissatisfaction  exists  with 
our  affairs  as  we  find  them  today.  We  have  been  passing  through 
a  period  of  reckless  and  extravagant  expenditures  altogether  out  of 
proportion  to  the  financial  growth  of  the  city.  We  have  not  had 
full  value  for  money  spent.  We  have  drawn  heavily  on  present  re¬ 
sources  and  mortgaged  those  in  the  future.  The  only  possible  remedy 
is  financial  retrenchment. 

Our  revenue  must  be  scientifically  spent  and  scientifically 
accounted  for.  No  public  enterprise  involving  a  large  expenditure 
of  money  ought  to  be  undertaken  except  what  public  safety  or 
morals  demand.  It  is  my  ambition  to  give  Cambridge  a  business 
administration.  This  is  a  teeming  and  far-flung  corporation ;  we 
are  the  officers,  the  people  are  the  stockholders.  Our  campaign 
])romises  must  now  be  made  a  constructive  reality.  Wc  must  pro¬ 
duce  dividends  of  public  service  or  we  must  carry  the  brand  of 
failure. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Cambridge  has  a  City  Council  been  en¬ 
trusted  with  the  grave  responsibility  that  has  been  put  in  your 
hands.  Remember  we  are  to  be  measured  by  the  public.  Your 
Chief  will  be  guided  solely  by  what  he  sees  is  the  public  welfare. 
In  this  direction  he  will  seek  wisdom  from  on  High  that  what 
ability  God  has  given  him  may  be  wisely  used.  He  asks  your  co¬ 
operation  and  support.  The  eyes  of  the  people  are  on  you  as  well 
as  your  Chief  Executive,  watching,  waiting  your  purpose.  No  one 
can  afford  the  risk  of  failure  to  measure  up  to  the  standard  expected. 
You  are  to  represent  their  interest,  not  yours.  Study  them  care¬ 
fully.  The  success  of  any  administration  is  assured  with  a  strong, 
constant  public  opinion  behind  it.  We  must  make  and  keep  this 
support. 

I  wish  to  say  to  the  Council  that  the  custom  of  presenting  an 
inaugural  address  on  accepting  office  has  not  seemed  wise  to  me  at 
this  time.  W’e  have  many  problems  to  consider  but  the  best  approach 
is  to  consider  them  one  by  one  as  they  present  themselves.  We 
have  the  duty  of  organizing  a  City  Government.

house. 

The  amount  of  the  bequest  was  $814.41,  and  was  depcjsited  in 
the  Cambridgeport  Savings  Bank,  where  it  now  remains. 

The  interest  accumulations,  amounting  to  $32.88  for  the  year, 
have  been  paid  to  Air.  C.  E.  Goodrow,  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Home,  and  were  used  as  stipulated  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Russell.

This  is  a  fund,  bequeathed  by  the  late  John  Wesley  Freese,  of 
the  sum  of  eighty-nine  and  36-100  dollars,  this  amount  being  89.36 
per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  (being  so  reduced  by  expenses)  of 
legacy  of  one  hundred  dollars  left  to  the  City  of  Cambridge  by 
said  Freese  under  his  will,  for  the  Houghton  School,  and  to  be 
used  in  accordance  with  terms  of  said  will,  a  copy  of  the  seventh 
clause  of  wdiich  is  as  follows : — 

‘Twill  that  one  hundred  dollars  begiventothe  Houghton 
School  to  be  known  as  the  John  Wesley  Freese  Fund.  1  desire 
this  fund  to  accumulate  for  twenty  years  by  the  addition 
of  the  whole  interest  for  that  time.  After  that  I  desire 
that  no  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  interest  be  ex¬ 
pended  (and  always  for  books  for  the  school  library  and 
for  works  of  art  for  the  school)  to  the  end  that  the  Fund 
shall  constantly  increase  in  size  and  usefulness.’’

Municipal  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $389,500.00  have  been  issued 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  serial  bonds.  Municipal  bonds 
Jimounting  to  $120,000.00  became  due  during  the  year  and  were  paid 
from  the  sinking  fund,  and  $62,200.00  were  paid  from  taxation. 
The  total  amount  of  the  funded  municipal  debt-  exclusive  of  th^ 
water  debt  now  outstanding  is  $9,549,250.00  of  which  $1,069,950.00 
are  serial  bonds.  Deducting  the  present  amount  at  par  value  of  the 
municipal  sinking  fund*  $3,465,270.49  leaves  the  net  amount  of  the 
municipal  funded  debt  March  31,  1916,  $6,063,979,51  a  net  decrease 
of  $66,796.60.  There  will  he  due  to  this  fund  from  taxation  dur¬ 
ing  the  next  municipal  year  the  sum  of  $263,744.83.  During  this 
coming  year  municipal  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $321,000.00  will  be¬ 
come  due  and  be  paid  from  this  fund.  There  will  also  be  payable 
from  taxation  the  sum  of  $99,150.00  serial  bonds. 

No  water  bonds  have  been  issued  during  the  year.  Water 
bonds  amounting  to  $400,000.00  became  due  during  the  year  and 
were  paid  from  this  fund  and  serial  bonds  amounting  to  $20,500.00 
were  paid  from  water  revenue.  The  total  amount  of  the  water  debt 
now  outstanding  is  $2,501^600.00  of  which  v$286,500.00  are  serial 
bonds.  Deducting  the  par  value  of  the  water  loan  sinking  fund 
$1,681,685.41,  leaves  a  net  funded  water  debt  March  31,  1916  of 
$819,914.53,  a  decrease  of  $202,043.94.  There  will  be  due  this  fund 
from  the  water  rates  during  the  next  financial  year  $72,255.00 
During  the  coming  year  water  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $665,100.00 
will  become  due  and  be  paid  from  the  fund.  There  will  also  be 
payable  from  water  revenue  the  sum  of  $20,500.00  serial  bonds.

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ANNUITIES  AND  TRUST  FUNDS 


(Acts  1904.  Chapter  322.) 

AX  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  AUDITING  OF  CERTAIN  TRUST 

FUNDS  AND  ACCOUNTS 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  fallows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors  at  least  once 
every  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  trustees  of  any  property,  the  princii)al  or  income  of 
which,  in  whole  or  in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  examine 
and  estimate  the  funds,  securities  and  evidences  of  property  held  by  such 
trustees.  City  and  town  auditors  shall  include  in  their  annual  reports  a  re¬ 
port  of  such  auditing  and  investigation;  and  if  they  discover  any  fraud  or 
irregularity  they  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  mayor  and  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  city  or  to  the  selectmen  and  treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated  in  Section 
one  hOreof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  access  to  their  accounts,  funds, 
securities  and  evidences  of  property;  and  any  such  trustee  who  refuses  to 
exhibit  his  trust  accounts,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  only  to  property 
held  in  trust  for  public  uses.  (Approved  May  9,  1904.) 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  Act,  I  hereby  certify  that  I  have 
examined  the  accounts,  vouchers  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Trust  Funds 
held  for  public  uses,  and  find  them  correct  and  in  excellent  condition.

THE  DOWSE  INSTITUTE  ($10,000.00)

THE  SANDERS  TEMPERANCE  ANNUITY  ($10,000) 

This  sum  was  given  to  the  City  by  the  will  of  Charles  Sanders,  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  who  died  April  7,  1864,  for  the  support  of  a  missionary  to  promote 
the  cause  of  temperance.  The  trustees  consist  of  the  Mayor  and  President 
of  the  City  Council.  The  City  pays  a  missionary  $600  a  year  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  will. 


THE  HOPKINS  FUND  (£500) 

Edward  Hopkins  died  in  London,  England,  in  1657  or  1658,  leaving  £500 
to  be  used,  upon  the  death  of  his  widow  to  aid  a  college  and  school  in  New 
England.  The  Court  of  Chancery  gave  it  to  Harvard  College  and  a  school  in 
Cambridge.  One  fourth  of  the  net  income  is  paid  annually  to  the  City  for 
classical  instruction  in  the  Latin  School.  The  trustees  are  a  corporation 
established  in  Boston.

Professional  Spirit  of  the  Teachers 

The  most  notable  progress  of  the  year  has  been  in  the  growth 
of  professional  spirit  as  evinced  by  the  great  number  of  teachers 
who  are  taking  Saturday  and  evening  courses  in  education.  This 
proof  of  healthy  life  is  encouraging  and  gives  promise  for  the  future. 
The  teacher  who  does  not  devote  a  proportion  of  her  time  to  study 
and  to  reading  along  lines  of  educational  advancement  will  soon  find 
herself  in  the  rear  ranks  in  the  march  of  progress. 

Professional  reading  clubs  have  been  formed  in  every  school 
building  in  the  city  and  the  teachers  devote  from  one  to  two  hours 
a  week  to  the  study  and  discussion  of  some  recent  publication  of 
some  author  of  acknowledged  leadership  in  the  school  world  of  today. 
These  volumes  will  form  the  nucleus  of  a  professional  library  for 
teachers  in  each  building.

New  Building 

In  September,  the  new  Haggerty  School  was  opened,  relieving 
the  long-felt  need  of  a  larger  building  in  the  Mt.  Auburn  district. 
The  Haggerty  School  is  a  ten  room  building  and  when  fully  equipped 
will  contain  all  grades  from  kindergarten  to  eighth  grade  inclusive, 
with  a  cooking  room  for  the  use  of  the  girls  of  the  district  and  a 
manual  training  room  for  a  pre-vocational  class  where  boys  will  be 
taught  sloyd,  printing  and  sheet  metal  work.  Provision  has  been 
made  in  this  building  for  baths  and  when  the  equipment  is  completed 
the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the  baths  will  be  extended  to  the  men  and 
women  of  the  district. 

Increased  Accommodations  at  tfie  High  and  Latin  School 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  must  be  called  again  to  the  pressing 
need  of  increased  accommodations  at  the  Cambridge  High  and  Latin 
School.  At  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September,  because  of  the 
large  number  of  pupils  seeking  admission  to  the  school,  we  were 
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obliged  to  inaugurate  an  afternoon  session.  Afternoon  sessions  are 
undesirable  in  the  High  School  for  many  reasons.  The  added  ex¬ 
pense  entailed  is  to  be  considered,  and  the  necessity  under  which 
many  pupils  labor  of  securing  remunerative  employment  during 
part  of  the  day.  This  employment  is  to  be  obtained  only  during 
the  afternoon  hours  and  many  pupils  have  been  forced  to  give  up 
their  High  School  course  because  required  to  attend  afternoon 
sessions. 


Evening  Schools 

Our  evening  schools  which  had  been  making  great  strides  in 
numbers,  in  method  and  equipment,  did  not  show  the  increase  the 
present  year  that  we  anticipated.  This  may  have  been  occasioned 
first,  by  the  new  State  law  which  practically  makes  it  mandatory 
for  a  boy  to  remain  in  school  until  he  is  sixteen ;  second,  by  the 
return  of  many  young  men  to  join  the  ranks  in  the  European  war; 
and  third,  because  of  restricted  immigration  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  war.  However,  progress  has  been  marked  in  many  lines  .and 
the  spirit  shown  by  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  gratifying. 

In  one  school,  one  hundred  twenty-two  men  in  the  citizen  classes 
applied  and  received  their  first  naturalization  papers. 

I  wi^h  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  superior  quality  of  the 
work  of"  Assistant  Superintendent  Mahoney  who  devoted  much 
time  and  attention  to  this  department,  and  of  the  loss  which  the 
evening  schools  of  Cambridge  have  suffered  in  his  resignation. 

When  Mr.  Mahoney  became  principal  of  the  Lowell  State 
Normal  School  in  December,  he  took  with  him  the  best  wishes  of 
all  his  associates. 


Supervisor  of  Primary  Schools  and  Kindergartens 

Miss  Mary  A.  Lewis,  after  forty-six  years  of  service  in  the 
Cambridge  schools,  on  account  of  failing  health,  tendered  her  resigna¬ 
tion  early  in  the  year.  In  her  retirement  from  active  duty  she 
takes  with  her  the  love  and  respect  of  all  her  associates.  Her 
faithful  work  and  her  personal  worth  are  appreciated  and  will  be 
long  remembered. 

Miss  Alice  V.  Mclntire  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Lewis. 
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Course  of  Study 

Much  thought  and  labor  have  been  given  to  the  new  course  of 
study,  and  the  courses  in  English  and  in  Spelling  have  received  un¬ 
usual  commendation  from  educators.  The  courses  in  History  and 
Arithmetic  are  prepared.  They  were  not  printed  awaiting  the  de¬ 
cision  concerning  the  introduction  of  Junior  High  School  .work, 
which,  if  introduced,  would  have  necessitated  fundamental  changes 
in  the  outlines  of  these  courses.  We  hope  to  have  the  outlines  in 
readiness  for  September. 

Various  Departments 

The  enthusiasm  and  efficiency  of  the  various  heads  of  depart¬ 
ments  have  secured  gratifying  results.  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
growth  of  interest  displayed  by  pupils  in  drawing  and  in  music.  In 
course  of  study  and  in  methods  of  teaching,  I  believe  these  depart¬ 
ments  have  no  superior  in  New  England.  Reports  of  the  different 
departments  of  our  system  follow. 


THE  HIGH  AND  LATIN  SCHOOL 

The  following  report  of  the  Cambridge  High  and  Latin  School 
has  been  submitted  by  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Leslie  L.  Cleveland : — 

The  general  character  of  the  year’s  work  has  varied  but  little 
from  that  of  the  years  immediately  preceding.  Several  things, 
however,  seem  to  deserve  special  mention.  These  are  the  school 
debating,  school  music,  the  honor  list,  and  the  new  clerical  course. 

A  year  ago  last  September,  a  course  in  argumentation  for  boys 
was  introduced  with  the  hope  that  such  regular  work  would  arouse 
a  healthy  and  permanent  interest  in  debating.  A  trial  of  nearly 
two  years  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Campbell  has  more 
than  justified  this  hope.  The  elective  has  increased  in  numbers, 
while  the  interest  in  debating  has  increased  to  a  marked  degree. 
Teams  representing  the  school  have  debated  with  Arlington  High, 
Lowell  High,  and  Lexington  High.  Great  interest  was  shown  also 
in  an  interclass  debate  between  the  sophomores  and  juniors.  The 
trial  debates  had  so  large  a  number  of  contestants  that  excellent 
teams  were  assured.  If  one  believes  in  the  value  of  this  kind  of 
preparation  for  later  work,  the  school  is  giving  an  increasingly  large 
number  of  boys  good  training.  The  girls  are  eager  to  undertake 
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a  similar  kind  of  work  and  next  year  we  hope  to  introduce  a  girls’ 
elective  and  develop  it  along  the  same  general  lines  as  has  been  done 
with  the  boys. 

The  school  music  has  seen  great  interest  and  a  larger  number 
of  participants.  The  orchestra  numbers  between  fifty  and  sixty,  does 
work  very  creditable  to  the  school,  and  tends  strongly  to  more 
school  solidarity.  Probably  it  will  be  wise  to  have  two  orchestras 
another  year.  A  Boys’  Glee  Club  and  a  Girls’  Glee  Club  have  also 
organized  and  justified  their  organization.  While  we  would  give 
great  credit  to  the  pupils  for  their  enthusiasm,  this  enthusiasm  must 
be  attributed  largely  to  the  inspirational  leadership  of  Mr. 
Whoriskey. 

Last  September  the  clerical  course,  which  had  proved  very  un¬ 
satisfactory  after  a  two  years’  trial,  was  radically  changed  in  its 
contents.  The  change  practically  made  it  a  trade  course  in  stenog¬ 
raphy  and  typewriting,  requiring  six  continuous  periods  of  work  with 
double  time  in  these  two  subjects.  It  was  meant  especially  for 
girls  who  were  over  age  and  could  not  spend  four  years  in  high 
school.  'While  too  early  to  pass  judgment,  one  thing  seems  evident 
even  now.  These,  one  hundred  pupils  do  quite  well  in  typewriting 
and  in  the  purely  memoriter  work  of  shorthand.  When  called  upon 
to  apply  what  they  have  memorized,  they  seem  to  be  in  great  trouble. 

For  .some  time,  the  head  master  had  felt  that  some  way  should 
be  devised  for  recognizing  high  scholarship  more  fully.  The  student 
who  excelled  as  an  athlete  received  recognition  for  his  prowess. 
This  was  right  provided  the  physical  was  not  exalted  to  the  neglect 
of  the  intellectual.  In  order  that  the  pupil  who  excelled  in  his 
studies  might  be  known  among  his  fellows,  whether  he  were  fresh¬ 
man  or  senior,  an  honor  list  was  introduced.  This  list  includes  the 
names  of  those  who  have  received  no  mark  poorer  than  “G”,  good, 
for  the  preceding  quarter  year.  It  is  posted  on  the  school  bulletin 
boards  and  published  in  both  the  School  Review  and  a  local  paper. 
The  publication  of  such  a  list  has  undoubtedly  had  a  stimulating 
effect  upon  the  intellectual  ambition  of  many  students. 

The  following  report  from  Miss  Deering  shows  what  has  been 
done  in  the  way  of  finding  afternoon  employment  for  pupils : — 

“During  the  year  ending  March  i,  1916,  seventy-five  applications 
for  school-girl  help  were  received,  several  of  them  for  the  second 
or  third  time,  chiefly  for  girls  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  house¬ 
hold  or  in  the  care  of  children;  and,  as  has  been  the  case  for  several

years  past,  a  number  of  families  took  school  girls  with  them  in  the 
summer  to  their  vacation  homes.  With  this  immature  material,  our 
patrons  have  as  a  rule  been  very  patient,  and  few  complaints  have 
come  to  us  of  faults  so  serious  that  they  could  not  be  corrected.  The 
lessons  of  responsibility  and  trustworthiness  thus  learned  by  the 
girls  and  the  very  practical  instruction  in  housework  and  the  care 
of  children,  are  of  inestimable  value;  and  the  material  assistance 
is  in  many  cases  on  both  sides  very  imix)rtant.  Only  recently  a  girl, 
who  would'  otherwise  have  had  to  leave  school,  was  placed  in  a 
good  home  where  she  can  work  for  her  board.  This  interchange  of 
b.clpfulness  prevents  a  deserving  pupil,  at  too  early  an  age,  from 
losing  school  privileges,  while  being  at  the  same  time,  as  we  hope,  of 
real  benefit  to  the  other  party.  A  difficulty  has  arisen  during  the  past 
year  on  account  of  the  afternoon  session  of  freshmen.  The  com¬ 
munity  has  not  as  yet  become  awake  to  the  opportunity  of  securing 
morning  help ;  besides,  there  seem  for  some  reason  to  be  fewer 
girls  available  for  the  early  hours  of  the  day  than  for  the  afternoon. 
Tn  consequence,  many  pupils  who  would  otherwise  be  glad  to  earn 
money  by  outside  work,  are  shut  out  from  this  source  of  income. 
This  will  no  doubt  in  time  rectify  itself  to  some  extent,  but  for  the 
present,  a  considerable  number  of  pupils  who  want  this  assistance 
are  deprived  of  it;  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  just  these  girls,  we 
have  occasionally  been  unable  to  supply  all  the  demands  made  upon 
us  for  student  labor.” 

Last  year’s  report  mentioned  the  rapid  increase  in  registration 
since  1910.  Three  hundred  forty  more  pupils  have  entered  the 
school  this  year  than  last.  As  the  two  buildings  have  seating  accom¬ 
modations  for  not  over  two  thousand,  an  afternoon  session  was 
made  necessary.  This  session  is  attended  by  about  five  hundred  fifty 
freshmen  taking  commercial  work.  As  we  think  of  plans  for  next 
year,  we  are  confronted  with  an  entering  class  probably  considerably 
larger.  Unless  all  signs  fail,  at  least  twenty-five  hundred  pupils  will 
seek  admission.  They  must  be  taken  care  of  either  by  the  holding 
of  afternoon  session  or  by  holding  back  another  year  the  present 
graduating  classes  of  the  grammar  schools.  The  following  may  be 
said  of  the  afternoon  session  after  a  year’s  experience:  At  the 
beginning,  parents,  pupils,  and  a  few  teachers  objected.  Whether 
these  objections  represented  a  large  number  or  rather  a  small  number 
who  felt  strongly,  I  have  no  means  of  knowing.  As  far  as  has  been 
evident  in  the  administration  of  the  school,  no  such  complaints  have 
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been  heard  for  a  long  time.  It  may  be  said  that  the  afternoon  hours 
are  awkward  in  not  fitting  in  to  home  conditions  and  previous 
scliool  habits ;  that  they  prevent  some  from  obtaining  afternoon  em¬ 
ployment;  that  they  increase  the  number  who  leave  school  as  soon 
as  the  law  allows  rather  than  attend  at  such  time,  and  that  the 
attendance  is  poorer.  The  records  show  that  the  commercial  fresh-

men  of  last  year  had  an  attendance  of  94.8  from  September  to 
March  while  this  year’s  class  with  the  afternoon  session  had  an 
attendance  of  92.8.  The  records,  however,  also  show  that  the  seniors 
and  sophomores  had  a  poorer  attendance  this  year.  Such  figures  seem 
to  suggest  the  hard  weather  conditions  rather  than  the  afternoon 
session  as  the  reason  for  the  difference.  Last  year  from  the  three 
hundred  sixty-five  freshmen  in  the  English  building,  fifty-seven  or 
fifteen  and  one-half  per  cent  left  by  the  first  of  March ;  this  year 
with  a  registration  of  five  hundred  twenty-two,  eighty-nine  or  .seven¬ 
teen  per  cent  left.  The  very  small  increase  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  greater  number  of  jobs  open  to  pupils  and  the  increased 
amount  of  sickness.  It  may  be  said  in  favor  of  the  afternoon  session 
that  the  pupils  are  working  under  very  favorable  conditions.  They 
are  by  themselves  and  so  not  disturbed  by  older  pupils.  Their 
teachers  tell  me  that  appreciably  better  work  has  resulted.  Should 
the  authorities  decide  to  hold  in  the  grammar  schools  for  another 
year  their  graduating  classes,  there  would  be  an  abundance  of  room 
for  the  others.  Such  a  plan  would  involve  the  teaching  of  some 
high  school  subjects  in  the  grades  and  the  possibility  of  giving  high 
school  credit  for  high  school  work.  If  credit  toward  a  high  school 
diploma  is  to  be  given  for  this  work,  it  must,  of  course,  be  taught 
by  teachers  on  the  high  school  staff'  and  supervised  and  tested  by 
high  school  administration.  Any  other  way  would  lead  to  a  lack  of 
unity  and  varying  standards  of  work  which  must  necessarily  punish 
the  pupils  severely  when  they  later  assemble  in  common  classrooms. 
If  the  details  of  such  a  plan  can  be  worked  out  satisfactorily,  it  will 
enable  the  city  to  get  some  first-hand  information  on  the  Junior 
Iligh  School  idea  before  investing  heavily  in  new  buildings. 

The  school  is  sadly  in  need  of  more  equipment.  In  the  first 
place,  the  administrative  offices  need  filing  cabinets.  The  permanent 
records  of  a  school  should  be  filed  in  a  place  safe  from  intrusion  and 
safe  from  fire.  Enough  steel  cabinets  should  be  installed  immediately 
to  take  care  of  our  present  records  and  these  added  to  from  year 
to  year.  Much  time  could  be  saved  in  administrative  work  by  the 
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introduction  of  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  office  equipment. 
The  commercial  department  needs  the  addition  of  some  of  the 
equipment  found  in  the  majority  of  business  offices.  There  should 
accordingly  be  installed  a  multigraph,  a  statement  machine,  an  adding 
machine,  proper  filing  cabinets  and  dictaphone.  A  multigraph  would 
be  of  very  great  value  to  all  departments  of  the  school.  The  heads 
of  departments  set  examinations  for  various  classes  in  their  depart¬ 
ments  but  are  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  any  means  of  getting  the 
papers  printed.  A  multigraph  would  enable  the  school  to  get  exam¬ 
ination  papers,  announcement  circulars  or  other  such  matters  with¬ 
out  referring  to  a  printer  and  this  demand  for  printed  material 
would  give  the  commercial  pupils  abundant  practice  in  the  use  of  the 
machine.  If  the  commercial  department  is'to  best  fit  its  graduates 
for  successful  competition  in  securing  employment,  it  must  increase 
their  assets  in  every  possible  way.  The  girl  who  is  not  only  a 
stenographer  and  typist  but  who  is  also  acquainted  with  the  use  of 
the  m.ultigraph  or  the  statement  machine  or  the  dictaphone  or  all 
of  them  has  so  much  increased  asset  to  her  credit.  Practically  all 
business  offices  make  use  of  a  more  or  less  intricate  system  of 
filing.  The  commercial  department  should  be  equipped  with  several 
batteries  so  that  the  seniors  may  become  familiar  with  up-to-date 
methods  of  filing.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  at  least  the  multigraph 
and  filing  cases  may  be  added  next  year.

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RINDGE  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

The  following  report  of  the  work  in  the  Rindge  Technical  School 
<luring  the  past  year  is  submitted  by  the  Head  Master  of  the  vSchool, 
Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  Jr.: — 

During  the  past  year  the  Rindge  Technical  School  has  been 
serving  a  considerably  increased  number  of  boys  both  in  the^  college 
preparatory  and  in  the  vocational  courses.  In  fact,  so  great  has 
been  the  increase  that  many  of  the  shops  have  been  overcrowded, 
and  the  size  of  the  sections  in  some  subjects  increased  beyond  the 
most  desirable  limit.  The  work  in  general,  has,  however,  gone  on 
much  as  usual. 

While  much  might  be  said  of  the  other  departments-  of -the 
school,  the  urgency  of  the  needs  of  the  Trade  and  Business  Courses 
prompts  me  to  confine  my  attention  solely  to  them.  ^  The  Trade 
Course  is  based  upon  the  theory  that  boys  of  fourteen,  whether  or 
not  graduates  of  a  grammar  school,  should  have  the  opportunity  to 
begin  the  study  of  a  trade.  Experience  has  demonstrated  to  us  that 
this  theory  is  well  founded  and  works  well  in  practice  provided  that 
proper  care  is  used  in  the  selection  of  the  boys  who  are  allowed  to 
enter  the  course.  Some  of  the  best  work  done  by  the  boys  of  the 
Trade  Course  this  year  has  been  done  by  boys  who  were  not  grammar 
school  graduates.  It  might  be  noted  in  passing  that  a  careful  corre¬ 
lation  of  this  course  with  the  prevocational  courses  of  the  grammar 
schools  is  an  important  piece  of  work  that  is  much  needed.  In 
order  to  obtain  the  time  necessary  to  secure  speed-practice  'and 
skill,  the  school  day  is  lengthened  two  hours  for  trade  course 
boys,  and  the  extra  afternoon  hours  (from  two  to  four)  devoted 
to  shop  work.  During  the  regular  school  hours  (from  eight-thirty 
until  two)  a  varied  course  of  academic  and  manual  training  work  is 
provided,  the  academic  work  being  correlated  as  closely  as  possi¬ 
ble  with  the  trade  work.  Provision  has  been  made  in  this  course 
^for  boys  who  wish  to  learn  carpentry  or  printing.  A  much  larger 
group  of  boys  who  would  like  to  learn  machine  shop  practice, 
electrical  construction  and  mechanical  drawing  are  at  present  un¬ 
provided  for.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  during  the  present 
year  some  arrangement  be  made  so  that  these  boys  can  receive  the 
instruction  suited  to  their  needs.  No  new  equipment  will  be  needed 
to  secure  this  result.  Only  the  appointment  of  teachers  for  after- 
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noon  work  from  those  regularly  enrolled  in  the  present  teaching 
force  would  be  needed.  The  teachers  employed  in  this  work  should 
be  the  very  best  available,  since  the  trade  work  taught  in  the  after¬ 
noon  classes  forms  the  core  of  the  whole  instruction,  and  should 
furnish  sufficient  interest  to  carry  the  student  through  the  demands 
of  the  long  school  day.  Moreover,  the  type  of  boy  resorting  to 
this  course  needs  the  most  careful  and  tactful  treatment  to  awaken 
his  ambition  and  to  create  habits  of  industry,  application  and  neat¬ 
ness.  The  best  teachers  are  needed,  too,  to  map  out  new  courses 
and  methods  to  fit  the  peculiar  needs  of  the  trade  course. 

While  the  work  of  the  Business  Course  differs  radically  from 
that  of  the  Trade  Course  its  needs  and  possibilities  are  equally  great. 
The  Business  Course  does  not  attempt  in  any  way  to  compete  with 
the  Commercial  Course  of  the  High  School.  It  aims  to  train  boys 
for  positions  wffiich  have  been  given  added  importance  in  our  indus¬ 
tries  in  the  past  few  years  by  the  almost  universal  adoption  of 
efficiency  systems,  scientific  management,  etc.  These  positions,, 
which  are  commercial  or  executive  in  character,  are  best  filled  by 
men  of  the  commercial  type  who  possess  some  little  mechanical 
training  and  knowledge.  The  necessary  school  training  and  exper¬ 
ience  in  business  methods  and  accounting  is  furnished  by  actual 
work  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  school — receipt  and  issue 
of  supplies  and  the  accounting  necessary  to  prevent  waste  and  ascer¬ 
tain  costs.  Some  of  the  work  of  the  course  is  being  admirably 
done.  To  give  it  complete  effectiveness,  however,  a  teacher  should 
be  secured  who  has  had  direct  experience  and  training  in  the  kind 
of  work  for  which  the  boys  are  being  trained.  Such  a  man  should 
first  have  had  training  in  some  trade,  besides  experience  in  draw¬ 
ing,  estimating,  routing  and  planning.  His  function  in  the  school 
would  be  to  bring  together  business  department,  shops  and  drawing 
into  an  efficient  working  partnership.  Moreover,  a  course  of  study 
should  be  provided  for  boys  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  to  enter 
the  new  courses  in  business  administration  which  are  beginning  to 
appear  in  the  colleges.  Boston  University  has  already  such  a  school 
well  organized,  and  other  local  colleges  are  preparing  to  follow  its 
leadership.  The  effect  of  adding  college  preparation  to  the  work 
of  our  business  course  would  be  distinctly  beneficial,  in  that  definite 
standards  of  work  would  be  established  and  a  better  type  of  student 
attracted  to  the  business  course. 

Even  at  the  risk  of  making  this  report  unduly  long  something 
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must  lie  said  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  vocational  guidance, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Myra  I.  Ellis,  who  was  appointed 
Vocational  Adviser  last  year.  Much  study  has  been  given  to  both 
the  question  of  guidance  and  placement.  Some  idea  may  be  had  of 
the  importance  of  the  latter  subject  from  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  week  or  two  the  following  positions  have  been  filled  through 
the  school  office: — 

One  position  with  a  salary  of  from  one  thousand  to  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  a  year. 

One  part  time  position  with  a  salary  of  ten  dollars  per  week 
and  other  advantages  which  cannot  be  computed  in  dollars. 
One  full  time  position  at  ten  dollars  per  week. 

Six  full  time  positions  at  eight  dollars  per  week. 

One  full  time  position  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  month. 

Four  part  time  positions  at  about  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  week. 

The  filling  of  each  position  involves  the  securing  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual,  the  careful  consideration  of  his  qualifications  to  fill  it  satis¬ 
factorily  and  follow-up  work  to  make  sure  that  both  the  boy  and 
his  employer  are  satisfied. 

The  method  of  conducting  this  follow-up  work  will  be  made 
clear  by  the  following  blank  form : —

Add  to  the  work  necessary  to  fill  satisfactorily  these  positions, 
the  large  amount  of  work  necessary  to  advise  boys  while  in  school 
to  choose  intelligently  the  courses  of  study  which  will  fit  them  for 
a  desired  position,  and  the  supplying  of  the  right  content  in  each 
school  subject  to  fit  the  boy  broadly  for  life  and  specifically  for 
an  occupation,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  of  vocational 
guidance  is  apparent.  It  will,  of  course,  require  years  of  study  and 
experience  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  solution.  In  the  meantime, 
however,  consistent  effort  is  bringing  some  valuable  results.  In  the 
coming  year  it  is  our  hope  to  start  a  ‘‘life  career”  class  which 
will  have  as  its  immediate  purpose  a  careful  study  of  the  occupa¬ 
tions  open  to  our  boys,  the  opportunities,  returns,  the  requirements 
of  each,  and  possibly  the  framing  of  specifications  for  some  one 
occupation.  This  latter  work  requires  the  intensive  study  of  a 
given  occupation  as  represented  in  our  community  and  the  drawing 
up  of  a  written  statement  regarding  it  in  some  form  of  theme 
or  report. 

There  are  many  other  matters  probably  fully  as  important  as 
those  mentioned,  of  which  it  would  be  pleasant  to  speak, — of  the 
success  of  the  musical  organizations ;  of  the  beneficial  effects  of 
the  new  salary  schedule  in  securing  permanency  in  our  teaching 
force ;  and  of  the  large  amount  of  really  remarkable  work  which 
the  boys  have  done  in  the  various  departments  during  the  year. 
These,  however,  must  be  passed  over  until  some  future  time  furnishes 
the  opportunity  to  give  them  the  attention  they  deserve.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


THE  CAMBRIDGE  GIRLS’  TRADE  SCHOOL 

The  following  report  of  the  Cambridge  Girls’  Trade  School  is 
submitted  by  the  Principal,  Miss  Katharine  A.  Burke: — 

The  aim  of  the  Trade  School  is  to  reach  girls  who  arc  seeking 
employment,  that  it  may  guide  them  in  the  choice  of  a  vocation, 
and  enable  them  to  acquire  sufficient  skill  to  gain  a  foothold  in 
industry.  It  also  enables  them  to  enlarge  their  vision  beyond  the 
immediate  “job”  and  immediate  wage. 

Since  there  has  been  no  opportunity  to  introduce  new  trades, 
efforts  have  been  spent  in  a  development  of  the  possible  trades 
and  through  these  efforts  a  decided  gain  in  efficiency  has  been  made. 

Especially,  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  correlation  ot 
English,  arithmetic,  the  study  of  industries  and  textiles  with  the 
trade  teaching. 

The  work  in  design  can  hardly  be  mentioned  alone  for  it  per¬ 
meates  all  branches  of  trade  work.  There  can  be  no  dressmaking 
without  design.  When  design  is  not  given  consideration  the  costume 
proclaims  the  fact.  The  work  in  design  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
workroom  to  a  great  extent  and  in  this  way  better  results  have 
been  gained. 

In  the  cookery  department  the  girls  are  taught  to  plan,  buy 
and  prepare  meals  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  families  having  varied 
incomes.  In  serving  these  meals  the  girls  acquire  independent 
thinking  and  a  sense  of  responsibility  which  fits  them  for  catering 
and  tea  room  work.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  value  of 
eating  regularly  wholesome  and  nutritious  luncheons. 

The  girls  receive  their  share  of  choral  practice  and  physical 
training,  thereby  giving  a  little  relaxation  in  their  long  day.  This 
work  also  has  the  further  advantage  of  bringing  the  girls  into  closer 
contact  with  each  other. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  “Hygiene”  given  weekly  during  the 
winter  term  and  the  faithful  following  of  the  dental  clinics  have 
improved  the  girls  to  a  marked  degree. 

The  placement  of  the  girls  testifies  to  the  increasing  efficiency 
of  the  school,  as  calls  from  employers  who  have  had  our  girls  prove 
that  they  have  been  trained  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  business 
world. 

The  school  has  been  very  successful  in  the  sale  of  finished 
products  and  in  the  increase  of  order  work. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Copithorne,  the  Librarian 
of  the  Public  Library,  for  sending  us  eighty  books  from  the  Public 
Library  during  the  year.  The  interest  shown  in  these  books  proves 
it  would  be  well  to  establish  a  Library  Fund  for  the  purchase  of 
suitable  books,  up-to-date  journals  and  magazines.

d'HE  WELLINGTON  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

"Idle  following  report  of  the  Wellington  Training  School  is  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Bates,  Master  of  the  school: — 

The  Wellington  School  contains  all  of  the  elementary  grades 
and  a  kindergarten,  the  number  of  pupils  being  nearly  one  thousand. 
The  school  was  opened  in  1884  and  differs  from  the  other  schools 
in  this  respect, — all  the  grades  below  the  seventh  are  taught  by 
young  teachers.  Their  work,  however,  is  done  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  a  master  and  two  supervisors  who  are  held  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  instruction  and  management  of  the  school. 

The  object  of  conducting  a  school  on  this  plan  is  to  give  the 
Cambridge  young  women  who  desire  to  teach,  and  who  have  made 
special  preparation  for  the  work,  an  opportunity  to  gain  experience 
under  conditions  favorable  to  their  own  success  and  without  preju¬ 
dice  to  the  interests  of  the  pupils. 

Graduates  of  a  high  school  who  are  also  graduates  of  a  college 
or  a  normal  school  may  be  appointed  members  of  the  training  class. 
The  required  term  of  service  is  one  year,  but  members  of  the  class 
may  be  excused  or  dismissed  at  any  time  by  the  superintendent 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  money  compensation  for  the  first  year  is  at  the  rate  of 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  the  first  five  months  and  until 
satisfactory  service  is  rendered.  For  the  remaining  part  of  the 
year  it  is  at  the  rate  of  four  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year’s  service,  the  connection  of  all  the 
members  of  the  training  class  with  the  school  ceases,  until  they 
are  elected  to  a  permanent  position  or  given  substitute  work  in  the 
grades  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  School  Board.  No  em¬ 
ployment  is  guaranteed  to  graduates  of  the  training  class,  although 
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they  are  generally  preferred  candidates  for  election  to  the  grades. 
Members  of  the  training  class  who  are  college  graduates  must  teach 
at  least  one  year  in  the  grades,  after  they  graduate  from  the  train¬ 
ing  class,  before  being  considered  for  a  position  in  a  high  school. 
Before  being  admitted  to  the  training  class  all  candidates  must  sign 
an  acceptance  of  these  conditions. 

From  Gregg’s  “Moral  Education”  this  is  gleaned.  “Each  move¬ 
ment  is  a  new  opportunity  to  live,  but  our  power  to  utilize  it  depends 
upon  what  we  have  done  in  all  the  yesterdays.” 

The  Wellington  School  has  lived  through  nearly  thirty-two  years 
of  yesterdays  and  has  in  each  movement  found  new  opportunities 
to  make  for  growth.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  of  this  school  that 
what  has  been  done  in  all  the  yesterdays  through  this  long  term 
of  years  shows  that  the  power  to  utilize  has  not  all  been  allowed 
to  go  to  waste. 

As  Webster  says,  “The  past,  at  least,  is  secure”,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  all  connected  with  the  Wellington  School  to  make  the 
future  of  the  school  more  successful  than  has  been  its  past. 

Between  January  i,  1914  and  January  i,  1915,  there  were 
twenty-three  young  ladies  admitted  to  Class  B  of  the  training  class. 
Of  that  number,  nine  were  graduates  of  some  high  school  and  of 
some  college.  Fourteen  were  graduates  of  some  high  school  and 
of  some  normal  school. 

One  of  these  young  ladies  withdrew  before  completing  the 
required  term  of  service.  The  remaining  twenty-two  are  at  work 
in  the  Cambridge  schools.

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OPEN  AIR  SCHOOLS 

The  first  Open  Air  School  for  frail,  aniemic  and  ill-noiirished 
children  was  opened  April  13,  1910.  The  Cambridge  Anti-Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association  was  very  much  interested  in  the  establishment 
of  such  a  school  and  great  credit  was  due  the  association  for  its 
generous  contribution  of  time,  money  and  suggestions.  The  associa¬ 
tion  furnished  the  blankets,  coats,  and  tooth  brushes  for  the  children, 
provided  the  cocoa  and  broth  for  the  first  term,  and  assisted  in  many 
ways  until  the  school  was  well  established. 

The  school  committee  made  the  necessary  appropriation  for 
remodelling  a  dwelling  house  on  Winsor  Street  and  for  furnishing 
it  suitably  for  this  special  purpose.  The  dining  room  and  examin¬ 
ing  room  were  on  the  first  floor  and  the  schoolroom  and  lavatories 
on  the  second.  The  southern  wall  of  the  schoolroom  was  removed 
and  glass  doors  substituted  so  that  the  whole  side  of  the  room  could 
be  open  to  the  air  at  all  times.  There  were  ample  grounds  for  play 
and  school  gardens  adjoining  the  building,  which  belonged  to  the 
city.  The  school  opened  with  one  teacher,  a  matron  to  prepare  the 
food,  and  fourteen  children,  but  before  the  first  of  May  the  member¬ 
ship  had  increased  to  twenty-three. 

On  entering  the  school  each  child  was  provided  with  a  chair- 
bag,  a  leg  blanket,  a  soapstone  foot  warmer,  a  worsted  toque,  a 
pair  of  woollen  gloves,  and  an  outside  coat.  With  this  equipment 
the  children  could  be  kept  warm  even  in  the  coldest  weather.  Each 
child  brought  bread  and  fruit  and  was  provided  with  hot  broth 
and  cocoa. 

For  the  year  ending  June  23,  1911,  the  per  capita  cost  of  the 
running  expense  of  the  school,  including  instruction,  fuel,  care  and 
supplies,  including  food  supplies,  was  $56.73,  reckoned  upon  th,e 
membership  of  twenty-seven,  the  capacity  of  the  school.  The  daily 
program  was  as  follows : — 

9.00  Opening  exercises. 

9.05  Music. 

9.25  Spelling  or  dictation. 

9.35  Number,  reading  or  geography. 

10.00  Oral  language. 

10.20  Health  talks. 

10.30  Recess  for  lunch  of  milk  in  summer  and  of  cocoa  in  winter. 

11.00  Arithmetic,  lower  grades. 

11.25  Arithmetic,  upper  grades. 

12.00  Preparation  for  lunch  by  washing  faces  and  hands,  etc. 
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12.15  Lunch  of  some  good  nourishing  soup  and  such  food  as  the 
children  brought  from  home. 

Rest  Period. 

1.00  Reading  for  all  classes. 

2.00  Dismissal. 

During  the  spring  term  the  pupils  spent  the  time  from  two  to 
three  o’clock  at  work  in  their  school  gardens  or  at  play. 

The  school  continued  in  this  building  until  October,  1913,  when 
it  became  necessary  to  provide  other  accommodations  for  the  pupils, 
as  the  Park  Commissioners  needed  the  land  to  enlarge  the  play¬ 
ground  at  the  Roberts  School.  The  teacher  and  a  part  of  the 
pupils  were  transferred  to  the  Felton  building  on  Amory  Street, 
and  an  open  air  room  fitted  up  for  their  use,  the  food  for  the  class 
being  prepared  and  served  by  the  girls  of  the  Trade  School  which 
is  near  the  Felton  building. 

Another  open  air  room  was  opened  at  this  time  at  the  Reed 
building  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils  living  in  that  district,  the 
matron  of  the  original  school  being  transferred  to  that  building. 

In  April,  1914,  an  open  air  class  was  formed  in  the  new  Thorn¬ 
dike  building  with  one  teacher  in  charge,  the  matron  having 
charge  of  the  baths  preparing  and  serving  the  hot  lunches  for  the 
children. 

In  April,  1916,  an  open  air  class  was  formed  in  the  Roberts 
School  and  a  room  fitted  up  for  that  purpose.  One  teacher  was 
appointed  and  a  matron  to  look  after  the  lunches. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Reed  building  was  converted 
into  an  Open  Air  School,  all  of  the  rooms  being  used  for  these 
classes.  There  are  three  class  rooms  and  one  room  used  for  kitchen 
and  dining  room,  large  enough  for  all  the  children  to  be  taken  care 
of  at  once.  The  school  has  a  principal,  three  teachers  and  the 
matron  who  was  already  working  in  the  building.

EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Since  1912  the  work  of  the  Evening  Schools  has  been  carried  on 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  J,  Mahoney,  the  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools,  and  under  his  able  supervision  they  have  gained 
both  in  usefulness  and  in  numbers.  Even  with  the  falling  off  in 
attendance  this  year,  over  five  hundred  more  pupils  registered  than 
in  the  year  1911-1912.  The  classes  have  been  better  graded,  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  increased,  and  many  new  features  have  been 
introduced  into  the  curriculum.  January  i,  1916,  Mr.  Mahoney  was 
called  to  the  principalship  of  the  Lowell  Normal  School,  and  since 
that  time  the  schools  have  been  in  charge  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools. 

The  Evening  Schools  for  1915-1916  opened  on  Monday,  October 
II,  and  closed  for  the  first  term  on  Thursday,  December  ii.  The 
second  term  opened  on  Monday,  January  3,  and  closed  with  the 
usual  graduation  exercises  during  the  week  ending  March  25.

The  registration  in  all  the  schools  during  the  evening  school 
season  of  1915-1916  was  three  thousand  one  hundred  forty-eight, 
a  decrease  of  five  hundred  seventy-five  from  the  year  1914-1915, 
due  principally  to  the  decrease  in  immigration  on  account  of  the 
European  War,  and  also  because  many  pupils  left  the  city  seeking 
employment  in  some  other  place. 

The  industrial,  mechanical  and  freehand  drawing  classes  in  the 
Rindge  building  were  well  attended,  the  registration  and  average 
attendance  showing  a  slight  increase.  All  of  the  industrial  and 
mechanical  drawing  classes  were  state-aided  with  the  exception  of 
the  classes  in  electricity  and  the  forge  work. 

The  Evening  High  School  shows  a  registration  of  eight  hundred 
thirty-nine,  a  slight  increase  over  last  year.  The  school  has  been 
kept  up  to  its  usual  high  standard  and  both  teachers  and  pupils  have 
shown  a  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school.  In  March,  a 
class  of  one  hundred  six  was  graduated  from  the  school.  In  Novem¬ 
ber,  1912,  the  school  committee  voted  that  pupils  be  credited  in  the 
High  and  Latin  School  for  studies  completed  in  the  Evening  High 
School  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent,  were  equivalent 
in  character  and  scope  to  those  offered  in  the  High  and  Latin  program. 
Under  this  rule,  twenty  pupils  in  the  Evening  High  School  have 
been  working  for  credits  towards  a  diploma  from  the  High  and 
Latin  School. 

The  Girls’  Evening  Trade  School  was  opened  for  the  first  time 
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in  October,  1914,  and  has  been  carried  on  with  good  success  during 
llie  past  two  years.  During  the  year  1914-1915,  the  registration 
was  one  hundred  thirteen  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty- 
three,  and  during  the  evening  school  season  of  1915-1916  the  reg¬ 
istration  was  one  hundred  eighty-one  with  an  average  attendance  of 
fifty- two. 

The  attendance  at  the  elementary  schools  has  been  much  less 
this  year  than  last,  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  smaller  number 
of  foreign-born  pupils.  In  1914-1915  the  registration  in  these  schools 
was  two  thousand  six  hundred  thirty-seven,  and  during  the  past  year 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  six  hundred  fifty.  Of  this  six  hundred 
fifty,  five  hundred  fifty-three  were  foreign-born  pupils,  many  of 
them,  probably,  being  called  to  their  own  countries  on  account  of  the 
war.  The  largest  decrease  was  among  the  Italian  and  Lithuanian 
pupils.  The  following  shows  the  large  number  of  foreign-born 
pupils  attending  the  elementary  classes  of  the  evening  schools : —

Last  October  a  new  salary  schedule  was  adopted  for  the  teachers 
in  the  Evening  .Schools,  and  this  much  needed  increase  will  enable 
us  to  obtain  and  keep  teachers  who  are  interested  in  and  fitted  for 
the  work  in  the  evening  classes,  as  evening  school  work  requires 
not  only  great  skill  in  teaching  but  also  the  power  to  control  and 
hold  pupils  not  compelled  to  attend,  and  also  pupils  who  are,  in  many 
cases,  older  than  the  teacher  having  charge  of  the  work.  The  new 
salary  schedule  will  be  found  on  page  83  of  this  report.

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VACATION  SCHOOLS 

On  Wednesday,  July  7,  1915,  vacation  schools  were  opened  in 
four  of  the  school  buildings  and  continued  for  twenty-three  days, 
closing  on  Friday,  August  6. 

At  the  English  High  Building  a  class  was  formed  for  pupils 
of  the  lowest  class  in  the  high  schools  who  had  failed  of  promotion. 
Fourty-four  of  these  pupils  were  registered,  and  were  under  the 
charge  of  two  men  teachers. 

Another  class  was  also  formed  at  the  English  High  Building 
for  the  pupils  of  the  eighth  grade  who  wished  to  enter  the  high 
schools  in  September  and  had  failed  to  obtain  a  certificate.  This 
class  registered  seventy-six  pupils  under  the  charge  of  two  teachers. 

Classes  for  pupils  in  the  grammar  grades  below  the  eighth  were 
formed  in  the  Ellis,  Kelley  and  Webster  buildings,  for  pupils  who 
had  failed  of  promotion  and  also  for  a  few  pupils  who  wished  to  do 
extra  work  in  order  to  advance  more  rapidly.  Three  hundred  of 
these  lower  grade  pupils  were  registered,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  two  hundred  sixty-two.  In  the  Ellis  School  twenty-four  pupils 
had  perfect  attendance  for  the  term.

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Museum  Talks  for  Cambridge  School  Children 


In  addition  to  the  vacation  schools  a  new  form  of  instruction 
and  entertainment  was  provided  at  Agassiz  Museum  for  children  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years  who  did  not  attend  the 
vacation  schools.  Early  in  July  the  following  notice  was  circulated 
among  the  children  of  Cambridge  by  a  committee  of  ladies  who 
were  interested  in  their  welfare : — 


“It  has  been  proposed  to  provide  opportunity  for  the  school  children 
of  Cambridge  to  learn  something  of  the  exhibits  in  the  Harvard  University 
Museum. 

The  plan  having  received  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  the  Director  of  the  Museum  and  the  Cambridge  School  Committee, 
the  undersigned  committee  has  been  formed  to  carry  it  out. 

The  Museum  talks  will  be  in  charge  of  teachers  appointed  and  paid  by 
the  School  Committee.  The  teachers  will  be  aided  by  a  body  of  volunteers. 
The  talks  will  be  given  on  six  mornings  of  the  week,  through  July  and  the 
greater  part  of  August. 

The  children  will  gather  in  parties  of  one  hundred  at  certain  distant 
schoolhouses  in  different  parts  of  the  city  where  summer  courses  are  to  be 
given.  Accompanied  by  the  teachers  they  will  be  brought  in  special  cars 
to  the  Museum.  After  an  hour  or  more  at  the  Museum  they  will  return 
home  on  foot. 

The  expense  of  the  undertaking,  including  special  cars  and  a  moderate 
amount  of  printing,  is  estimated  at  about  $300.  Subscriptions  for  this  ob¬ 
ject  will  be  gladly  received. 

It  is  believed  that  the  children  of  Cambridge  will  benefit  in  many  ways 
from  the  personal  guidance  through  the  Museum.  The  committee  trusts 
that  the  plan  will  meet  with  approval  and  support.”

Miss  Ada  A.  Billings,  a  teacher  in  the  Webster  Grammar  School, 
was  selected  to  take  charge  of  the  children,  and  she  was  assisted 
by  a  committee  of  fourteen  ladies  who  volunteered  to  act  as  guides 
at  the  Museum. 

For  twenty-seven  days,  parties  of  children  were  taken  from  some 
school  district  where  vacation  schools  were  held,  conveyed  by  elec¬ 
trics  to  the  Museum,  and  put  in  charge  of  the  ladies  who  had  volun¬ 
teered  their  services,  and  who  for  an  hour  rendered  docent  service 
for  the  inspection  of  the  collections.  More  than  thirteen  hundred 
children  visited  the  Museum  in  these  parties,  and  after  a  light  lunch, 
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which  was  given  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Winthrop  Slade,  were 
sent  home  in  the  electrics  as  it  was  finally  thought  best  for  them  to 
ride  instead  of  allowing  them  to  walk  such  a  long  distance. 

The  success  of  this  work  was  due  to  those  mentioned  above 
and  to  the  volunteer  ladies  who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time. 
The  interest  in  this  new  form  of  work  was  so  great  that  it  has  been 
decided  to  include  it  in  the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  city. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  people  who  gave  so 
liberally  of  their  time  and  money  in  order  that  the  children  of 
Cambridge  might  have  an  instructive  as  well  as  an  interesting  outing 
during  the  hot  summer  days. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PRACTICAL  ART 

The  following  account  of  the  work  in  this  department  is  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Peter  Roos,  the  Director  of  Practical  Art : — 

The  interest  in  the  art  lessons  and  the  high  standard  of  the 
work  has  been  generally  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.  In 
the  High  and  Latin  School  a  marked  advance  is  shown  in  designing, 
lettering,  etc. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  this  school  last  June  was  of  high  merit 
and  received  much  favorable  comment  from  visitors.  Reproductions 
of  designs  by  high  school  pupils  in  the  Cambridge  Review  show 
some  of  the  results  of  this  instruction.  The  pupils  also  display  pro¬ 
ficiency  in  mechanical  drawing,  studies  from  life,  and  poster  work. 
The  latter  has  been  of  much  practical  value  in  connection  with  the 
senior  drama  recently  given  in  Brattle  Hall,  the  Baby  Welfare 
Campaign  and  other  prominent  events. 

It  would  be  unreasonable  to  urge  high  school  pupils  to  enter 
upon  problems  for  prizes  in-  competition  with  professional  artists 
and  designers  or  even  with  art  school  students.  On  account  of  the 
limited  amount  of  time  allowed  for  this  study,  it  would  be  of 
greater  advantage  for  the  pupil,  at  this  stage  of  his  progress,  to 
acquire  the  fundamentals  of  art  with  applications  to  simple  problems. 

Light  is  an  important  factor  in  the  successful  pursuit  of  this 
subject.  The  drawing  rooms  of  our  High  and  Latin  School  are 
poorly  lighted,  so  that  pupils  and  teachers  are  working  under  serious 
disadvantages.  If  any  alterations  in  these  buildings  are  to  be  made 
in  the  near  future,  it  would  be  desirable  to  give  the  needs  of  this 
department  due  consideration. 
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I'or  a  long  lime  there  has  been  a  lack  of  plaster  casts  and  other 
models  needed  for  form  and  color  studies.  A  private  collection 
including  i)ottery,  shells,  mounted  birds,  etc.,^  numbering  about  one 
hundred  thirty  specimens  has  been  used  for  a  number  of  years  by 
the  art  classes.  This  collection  has  recently  been  added  to  the  per¬ 
manent  equipment  of  the  department.  There  is,  however,  a  need  of 
plaster  models  of  heads,  animals  and  figures.  The  sum  of  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  dollars  would  supt)ly  this*  want  for  some  time. 

These  drawbacks  do  not,  apparently,  affect  the  enthusiasm  of  tlie 
classes.  The  drawing  rooms  always  have  an  appearance  of  bustling, 
orderly  activity  during  the  class  hours.  It  seems  unfortunate  that 
so  little  time  can  be  granted  in  our  schools  to  the  training  of  hand 
and  eye  when  we  remember  that  it  is  by  efforts  with  hands  and 
eyes  that  the  majority  must  earn  their  'living.  Cambridge  is  in  this 
respect  behind  some  cities.  Boston,  for  example,  gives  more  time  to 
this  subject  even  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  newly  printed  outline  of  the  Course  in  Practical  Art  is  a 
valuable  improvement.  Here  the  teachers  can  gain  an  understanding 
of  the  entire  plan  and  easily  see  what  ought  to  be  accomplished  in 
eacli  grade  in  order  that  the  pupil  may  become  duly  prepared  for 
the  next  ste]).  The  course  is  well  adapted  to  the  present  conditions 
in  our  schools  and  may  not  need  to  be  revised  for  many  years.  It  is 
flexible  so  as  to  allow  a  choice  of  problems  according  to  the  various 
conditions  and  ability  of  classes.  It  also  makes  it  possible  for  the 
teachers  to  develop  their  individual  artistic  talent  for  teaching  the 
subject,  within  reasonable  limits. 

Cyclostyle  reproductions  of  the  illustrations  for  this  course 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  for  many  years.  These 
illustrations  are  nearly  all  full  size.  It  would  have  been  expensive 
to  have  them  reduced  to  the  scale  necessary  for  the  printed  outline 
and  their  usefulness  would  have  been  lessened  by  that  process. 
Therefore,  it  seemed  best  to  continue  using  the  cyclostyle  i)rints 
especially  as  they  are  in  some  cases  accompanied  by  detailed 
descriptions  of  the  lessons.  More  than  half  of  the  number  of  the 
illustrations  are  now  supplied  to  the  teachers.  The  remainder,  about 
seventy-five,  will  be  made  ready  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Our  grade  teachers  always  show  an  excellent  disposition  toward 
this  study  and  a  readiness  to  try  new  problems.  This  has  been 
of  great  value  in  the  development  of  this  course  of  study.  All  the 
young  teachers  who  come  recommended  from  the  Wellington  Train- 
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ing  School  for  Teachers  prove  the  thoroughness  of  the  training 
given  in  that  school  by  their  successful  handling  of  the  subject  in 
the  classrooms.  In  the  case  of  other  applicants  for  teachers’  positions 
or  promotions  in  the  grades,  it  would  be  well,  in  the  future,  to  re¬ 
quire  substantial  evidence  of  competency  in  this  work.  Some  com¬ 
mittee  rules  requiring  teachers  to  attend  courses  of  lessons  when 
their  interest  in  the  work  is  found  to  be  slackening  or  the  results 
in  the  class  persistently  unsatisfactory  would  be  a  great  help  toward 
keeping  the  study  to  a  high  standard. 

In  the  office  of  the  director  of  practical  art  is  a  collection  of 
•  lesson  papers  from  classes  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  These 
sets  of  papers  show  the  work  of  the  entire  classes  as  resulting 
from  the  lessons  given  by  the  grade  teachers  within  the  time  limits 
fixed  in  the  curriculum.  The  subjects  represented  are  quite  numer¬ 
ous,  including  designs  for  useful  and  beautiful  objects,  interior 
decoration  as  well  as  exterior  embellishment  of  the  surrounding 
grounds  of  estates.  Then  there  are  studies  in  outline,  shade  and 
color  from  nature,  common  objects,  small  as  well  as  large,  including 
plans  of  rooms  and  elevations  of  buildings. 

Any  citizen  who  is  interested  in  what  the  children  in  our 
schools  are  doing  to  train  their  hands  and  eyes  will  be  well  repaid 
for  the  trouble  of  looking  over  this  collection.  The  work  speaks 
for  itself  and  is  indeed  a  high  compliment  to  the  grade  teachers  of 
Cambridge  who,  without  any  presumption  to  artistic  standing, 
awaken  in  the  children  much  thought,  intelligence  and  ambition.

MUSIC 

The  following  report  of  the  work  in  music  is  submitted  by  Mr. 
John  B.  Whorisky,  the  Director  of  Music : — 

Music  is  taught  in  three  hundred  forty-seven  classes  each  cal¬ 
endar  month  during  the  school  year.  Of  these,  the  director  of 
music  has  one  hundred  forty-eight  elementary  and  thirty-six  high 
school  classes,  and  the  assistant  in  music  has  one  hundred  sixty-three 
elementary  classes.  On  high  schools  days,  after  the  regular  routine 
is  finished,  the  director  occasionally  visits  primary  schools  and  the 
Girls’  Trade  School  to  supervise  methods  and  to  see  the  results  of 
the  work  of  young  teachers. 
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High  and  Latin  School 

The  membership  of  all  classes  in  music  at  the  High  and  Latin 
School  numbered  nine  hundred  twenty-four  this  year,  as  against 
four  hundred  thirty-nine  .last  year,  an  increase  of  no  per  cent.  The 
P>oys’  Glee  Club  meets  after  school.  It  numbers  forty-eight,  which, 
if  deducted  from  the  total  above,  shows  a  net  increase  of  99.5  per 
cent  over  that  of  last  year.  The  following  comparative  table  gives 
the  membership  of  each  class  during  the  two  years : —

The  Course  in  Harmony  exists  principally  for  the  benefit  of 
students  of  in.strumental  music.  However,  others  may  take  it,  the 
only  requirement  being  a  working  knowledge  of  the  keyboard.  If 
contemplated  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  course  in  Appreciation 
of  Music  are  carried  out,  it  will  be  of  great  value. 

"Hie  Choral  Classes  consist  of  one  for  the  freshmen,  exclusively, 
and  another  for  the  sophomores  and  juniors.  The  course  of  the 
former  is  an  extension  of  the  grammar  school  course  in  sight  read¬ 
ing.  The  latter  class  has  the  larger  work  and  this  year  has  studied 
“Tlie  Rose  Maiden”,  by  Cowen. 

The  Orchestra  has  done  more  to  create  and  foster  school  spirit 
than  any  other  single  factor  within  my  control.  Progressive  private 
teachers  recognize  its  great  value  and  often  ask  that  their  private 
pupils  be  allowed  to  join,  or  that  certain  pupils  be  assigned  to  the 
more  difficult  parts.  Whenever  it  is  possible  their  wishes  are 
carried  out.  Orchestral  Practice  is  now  recognized  as  a  prepared 
subject  in  this  school,  and  two  credits  toward  a  diploma  are  given 
each  year.  Two  classes  will  be  necessary  next  year  if  the  rate  of 
increase  keeps  pace  with  that  of  the  present  year.  The  members 
participated  in  all  school  functions  where  their  services  were  desired, 
and  at  outside  civic  affairs. 

The  Glee  Clubs  are  the  first  of  their  kind  at  the  schools.  The 
.Senior  Girls’  Glee  Club  has  a  regular  school  period,  and  its  members 
will  receive  due  credit  for  work  performed.  The  Boys’  Glee  Club, 
not  having  a  regular  period  within  school  hours,  meets  each  Thurs- 
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day  after  school  and  the  attendance  is  kept.  No  credit  was  promised. 
The  S])irit  is  splendid. 

Rindge  Technical  School 

At  Rindge  Technical  School  one  hundred  sixty-six  boys  elected 
Choral  Practice,  and  thirty  elected  Orchestral  Practice.  Each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  singing  class  was  a  candidate  for  a  position  on  the  teams 
that  were  to  compete  later  for  the  John  W.  Wood,  Jr.,  cup.  Eight 
teams  of  eight  boys  each,  and  four  alternates  for  each  team,  entered 
the  preliminaries.  In  January  the  elimination  contest  was  held  and 
five  teams  remained  to  enter  the  finals.  The  judges.  Dr.  Francis 
Henry  Wade,  and  Mr.  Benedict  Fitzgerald,  awarded  the  decision  to 
the  team  directed  by  Leader  Thomas  F.  Holden.  The  boys  also 
received  bronze  medals.  The  contests,  inaugurated  February  4,  1915, 
have  been  very  successful,  due  to  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Wood, 
who  managed  the  business  details,  originated  the  plan  for  the  medals, 
and  made  himself  responsible  in  financing  the  project.  The  Glee 
Club,  composed  of  members  of  competing  teams,  is  doing  excellent 
work. 

The  orchestra  at  Rindge,  although  not  so  large  as  that  at  the 
High  and  Latin  School,  has  a  greater  variety  of  instruments.  These 
were  secured  by  means  of  surplus  balances  from  song  concerts  and 
other  entertainments  during  the  past  four  years.  The  school  now 
owns  a  double  bass,  a  cello*  a  clarinet  and  two  trombones,  all  of 
which  were  loaned  to  pupils  who  learned  to  play  them. 

Girls’  Trade  School 

In  October,  Miss  Emma  Gertrude  Smith  began  her  duties  as 
a  temporary  teacher  to  have  charge  of  Choral  Practice  at  the  Girls’ 
Trade  School.  The  object  of  this  work  is  to  teach  the  value  of  a 
well  modulated  voice,  and  to  furnish  a  useful  recreation  to  girls 
whose  other  duties  might  prove  irksome.  Three  periods  are  given, 
on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  of  each  week.  The  classes  are 
taught  separately  and  are  brought  together  once  each  week.  The 
work  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage  and  if  continued  I  hope  to 
be  able  to  give  it  closer  supervision. 


Elementary  Grades 

The  reports  of  Miss  Hackett,  the  Assistant  in  Music,  show  that 
on  November  first  there  were  five  hundred  fifty-nine  partial  or  com- 
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plete  monotones  in  llie  classes  laiiglit  hy  her.  On  March  hrsl  there 
was  a  decrease  of  over  tliirty-two  per  cent. 

That  it  is  possible  to  correct  the  faults  of  so  many  pupils  in  a 
short  space  of  time  is  a  tribute  to  the  zeal  of  the  room  teachers, 
f)ecause  daily  individual  attention  is  necessary  to  accomplish  results. 
Several  factors  contribute  to  the  large  number  of  i)upils  who  have 
defective  tone  sense  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  A  pro¬ 
portion  is  defective  on  account  of  certain  racial  characteristics,  hut 
1  am  convinced  that  much  of  the  trouble  is  due  to  the  square 
pianos  that  are  used  in  the  kindergarten  rooms  and  in  some  primary 
rooms.  They  will  not  remain  in  tune.  Cambridge  cannot  afiford  to 
j)urchase  any  more  instruments  of  this  type,  because  their  tones 
not  only  cause  further  injury  to  the  sense  of  pitch  of  partial  mono- 
tones  but  they  also  afifect  the  tone  perception  of  children  who  are 
normal  when  they  enter  school.  Several  of  the  pianos  in  use  in  the 
kindergartens  should  be  discarded  and  replaced  by  more  modern 
instruments.  The  pianos  in  use  in  certain  primary  grade  rooms  are 
owned  by  the  teachers,  therefore  the  school  department  has  never 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  keeping  them  in  tune. 

I  recommend  that  the  School  Board  require  that  pupil  teachers 
and  teacher  applicants  for  positions  in  the  grades  shall  be  prepared 
to  pass  an  examination  in  music.  Even  though  failure  in  this  branch 
may  not  bar  otherwise  exceptional  candidates  who  desire  appoint¬ 
ment,  the  examination  would  aid  materially  in  fixing  the  musical 
status  of  each  appointee,  and  provision  could  be  made  at  once  to 
relieve  her  of  this  study  by  having  it  taught  .by  another  who  is 
qualified. 

The  sight  reading  ability  of  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  has 
not  been  permitted  to  fall  below  the  standard.  While  a  general 
method  of  teaching  is  provided  for  each  teacher,  its  spirit  is  sug¬ 
gestive  and  allows  her  to  exercise  her  individuality. 

As  the  time  for  music  is  limite'd,  tools  to  expedite  blackboard 
work  should  be  provided.  Each  building  should  be  equipped  with 
staff  liners,  so  that  problems  of  notation  may  be  visualized  quickly. 

During  the  past  year  at  the  Peabody  and  Thorndike  schools 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  place  the  responsibility  of  teaching  music 
in  several  grades  on  one  person.  Miss  Josephine  C.  Wyman  of  the 
Peabody,  and  Air.  Charles  M.  Herlihy  of  the  Thorndike  assumed  the 
work.  The  results  have  been  beyond  expectations  and  are  worthy  of 
commendation. 
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Grammar  School  Orchestras 

Three  grammar  school  orchestras  were  organized  this  year — 
at  the  Ellis,  the  Harvard  and  the  Kelley  schools.  Practice  was  carried 
on  after  school  hours,  but  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding 
grade  teachers  who  were  willing  to  undertake  its  supervision.  The 
volunteers  are  Miss  Charlotte  L.  Griswold  at  the  Ellis,  Miss 
Marguerite  L.  Harris  and  Miss  Eucy  E.  Sullivan  at  the  Harvard; 
and  Mr.  Francis  J.  O’Hara  and  Miss  Esther  D.  Paul  at  the  Kelley. 
The  opportunity  to  play  together  has  afforded  the  pupils  rare  pleas¬ 
ure  and  they  are  making  good  progress.  I  wish  to  record  my  deep 
appreciation  of  the  self  secrificing  devotion  of  these  teachers  as 
shown  by  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  pupils’  welfare. 


Office  Equipment 

The  present  equipment  of  the  office  of  this  department  is  utterly 
inadequate  to  carry  on  the  work  satisfactorily.  A  suitable  desk,  a 
commodious  filing  cabinet  and  a  typewriting  machine  and  its  acces¬ 
sories  are  absolutely  necessary.  The  clerical  work  includes  the 
compilation  and  filing  of  statistics  relating  to  public  school  music  ; 
preparation  of  special  reports  that  may  be  required  by  state,  national 
or  local  boards ;  planning  of  courses  of  study  and  suggestive  methods ; 
data  relating  to  instruments  in  use ;  records  of  the  various  classes 
throughout  the  city;  office  correspondence,  etc. 

Sixty  chairs  are  needed  for  the  use  of  the  orchestra  at  the 
Latin  building,  and  there  should  be  additional  shelf  space  in  the 
music  room. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their 
recognition  of  the  work  of  the  orchestras  by  their  recent  decision 
to  furnish  necessary  orchestral  music ;  and  also  for  authorizing  the 
purchase  of  a  set  of  tympani  for  the  orchestras. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  also  beg  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
of  the  superintendent  in  all  I  have  undertaken  during  the  past  vear.

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ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS 

The  work  of  the  attendance  officers  is  carried  on  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  superintendent.  There  are  six  officers,  one 
being  assigned  to  the  high  schools,  and  the  other  five  to  different 
school  districts,  each  officer  having  charge  of  from  five  to  seven 
schools. 

Among  the  duties  of  the  attendance  officers  are  the  following : — 

To  devote  all  their  time  to  the  duties  of  their  office ;  to  inquire 
into  all  cases  of  absence,  truancy,  juvenile  vagrancy,  persistent  dis~ 
obedience  to  the  rules  of  school  and  unlawful  detention  from  school ; 
to  report  to  parents  all  cases  of  suspension  from  school,  and  to 
assist  in  taking  the  school  census  when  so  directed;  to  visit  each 
school  at  least  once  each  day,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
superintendent;  to  prevent  children  from  loitering  about  school 
premises  to  the  annoyance  and  disturbance  of  the  neighborhood;  to 
prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  city,  when  so  directed  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent,  all  persons  violating  the  public  statutes  relating  to  school 
attendance. 

To  visit  and  inspect  each  month,  while  the  public  schools  are 
in  session,  all  factories,  workshops,  and  mercantile  establishments 
in  llieir  respective  districts,  and  ascertain  if  there  is  any  violation 
of  the  public  statutes  relating  to  the  employment  of  children ;  to 
pay  particular  attention  to  the  employment  of  minors  who  are 
required  by  law  to  attend  evening  school  as  a  condition  of  their 
employment. 

To  thoroughly  acquaint  themselves  with  all  cases  of  neglected 
children  coming  to  their  knowledge  in  their  several  districts.  When 
satisfied,  after  a  full  investigation  and  careful  consideration,  that 
the  case  is  one  in  which  court  proceedings  should  be  taken,  to  report 
to  the  superintendent  and  cooperate  with  him  in  his  disposition  of 
the  case. 

Attendance  officers  may  be  detailed  by  the  superintendent  to  be 
present  at  any  school  building  during  the  session  of  an  evening 
school,  or  whenever  the  building  is  used  for  other  than  day  school 
purposes,  to  assist  in  the  preservation  of  order  and  in  the  protection 
of  the  property  in  and  about  the  building. 

The  school  census  for  the  year  1915  was  taken  by  the  attend¬ 
ance  officers  with  the  assistance  of  four  other  men.

The  statistics  of  the  ])rivate  and  parochial  schools,  obtained 
by  one  of  the  attendance  officers,  show  that  there  are  seven  parochial 
schools  and  four  private  schools  in  the  city.  The  private  schools 
received  $<^1,935  for  the  tuition  of  the  pupils  in  those  schools.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  IN  THE  SCHOOLS 

(This  work  is  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Health.) 

In  1894  the  Cambridge  Board  of  Health,  in  accordance  with  a 
request  of  the  school  committee,  appointed  a  physician  to  examine 
all  cases  of  contagious  diseases  affecting  the  attendance  of  children 
at  public  schools,  and  to  issue,  in  behalf  of  the  board  of  health,  all 
certificates  required. 

As  a  further  precaution  against  contagious  diseases,  the  board 
of  health  in  1896  established  a  system  of  medical  inspection  in  the 
schools.  The  city  was  divided  into  six  districts,  in  each  of  which  a 
physician  was  appointed  to  visit  the  schools  in  that  district.  Later 
on  physicians  were  appointed  to  visit  the  parochial  schools  as  they 
were  opened,  and  five  are  now  doing  that  work. 

The  following  rules  relating  to  the  medical  inspection  of  the 
schools  were  adopted  by  the  board  of  health  in  September  1914: — 

1.  Each  inspector  is  to  visit  at  least  one  school  in  his  district 
each  day.  He  is  to  visit  every  school  in  his  district  whenever  the 
customary  signal  is  displayed. 

2.  A  card  is  to  be  made  out  for  every  case  seen  and  must 
be  filled  out  comjdetely  and  signed,  or  initialized.  Under  diagnosis 
a  definite  statement  as  to  the  trouble  must  be  made  in  order  that 
cases  may  be  classified,  and  so  far  as  possible  the  diagnosis  must 
correspond  with  that  on  the  monthly  report.  When  a  school  is  visited 
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and  no  cases  seen,  a  card  must  be  filled  out  with  the  statement 
“visit  of  inspection'’  made  thereon. 

3.  Once  each  week  all  cards  made  out  by  each  inspector  are 
to  be  sent  to  the  board  of  health  ofiice  or  left  at  a  culture  station 
for  collection.  Once  each  month  a  report  on  a  special  form  is  to  be 
made  out  and  sent  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  health.  On  this  card 
the  number  of  examinations  for  work  certificates,  the  number  of 
examinations  for  vaccinations  and  the  number  of  visits  for  release  of 
cases  of  contagious  diseases  are  to  be  stated. 

4.  "J'he  following  cases  are  to  be  excluded,  and  must  be  re¬ 
examined  by  the  school  inspector  before  they  can  be  readmitted, 
unless  a  permit  to  return  to  school  has  been  issued  from  the  board 
of  health  office : —

Cases  in  which  there  is  contagious  disease  at  home,  not  having 
a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

5.  School  inspectors  are  not  authorized  to  delegate  any  of 
their  duties  to  the  school  nurses,  especially  the  exclusion  and  re¬ 
admission  of  cases. 

6.  Each  inspector  must  notify  the  board  of  health  office  at 
once  of  every  case  excluded  by  him,  giving  the  name,  address,  school 
and  cause  of  exclusion. 

7.  School  inspectors  are  to  take  cognizance  of  all  conditions 
affecting  the  health  of  school  children  and  teachers,  including  ven¬ 
tilation,  heating,  lighting  and  apparatus. 

The  work  of  the  school  nurses  is  also  carried  on  by  the  board 
of  health.  There  are  three  nurses  who  work  with  the  medical 
inspectors  and  cooperate  with  the  school  department  in  every  way 
])ossible.  Children  who  are  sent  to  the  open  air  classes  are  sent 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  nurse.

SIGHT  AND  HEARING  TESTS 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state,  the  annual  testing 
of  the  sight  and  hearing  of  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  was 
made  in  October,  1915.  All  of  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools 
were  examined  except  those  in  the  first  primary  grades  and  in  the 
kindergartens.  Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  pupils  whose 
sight  or  hearing  was  found  defective,  and  many  cases  have  re¬ 
ceived  professional  treatment.

Attendance  at  the  Day  Schools 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  day  schools  during  the 
year  ending  June  25,  1915,  was  17,349,  an  increase  of  215;  the 
average  number  belonging  was  15,581,  an  increase  of  71;  and  the 
average  attendance  was  14,622,  an  increase  of  248.

The  pay  of  a  substitute  teacher  in  a  high  school,  who  is  employed  tem¬ 
porarily,  is  $2.50  a  day;  if  employed  one  month  or  more,  it  is  at  the  rate  of 
$o00,  $600  or  $700  a  year,  the  rate  to  be  determined  by  the  superintendent, 
who’  shall  consider  the  experience  of  the  teacher  and  the  position  to  be 
filled  in  fixing  the  sum.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

STREETS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen :  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  25 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City,  the  annual  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1916, 
is  herewith  submitted. 

The  regular  appropriations  of  the  department  are  first  treated 
and  are  followed  by  the  special  appropriations,  funds  of  which  were 
provided  by  issues  of  bonds  and  special  revenues.

The  usual  repairs  to  plank  surfaces  were  made  this  year  and 
the  balance  of  the  expense  was  for  light,  power  and  miscellaneous 
supplies.  The  present  condition  of  the  several  bridges  under  the 
control  of  this  department  is  set  forth  in  the  following  report  of  the 
City  Engineer  and  will  call  for  increased  expenditures  this  coming 
year. 

REPORT  ON  CONDITION  OF  BRIDGES 

January  22nd  and  24th,  1916. 
FIRST  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  is  in  good  order  and  will  need  only  ordinary  repairs. 

COMMERCIAL  AVENUE  BRIDGE 

The  planking  on  this  bridge  is  entirely  worn  out,  the  timbers 
showing  through  in  many  places.  Two  of  the  guard  irons  on  the 
fenders  of  the  northerly  pier  are  torn  from  their  places  and  should 
be  refastened  at  once.  The  draw  when  lowered  to  its  seat  does  not 
bring  the  sidewalk  on  the  bridge  to  the  same  level  as  the  walk  on 
the  abutments,  so  leaving  a  break  likely  to  occasion  accidents  to 
pedestrians.

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THIRD  STREET  BRIDGE 

The  Bay  State  Fuel  Co.  have  driven  piles  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Third  Street  to  support  one  of  their  buildings.  When  this  was 
done,  it  caused  a  movement  of  the  southerly  pier  of  the  bridge, 
shifting  it  into  the  canal.  This  causes  the  channels  at  the  leaf  heads 
to  strike  and  bind,  making  it  difficult  to  open  or  shut  the  draw.  The 
draw  tender  thinks  there  is  danger  of  breaking  the  chains  when  try¬ 
ing  to  raise  the  draw. 

SIXTH  STREET  BRIDGE 

There  is  trouble  in  raising  and  lowering  the  draw,  because  the 
channels  on  the  front  end  of  the  leaves  strike  before  they  are  in 
place.  This  interference  is  growing  worse.  There  is  also  trouble 
at  the  heel  of  the  south  leaf  on  account  of  the  planking  striking  the 
bridge  timbers  before  the  leaf  is  fully  raised. 

Other  than  as  above  mentioned,  these  bridges  will  need  only 
ordinary  repairs  this  year. 

WALDEN  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  needs  to  have  its  fences  repainted  and  have  the 
paint  protected  until  it  hardens.  There  are  two  or  three  places  under 
the  bridge  which  looks  badly  but  are  only  points  where  the  concrete 
was  not  properly  placed  when  the  bridge  was  built.  A  mason,  or 
any  laborer,  with  a  batch  of  cement  mortar  and  a  trowel  could 
greatly  improve  the  appearance  of  the  work  which  now  looks  as 
though  it  was  breaking  away  from  the  ironwork. 

At  the  northeast  corner  of  the  bridge,  there  should  be  erected 
a  guard  to  prevent  someone  falling  from  the  sidewalk  onto  the 
railroad  location  six  or  seven  feet  below.  It  is  a  dangerous  place 
and  if  an  accident  should  occur  there,  the  City  would  doubtless  be 
put  to  considerable  expense. 

HURON  AVENUE  AND  F.  R.  R.  BRIDGE 

The  block  paving  on  this  bridge  is  very  rough,  some  of  the 
blocks  sticking  up  a  half  inch  or  more.  It  would  seem  as  though 
a  rammer  might  help  to  smooth  the  surface.  The  paint  on  the 
fences  is  beginning  to  peel  as  are  some  of  the  plates  and  Ts  below 
the  deck.  The  fascia  needs  scraping  and  painting  as  do  some  of  the 
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sidewalk  I’s.  At  the  northwest  corner  of  the  bridge,  there  should  be 
a  load  or  two  of  broken  stone  placed  to  prevent  further  washing 
away  of  the  earth  in  front  of  the  abutment. 

.  FOUNTAIN  TERRACE  BRIDGE 

The  top  rails  of  the  fences  here  need  scraping  and  painting  and 
the  iron  work  generally  under  the  deck  should  be  scraped  and 
painted  this  season.  It  has  never  been  repainted  since  the  bridge 
was  built.  A  little  stone  filling  in  front  of  the  piers  would  greatly 
improve  the  looks  of  the  work  to  those  entering  Fresh  Pond  Park. 

The  old  iron  fence  which  once  guarded  the  top  of  the  bank  be¬ 
tween  the  high  and  low  level  roadways  of  Fountain  Terrace  is  now 
largely  rusted  away,  many  of  the  rods  between  the  posts  having  dis¬ 
appeared,  leaving  very  dangerous  places.  The  fence  should  be  re¬ 
placed  or  the  high  level  roadways  be  fenced  off  and  travel  upon 
them  stopped. 

WELLINGTON  BROOK  BRIDGE

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There  was  but  little  variation  from  the  usual  program  in  this 
division.  The  spring  and  fall  general  cleanings  were  performed 
and  the  paved  streets  were  cleaned  as  often  as  the  financial  condition 
would  warrant.  The  section  force  was  withdrawn  from  their  regular 
routes  during  the  summer  and  formed  into  a  gang  which  cleaned  the 
paved  streets  regularly.  The  smooth  paved  streets,  especially  the 
wood  block,  were  washed  at  frequent  intervals  with  the  “squegee’’ 
machine. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  affected  by  the  fact  that  longer  hauls 
are  necessary  with  the  material  collected.  Public  demand  increases 
for  cleaner  streets,  especially  main  thoroughfares,  and  it  will  be 
the  practice  this  coming  season  to  keep  these  streets  washed  and 
swept  and  I  shall  recommend  the  addition  of  a  flushing  machine 
for  this  purpose. 

I  shall  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  small  truck  to  pick 
up  section  men  sweepings  as  these  piles  are  frequently  left  out  owing 
to  inability  to  collect  them  all  with  horse-drawn  wagons. 

Each  year  the  area  of  smooth-paved  streets  is  increasing  and 
accordingly  the  expense  of  keeping  such  areas  clean  every  day  must 
increase  and  I  shall  ask  that  the  appropriation  for  this  work  be  as 
liberal  as  possible  this  year.

The  past  winter  was  one  of  the  most  severe  that  the  department 
ever  experienced.  Only  two  days  after  the  fiscal  year  started,  on 
A])ril  3,  1915,  there  was  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  which  cost  over  $400 
to  remove.  Up  to  the  first  of  Eebruary  there  was  but  little  of  the 
balance  used  but  from  that  date  on  there  were  continual  storms  and 
freezing  weather.  This  necessitated  several  transfers  from  the  Re¬ 
serve  and  Emergency  Funds.  The  thaw  commenced  late  in  March 
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and  considerable  of  the  gutter  work  was  carried  into  the  1916  fiscal 
year. 

I  should  recommend  that  the  amount  expended  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  for  removing  snow  from  the  walks  around  and  in  school  prop¬ 
erty  be  reimbursed  as  the  School  Department  have  no  reason  to  ex¬ 
pect  the  Street  Department  to  pay  for  this  work.  Other  public  build¬ 
ings  and  parks  are  taken  care  of  by  the  respective  departments  and 
at  their  expense.

The  foregoing  table  shows  the  amount  of  material  collected  dur¬ 
ing  each  of  the  fiscal  years  and  reflects  the  steadily  rising  costs  of 
this  work.  That  the  unusually  large  quantity  of  ashes  collected  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  winter  was  disposed  of  successfully  at  low  cost  is  due  to 
the  efforts  of  the  department  in  securing  dumping  places  heretofore 
considered  unavailable.  However,  these  places  are  in  some  places 
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filled  and  in  others  nearly  so.  I  am  sure  that  such  favorable  con¬ 
ditions  could  not  be  secured  again  next  winter. 

We  have  completed  the  fill  on  Vassar  Street  and  have  extended 
Fowler  Street  through  to  Vassar  by  permission  of  the  Ames  Estate. 
There  are  still  one  or  two  places  that  might  be  filled  in  this  area  but 
they  are  not  important  or  large. 

This  problem  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  it  demands 
serious  and  immediate  consideration.  It  has  for  the  past  five  years 
been  gradually  developing  itself  into  one  of  transportation.  Several 
plans  have  been  considered  for  this  work  and  some  one  must  be 
put  into  operation  this  coming  fall.  The  plan  of  erecting  a  relay 
station  and  hauling  from  there  to  the  areas  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  city  has  been  carefully  gone  over.  The  motor  truck  idea  has 
been  investigated  as  also  the  scow  and  electric  railway  plans.  Unless 
some  one  of  these  plans  can  be  shown  to  be  the  more  economical, 
hauls  will  still  be  made  with  the  old-fashioned  horse  drawn  wagons. 
It  has  been  fully  demonstrated  that  we  need  more  of  the  six-yard 
Shadbolt  wagons  to  replace  the  single  teams  which  only  carry  one 
and  one-half  yards. 

The  question  of  rerouting  the  city  has  been  investigated  during 
the  past  winter  and  the  quantity  of  material  gathered  in  each  day’s 
collection  ascertained.  The  table  shows  the  figures  for  each  day  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1915.

The  division  equipment  was  added  to  by  purchasing  six  steel 
carts  to  replace  the  older  wooden  carts  which  are  rapidly  getting 
out  of  repair.  Consequently  the  repair  account  will  be  much  smaller 
the  coming  year.  The  condition  of  the  stable  and  platform  was  such 
that  a  'thorough  rebuilding  was  necessary.  The  appropriation,  of 
$3,000  made  for  this  purpose  did  not  meet  the  requirement  and  the 
balance  was  taken  out  of  this  account.  The  stable  is  now  in  first- 
class  condition  and  a  new  concrete  manure  bin  has  been  constructed. 
The  foreman’s  office  has  been  built  into  the  stable. 

All  offal  collected  and  delivered  to  the  platform  has  been  sold 
and  the  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $17,382.81.  The  accounts 
are  in  excellent  condition  and  little  or  no  money  is  owed  us.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  items  that  the  greater  part  of 
this  appropriation  is  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Street  Depart¬ 
ment  plant  and  the  construction  and  patching  of  waterbound  or  tar- 
bound  surfaces.  But  little  of  this  appropriation  has  been  available 
for  necessary  repairs  to  the  shops,  stables  and  other  buildings  which 
are  yearly  getting  worse.  A  new  ‘‘Maintenance  Roller’^  has  been 
added  to  the  department  equipment  and  has  been  all  that  is  claimed 
for  it.  One  of  the  older  Pitts  rollers  was  taken  in  exchange  for  it. 
The  department  should  have  a  small  tandem  roller  for  patch  work. 
A  great  deal  of  the  money  of  this  appropriation  is  used  up  in  the 
spring  of  the  year  in  repairing  and  patching  tar-bound  streets,  sur¬ 
facing  gravel  sidewalks,  patching  brick  sidewalks  when  the  repair 
money  is  gone,  and  the  general  upkeep  of  streets  so  that  but  little 
is  left  to  do  new  work.  I  shall  recommend  the  coming  year  a  con¬ 
siderable  sum  for  building  with  bituminous  macadam  many  of  the 
principal  streets. 

There  is  now  urgent  need  of  rebuilding  some  of  our  shops  as 
they  are  very  old  and  require  continuous  repairing.  Especially  at 
the  Hampshire  Street  Yard,  there  is  need  of  constructing  new  shops 
with  the  idea  of  laying  out  the  space  there  to  better  advantage. 
Room  for  more  horses  must  be  provided  at  once  and  the  office 
should  be  moved  out  of  the  stable  and  this  space  made  into  stalls. 
If  the  department  adds  more  motor  equipment,  we  shall  have  to 
build  a  fireproof  garage  of  good  size  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
additional  cars.

Special  funds  were  provided  by  issue  of  five-year  bonds  for 
the  construction  of  these  streets.

This  appropriation  was  made  late  in  the  fall  in  order  that  Lawn 
Street  might  be  extended  through  from  Cushing  Street  to  Oxford 
Avenue.  After  the  paving  work  of  the  department  had  been  com¬ 
pleted  the  city  teams  were  turned  into  the  gravel  pit  close  by  and 
the  fill  at  the  angle  of  the  street  was  made.  Catchbasins  were  put

This  section  of  Vassar  Street,  from  Wellesley  to  Fowler  Street 
was  accepted  late  in  December  but  in  order  that  a  road  might  be 
available  for  the  new  manufacturing  concern  which  had  built  a  large 
warehouse  there  the  street  was  excavated  to  grade  and  a  water  bound 
macadam  surface  put  on.  The  filling  was  moved  in  scoops  into  low 
areas  on  the  side  of  the  street.  The  work  is  practically  complete 
now.  No  provision  was  made  for  providing  funds  for  this  work  and 
the  money  was  drawn  from  the  Treasury  expecting  that  the  new 
City  Government  would  pass  the  necessary  order.  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  loan  order  for  $3,000  be  passed  at  once  in  order  to 
return  this  amount  to  the  treasury.

After  a  long  discussion  in  the  City  Government,  it  was  finally 
decided  to  continue  the  wood  block  pavement  between  the  above- 
named  points  and  therefore  have  one  continuous  wood  surface  from 
Lafayette  Square  to  Garden  Street.

The  section  of  Huron  Avenue,  from  Concord  Avenue  to  Aber¬ 
deen  Avenue,  on  which  many  new  houses  have  been  built  during 
the  last  few  years  was  constructed  with  Bitulithic  pavement.  The 
street  on  the  south  side  is  still  undeveloped  to  a  large  extent  and 
accordingly  no  concrete  base  was  placed  there.  A  cracked  stone 
base  four  inches  deep  was  laid  and  the  Bithulithic  surface  was  laid 
on  the  top.  This  will  enable  the  pavement  to  be  cut  easily  for  water, 
sewer  and  gas  pipes.  The  north  side  was  constructed  with  concrete 
base.  A  rim  row^  of  granite  blocks  was  laid  wherever  edgestones  were 
needed  which  may  be  replaced  with  edgestone  when  ordered  by  the 
abuttor.  Cold  weather  closed  in  this  job  and  the  balance  is  left  to 
continue  the  work  on  the  south  side  from  Fresh  Pond  Parkway 
where  it  was  left  off  to  Aberdeen  Avenue.

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These  lliree  short  streets  which  run  ])arallel  to  each  other  and 
which  adjoin  the  Hinghain  and  Sterling  Knitting  Companies  mills 
were  constructed  with  second  hand  granite  blocks  on  concrete  base 
wdth  grouted  top.  They  wxre  completed  early  in  the  year  and  much 
of  the  stock  used  in  them  had  been  left  over  from  the  previous  year. 
The  manufacturing  interests  in  this  locality  appreciate  the  improve¬ 
ment  which  w^as  greatly  needed.

After  several  year’s  unsuccessful  effort  to  get  the  State  to  take 
over  and  construct  Concord  Avenue  from  Walden  Street  to  the 
Belmont  Line,  an  act  was  finally  passed  by  the  Legislature  providing 
for  its  completion  and  apportioning  the  expense. 

The  sum  estimated  was  $38,000  and  the  work  was  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission. 
Preliminary  estimates  were  submitted  to  this  department  and  were 
found  to  be  excessive  but  wTre  altered  so  as  to  come  within  the  appro¬ 
priation.  The  first  estimates  called  for  a  Warrenite  surface  from 
curb  to  curb  but  had  to  be  cut  down  by  placing  two  four- foot  gutters 
in  the  area  between  Walden  Street  and  the  R.  R.  crossing  and  a 
twenty-foot  strip  wdth  gravel  shoulders  from  there  to  the  line.  The 
City  commenced  the  w^ork  but  found  that  with  the  amount  of  cut 
insisted  on  by  the  State  and  no  opportunity  to  use  the  waste  as  fill 
that  it  was  not  feasible  to  go  farther  and  accordingly  turned  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  contract  over  to  the  Warren  Brothers  Company  for 
completion.  The  subgrade  was  prepared  and  excavated  to  grade  and 
a  five-inch  crushed  stone  base  was  rolled  into  it.  Upon  this  was 
placed  the  Warrenite  surface.  A  thorough  system  of  drainage  was 
constructed  to  take  care  of  surface  water. 

The  State  has  reimbursed  the  city  $36,397.32  under  the  contract 
which  the  city  entered  into  with  the  State,  and  under  the  provision  of 
Chapter  196  of  the  Acts  of  1915  the  city  will  be  required  to  pay 
three-eights  of  the  total  cost  early  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  improvement  was  one  that  was  most  needed  in  that  section  of 
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the  city  and  has  caused  widespread  favorable  comment  not  only  from 
Cambridge  citizens  but  those  living  beyond. 

1  should  recommend  that  the  portion  of  the  street  lying  between 
the  R.  R.  crossing  and  the  Belmont  line  be  taken  over  by  the  State 
as  a  State  highway  and  maintained  as  such.

The  need  of  reconstructing  that  part  of  Massachusetts  Avenue 
between  the  Harvard  Bridge  and  the  Railroad  crossing  should  be 
one  of  the  first  considerations  of  the  next  year.  There  are  three 
plans  that  might  be  adopted  for  this  area.  First,  the  present  worn- 
out  vitrified  brick  could  be  removed  and  a  new  vitrified  brick  laid  in 
its  place.  Secondly,  the  present  surface  could  be  covered  with  a 
permanent  bituminous  top  such  as  bitulithic  or  possibly  asphalt.  This 
would  necessitate  changing  the  grades  slightly  and  would  last  for 
some  years.  A  similar  treatment  was  laid  over  the  old  Hassam  sur¬ 
face  on  Massachusetts  Avenue  in  North  Cambridge  in  1Q14  with 
success.  Third,  if  a  noiseless  pavement  is  desired,  as  some  of  the 
residential  interests  are  advocating,  a  wood  block  could  be  laid  on  the 
old  base.  Such  a  job  has  been  done  on  Prospect  Street.  The  only 
difficulty  is  that  there  are  five  and  one-half  inches  between  the  finished 
grade  and  the  present  base  to  fill  with  a  three  and  one-half  inch  wood 
block.  The  placing  of  a  one-inch  layer  of  concrete  on  top  of  the  old 
concrete  so  that  a  one-inch  bed  can  be  made  for  the  block  is  not  an 
easy  matter  and  a  solution  of  this  is  being  looked  into.  The  other 
section  of  the  Avenue,  from  the  Railroad  crossing  to  Lafayette  Square 
should  last  for  a  year  or  two  longer  with  proper  maintenance. 

I  should  recommend  the  completion  with  wood  block  the  unpaved 
areas  at  Putnam  Square  and  Quincy  Square  and  make  a  complete 
job  of  the  avenue  from  Central  to  Harvard  Squares. 

I  also  recommend  the  replacing  with  wood  blocks  of  the  old 
granite  paving  on  Cambridge  Street,  from  the  Railroad  crossing  to 
Inman  Square  as  there  is  continual  complaint  about  its  condition  from 
the  business  men  on  the  streets. 

If  this  were  done,  it  would  increase  our  stock  of  second  hand 
paving  blocks  which  w^ould  be  used  on  other  streets  especially  in  the 
manufacturing  and  heavy  teaming  districts. 

Magazine  Street  is  one  of  the  main  arteries  of  traffic  in  the  city 
especially  for  automobiles  and  has  never  been  permanently  constructed. 
Considerable  money  has  been  expended  every  year  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  passable  surface  and  I  should  recommend  as  one  of  the  most 
important  pieces  of  work  for  the  coming  year  its  construction  with 
a  smooth  permanent  surface. 

Cogswell  Avenue  is  in  urgent  need  of  repair  and  I  recommend 
that  a  permanent  surface  be  constructed  there  this  year.  Estimates 
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have  been  drawn  from  granite  paving  on  account  of  the  large  amount 
of  teaming  there. 

The  approach  to  Walden  Street  bridge  should  be  taken  up  and 
relaid  on  a  concrete  base  as  the  grade  is  steep  and  the  old  blocks  in 
poor  condition. 

Western  Avenue,  from  Jay  Street  to  the  river,  should  be  con¬ 
structed  in  the  same  way  that  the  rest  of  the  avenue  has  been  in 
the  past  few  years,  viz.,  relay  the  old  block  on  a  concrete  base.  The 
present  condition  of  the  street  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  larger  amount  of  money  be  appro¬ 
priated  this  year  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  existing  pavements 
for  the  real  economy  in  paving  work  consists  in  properly  treating  and 
repairing  our  present  surfaces.  All  our  tarmacadam  work  should  be 
‘Told  treated”  early  in  the  year  as  this  treatment  prevents  disinte¬ 
gration  and  preserves  the  older  treatment.  The  bithulithic  streets, 
out  of  guaranty,  should  be  thoroughly  patched  and  given  blanket 
coatings  where  necessary.  As  the  area  of  smooth  paved  streets,  both 
penetration  and  sheet  work,  is  increasing  every  year  it  must  follow 
that  the  maintenance  charges  should  be  increased  to  take  care  of 
them. 

There  are  many  important  streets  all  through  the  city  which  are 
in  need  of  better  surfacing  especially  in  the  residential  district  and  I 
shall  recommend  to  the  City  Government  a  substantial  amount  for 
their  construction  out  of  five-year  bonds. 

There  are  many  others  in  the  business  and  manufacturing  sec¬ 
tion  which  should  be  constructed  with  the  second  hand  granite  blocks 
on  concrete  bases,  or  in  some  cases,  on  sand  bases  with  cement 
grouted  top. 

The  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges  should  this  year  consider 
some  of  the  more  important  petitions  in  the  files  for  the  acceptance 
and  construction  of  unaccepted  streets. 

It  is  quite  evident  from  investigations  made  during  the  year 
that  additional  equipment  must  be  added  to  the  Collection  of  Ashes 
Division  and  I  shall  recommend  considerable  changes  in  the  handling 
and  disposal  of  ashes  and  light  refuse  to  take  effect  next  fall. 

I  shall  also  recommend  that  permanent  dumping  facilities  be  pro¬ 
vided  and  not  trust  to  luck  or  temporary  expedients  any  longer. 
Areas  of  land  must  be  provided  either  by  purchase,  rental  or  lease. 

The  condition  of  the  shops  and  stable  at  Hampshire  Street  must 
be  remedied  very  soon  as  they  are  getting  dilapidated  and  unsightly. 
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More  stalls  must  be  added  to  take  care  of  the  extra  horses  and  the 
space  now  occupied  by  the  office  will  have  to  be  used  for  them.  I 
recommend  that  the  old  shoj)s  be  torn  down  and  a  new  modern 
building  erected  that  will  care  for  the  blacksmith,  carpenter  and  paint 
shops  which  will  be  equipped  with  necessary  machinery  for  building 
and  repairing  our  equipment. 

I  believe  that  sooner  or  later  the  city  will  be  required  to  build 
a  more  sanitary  platform  and  building  for  garbage  in  place  of  the 
ancient  wooden  one  now  in  use. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  at  this  time  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  Jeremiah  Corkery  which  occured  on  January  g, 
1916,  after  a  lingering  illness.  He  took  office  July  i,  1914.  Mr. 
Corkery  was  a  man  both  well  known  and  well  liked  throughout  the 
city  and  had  served  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  During  his  term  of 
office  he  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  entire  department 
and  his  untimely  death  was  sincerely  mourned  by  all  who  knew  him. 
He  was  forced  to  relinquish  active  duty  in  the  fall  and  John  H. 
Holt,  chief  clerk  of  the  department,  was  designated  by  the  Mayor  as 
Acting  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Holt  continued  the  management  of  the  department  through 
the  winter  until  Feb.  26,  1916,  when  Mr.  James  A.  Ferguson,  Chief 
Foreman  of  the  department,  was  designated  by  Mayor  Rockwood 
as  Acting  Superintendent. 

This  report  covers  the  entire  year  and  both  Mr.  Holt  and  Mr. 
Ferguson  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  interest  and 
agreeable  relations  manifested  by  Mayor  Good  and  Mayor  Rockwood. 
The  Committee  on  Highways  of  the  old  Board  and  the  Committee  on 
Roads  and  Bridges  of  the  new  Board  are  deserving  of  commendation 
on  the  way  they  handled  the  business  of  the  department  entrusted  to 
them. 

The  employees  in  general  and  foremen  are  also  commended  for 
their  satisfactory  work  during  the  year.  One  of  our  most  valuable 
foreman,  Mr.  Mathieson  L.  Scorgie  succumbed  to  pneumonia  during 
the  winter  and  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  by  the  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER  OF 
BOSTON  AND  CAMBRIDGE  BRIDGES. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  ConncU: 

Gentlemen :  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3, 
Chapter  5,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  undersigned  respectfully 
submits  his  report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1916. 

HARVARD  BRIDGE 

Several  automobile  accidents  have  occured  on  this  bridge  during 
the  year  and  have  damaged  the  fence  and  injured  persons  and  I 
should  recommend  that  the  police  of  both  cities  take  measures  to 
curb  speeding  and  reckless  driving  over  this  bridge.  The  piers  on 
both  sides  are  in  dangerous  condition  and  should  be  repaired  as  early 
the  coming  year  as  possible. 

BROOKLINE  STREET  BRIDGE 

As  this  bridge  was  repaved  with* wood  block  in  1914,  the  surface 
today  is  in  perfect  condition.  However,  in  the  street  car  enclosure, 
considerable  planking  will  have  to  be  done  next  year. 

PRISON  POINT  BRIDGE 

The  roadway  has  required  resheathing  twice  during  the  past 
year  and  will  require  the  same  treatment  again  this  year.  The  deck¬ 
ing  on  this  bridge  is  in  dangerous  condition  and  as  the  travel  over 
this  bridge  is  both  dense  and  heavy  it  should  be  entirely  redecked 
next  year. 

I  shall  again  recommend  that  an  iron  fence  leplace  the  present 
wooden  one  on  the  draw  as  the  wooden  one  hinders  the  proper  running 
of  the  machinery  especially  when  there  is  a  high  wind. 

CAMBRIDGE  BRIDGE 

During  the  past  year  Cambridge  bridge  has  been  repainted  and 
the  pavement  has  been  repaired.  The  iron  and  steel  work  underneath 
has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted  and  the  fence  has  been 
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painted  also.  This  work  was  badly  needed  and  should  last  for  several 
years.  In  the  paving  where  the  granite  blocks  had  sagged  on  account 
of  the  expansion  joints  settling,  the  gullies  were  taken  up  and  repaved 
and  the  surface  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  On  the  whole,  at  the 
present  time  the  bridge  is  in  no  need  of  repairing  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  of  the  lamp  posts  which  need  attention  every  year. 

RIVER  STREET  BRIDGE 

During  the  past  year  the  bridge  has  been  entirely  resheathed. 
Next  year  the  underdeck  on  the  draw  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  and  the 
usual  replanking  must  be  done. 

WESTERN  AVENUE  BRIDGE 

The  upstream  pier  has  been  rebuilt  and  is  in  fairly  good  condi¬ 
tion.  The  roadway  has  been  resheathed  once  this  year  and  will  re¬ 
quire  another  top  again  next  year.  Repairs  will  be  necessary  on  the 
down  stream  pier  this  coming  year. 

STADIUM  BRIDGE 

As  the  bridge  is  now  completed,  it  has  been  turned  over  to  this 
commission  for  maintenance.  It  is  a  beautiful  structure  and  adds 
greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  river  surroundings  at  that  point. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  coopera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  Boston, 
Mr.  Edward  J.  Murphy  and  to  the  Engineer’s  department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  their  many  courtesies.

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Water  Works,  Water  Reg¬ 
istrar  and  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  give  in 
detail  the  operations  and  financial  condition  of  the  water  works.

In  1914,  when  the  present  Inspection  system  was  inaugurated, 
the  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  10,948,142  gallons.  The 
daily  average  consumption  last  year  was  9,314,800  gallons,  or  1,633,- 
342  gallons  per  day  less  than  in  1914.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
amount  (250,000  gallons  i)er  day)  escaping  from  Payson  Park  reser¬ 
voir  and  conveyed  back  to  Fresh  Pond,  making  a  total  saving  of 
1,883,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  large  decrease  in  the  daily  consumption  has  been  made  possi¬ 
ble  by  the  present  system  of  inspection  and  the  results  obtained  in 
our  opinion  fully  justify  the  employment  of  the  additional  inspectors 
necessary  to  properly  carry  on  the  work. 

The  Board  has  under  consideration  what  is  known  as  a  pitometer 
survey  of  the  water  mains  to  detect  leaks.  The  experience  of  other 
cities  where  such  surveys  have  been  made  shows  a  large  saving  is 
effected  by  detecting  and  repairing  leaks  in  the  mains'  and  we  are 
confident  a  material  further  saving  in  consumption  can  be  obtained  by 
this  means. 


WATER  SlIPPTA^ 

Hobbs  Brook,  Stony  Brook  and  Fresh  Pond  reservoirs  are  full 
to  overflowing.  There  is  sufficient  water  stored  in  these  reservoirs 
to  supply  the  city  for  a  year  to  come. 

FILTRATION 

March  19,  1915,  the  Board  engaged  the  services  ot\  Mr.  Heorge  A. 
Johnson  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  a  filtration  system,  and 
to  report  what  was  necessary  to  he  done  to  repair  Payson  Park 
reservoir. 

October  8,  1915.  Mr.  Johnson  tiresented  plans  for  the  filtration 
plant,  and  after  their  careful  consideration  by  the  Board  the  plans 
and  specifications  were  sent  (October  ti,  1915)  to  the  State  Dejiart- 
ment  of  Health  for  approval.  The  State  authorities  still  have  the 
])lans  under  consideration,  but  we  hope  and  expect  to  receive  notice 
of  their  approval  very  soon. 

Mr.  Johnson  has  also  reiiorted  on  the  defects  in  Payson  Park 
reservoir  and  their  remedy. 


MATKB  HOARD 
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METERED  WATER 

After  a  study  of  the  rates  for  metered  water  for  a  period  of 
eleven  months  the  Hoard,  on  March  23,  1916,  sent  a  communication 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  recommending  the  rescinding  of  the 
present  scliedule  of  rates  for  metered  water  and  the  ado})tion  of  a 
flat  rate  of  ten  cents  ])er  hundred  cubic  feet.  The  amended  charge, 
if  adopted,  will  reduce  the  future  bills  of  three  hundred  or  more 
industrial  concerns,  as  well  as  those  of  about  5,500  domestic  con¬ 
sumers.  The  ordinary  domestic  consumer  who  is  now  paying  fifteen 
cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet  for  his  water  will  obtain  the  very  material 
saving  of  33  per  cent,  in  his  future  charges. 

METERS 

Two  hundred  eighty-four  (284)  meters  were  placed  during  the 
year,  making  the  total  number  now  in  use  five  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  one  (5,801),  34.7  per  cent,  of  the  services  now  being  metered. 
If  the  recommendation  of  the  Hoard  that  a  flat  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
hundred  cubic  feet  is  adopted  we  anticipate  a  much  larger  number 
of  applications  for  meters  during  the  coming  year,  from  domestic 
consumers.  This  will  reduce  the  receipts  somewhat,  but  on  the 
other  hand  will  help  to  conserve  the  water  by  making  the  consumers 
more  careful  to  repair  defective  fixtures  and  prevent  waste. 

IN  GENERAL 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  .Sinking  Eund  this  year  $32,400.67 
in  e.xcess  of  the  legal  requirements.  The  fund  is  now  in  excellent 
condition  and  need  give  the  Hoard  no  anxiety  as  to  its  being  amply 
strong  to  meet  the  water  bonds  as  they  become  due.  Believing  as  we 
do  in  a  pay-as-you-go  policy,  we  recommend  that  future  expenditures 
for  construction  purposes  be  paid  so  far  as  possible  from  the  receipts 
from  water  rates,  rather  than  carry  an  unnecessarily  large  amount  to  - 
the  sinking  fund  in  the  form  of  surplus  receipts.

Gentlemen :  I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
extending  from  April  i,  1915  to  March  31,  1916. 

The  tables  following  will  give  an  account  of  the  amount  of 
pumpage  during  the  year,  the  comparison  with  last  year’s  and  that 
for  the  past  ten  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  de¬ 
crease  in  pumpage  is  small,  still  it  is  a  decrease. 

Since  November  i,  1915,  (or  152  days)  our  Leavitt  Engine  has 
worked  only  30  days  and  from  the  time  of  the  stopping  for  repairs 
of  this  engine  the  pumpage  has  steadily  increased.  If  we  keep  in  mind 
the  amount  that  we  should  allow  for  the  slip  of  the  pumps  which 
worked  the  balance  of  the  time,  we  can  safely  deduct  an  estimate  in 
daily  pumpage  of  560,000  gallons  for  the  past  three  months  or  51,- 
000,000  gallons. 

And,  allowing  for  the  leakage  in  Payson  Park  Reservoir  which 
our  Engineers  have  figured  as  500,000  gallons  per  diem,  a  total  de¬ 
duction  of  234,000,000  gallons  can  be  deducted  from  pumpage,  3,409,- 
230,800,  leaving  a  definite  amount  for  the  total  “consumption”  for 
-  the  year  of  3,175,230,800  gallons.

The  average  height  of  the  water  in  this  Reservoir  during  the 
year  was  16.29. 

The  highest  elevation  of  17. ii  was  reached  May  22,  1915,  and 
the  lowest  elevation  of  15.00  was  registered  January  19,  1916. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  was  39.70  inches. 

This  precipitation  is  8.59  inches  more  than  last  year’s  record. 

The  usual  work  on  the  driveways  and  around  the  Pond  has  been 
done  as  well  as  the  work  in  connection  with  the  suppressing  of  the 
gypsy  and  browntail  moths. 

This  year  the  fence  has  required  a  great  deal  of  attention  and 
has  been  repaired. 

A  new  wire  fence  has  been  constructed  on  Huron  Avenue. 

The  standing  grass  in  the  parks  has  been  sold  as  usual  by 
auction  to  the  highest  bidders. 

During  the  season,  from  May  to  November,  fishing  in  the  Pond 
has  been  permitted  from  boats  daily,  under  the  supervision  of  an 
employee.

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PUMPING  STATION 

The  new  trestle,  track  and  scales  have  been  installed. 

These  with  the  new  coal  shed,  finished  last  year,  furnish  the 
department  with  a  well  equipped  outfit  for  handling  and  weighing 
coal. 

Complying  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Inspector  of 
Toilers,  we  have  awarded  a  contract  for  a  new  boiler  to  replace  one 
that  he  condemns.  It  will  be  built  during  the  summer. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  appended,  will  give  in  detail 
the  account  of  the  changes  made  and  work  performed  during  the  year. 

In  November,  our  large  Leavitt  Engine  was  stopped  for  repairs 
and  has  done  very  little  work  since  that  date. 

Thorough  repairs  have  been  planned  and  we  expect  that  it  will 
result  in  a  showing  of  decreased  pumpage.  In  our  figures  on  pump- 
age  we  have  made  no  allowance  for  slip  of  pump  etc.,  except  when 
specified.

FORTY-INCH  STEEL  MAIN 

One  of  the  leaks  on  the  40-inch  main  occtired  at  Fresh  Pond 
Pumping  Station  and  the  second,  caused  by  electrolysis,  was  at 
Huron  Avenue  and  Standish  Street. 

This  leak  which  occured  in  December,  ipiS^  was  a  very  serious 
as  well  as  an  expensive  one  to  repair. 

Outside  of  the  large  quantity  of  water  which  was  wasted  we 
were  obliged  to  care  for  this  water  and  the  services  of  an  engine  from 
the  Fire  Department  were  engaged. 

The  cost  of  repairs  of  this  leak  was — labor,  $650.40,  and  mater¬ 
ials,  $253.51,  or  a  total  of  $903.91. 
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PAYSON  PARK  RESERVOIR 

The  usual  amount  of  work  for  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the 
reservoirs,  buildings  and  grounds,  has  been  accomplished  this  year. 

The  gate  house  and  tool  house  have  been  painted. 

Both  basins  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned. 

The  test  holes  which  were  opened  for  the  investigation  of  con¬ 
ditions  around  the  reservoir,  preliminary  to  the  installation  of  the 
filtration  system,  have  been  filled  but  will  be  given  more  attention  so 
soon  as  conditions  will  permit. 

The  fence  around  the  basins  needs  painting  badly. 

This  work  has  been  postponed  pending  the  probability  of  our 
having  a  filtration  plant. 


PIPE  YARD 

The  buildings  at  the  pipe  yard  are  in  good  condition.  Although 
there  have  been  several  additions  and  improvements  made  during  the 
past  years,  I  would  recommend  for  the  great  convenience  of  having 
the  separate  department,  that  the  construction  of  a  new  meter  shop 
be  considered.  This  could  be  built  over  the  present  meter  shop  and 
the  part  that  now  is  occupied  can  be  made  into  a  much  needed  garage. 

There  is  not  accommodation  for  all  of  the  trucks  and  autos  in 
our  present  garage. 

The  fence  between  the  sewer  yard  and  our  yard  is  still  needed 
and  I  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  find  opportunity  to 
build  it. 


LEAKAGE

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Mve  leaks  on  supplies  in  street,  one  on  6-incli  main  and  one  on 
40-incli  main  were  caused  by  electrolysis. 

Ihere  were  11,683  leaks  on  house  fixtures  found  by  our  inspec¬ 
tors  on  tbeir  monthly  house  to  house  inspections. 

The  property  owners  were  notified  and  the  leaks  were  repaired  by 
them. 

The  finding  and  .stopping  of  so  many  leaks  has  caused  an  appre¬ 
ciable  reduction  in  the  pumpage  and  we  hope  this  year  to  further  re¬ 
duce  this  leakage  from  house  fixtures. 

MAIN  PIPE 

As  in  the  past  years,  we  are  endeavoring  to  increase  the  sizes  of 
our  main  pipes  from  the  small  sizes,  laid  so  many  years  ago,  and  so 
give  an  ample  supply  as  well  as  better  fire  protection  to  our  residents. 

During  the  year  we  have  renewed  5,360  feet  and  laid,  as  exten¬ 
sions,  5,368  feet,  a  total  of  10,728  feet ;  and  during  the  past  eleven 
years  we  have  renewed  over  9  miles  of  pipe  and  laid,  as  extensions, 
about  14  miles. 

I  think  it  is  well  to  emphasize  this  exhibit  as  it  will  show  that 
we  are  and  always  have  been  working  for  the  interests  of  the  City 
for  ample  supply  and  adequate  fire  protection. 

We  are  in  constant  consultation  with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  in  regard  to  the  hydrants  on  these  new  mains. 

They  are  to  be  placed  at  not  more  than  300  feet  apart  in  thickly 
settled  communities. 

We  intend  to  relay  all  4-inch  pipe  so  soon  as  it  is  possible.  It 
will  take  some  time  to  accomplish  this  as  we  have  about  16  miles  of  it 
in  the  City,  but  if  the  appropriation  for  such  renewal  is  made  the 
work  can  be  carried  an  annually  and,  so  far  as  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  in  this  direction  is  concerned,  the  standing  required  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  be  attained. 

We  feel  that  the  public  at  large  has  small  conception  of  the  work 
that  has  been  done  for  many  years  to  so  well  supply  the  City.

STREET  WATERING  STANDPIPES 

There  has  been  no  addition  made  to  the  number  of  street  water¬ 
ing  standpipes  during  the  year  although  one  has  been  put  into  work¬ 
ing  order  at  Brattle  Square  corner  Brattle  Street. 

At  Lexington  Avenue  and  Huron  Avenue  and  at  Putnam  Avenue 
and  Magee  Street  the  street  watering  standpipes  have  been  relocated. 

The  standpipes  on  Coolidge  Avenue,  Mt.  Auburn  Street,  at  De- 
W'olfe  Street  and  on  Concord  Avenue  at  the  Water  Works  barn  have 
been  removed. 

All  the  standpipes  have  been  overhauled  and  repaired,  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  rej^airs  as  usual,  being  charged  to  the  Street  Department. 

GATES 

The  gates  in  all  sections  of  the  city  have  been  examined  and  care¬ 
fully  tested. 

The  investigation  made  by  the  representative  of  the  “National 
Board  of  Underwriters”  for  Fire  Protection  revealed  that  the  dejiart- 
ment  had  no  complete  record  of  gates,  etc. 
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When  the  works  were  built  many  years  ago  there  were  no 
measurements  and  frequently  no  locations  of  pipes  and  gates  noted  on 
the  simple  plans  that  were  made  at  that  time. 

As  the  years  pass  and  the  renewals  of  mains  have  been  made 
these  omissions  have  been  corrected  so  that  we  can  easily  make  a 
card  index  from  the  information  that  we  have  on  record,  on  the  plans, 
etc.  We  find  upon  inquiring  of  other  cities  that  their  records  are 
about  the  same  as  that  of  Cambridge.  But  a  card  index  is  to  be  com¬ 
menced  at  once. 

During  the  year  we  have  set  48  gates  in  connection  with  renewals 
and  extensions  of  main  pipe — 1 1  on  new  supplies  and  three  in  places 
of  old  gates  removed,  making  a  total  of  62  gates.

4  brick  meter  boxes. 

5  wooden  boxes  with  meters. 


HYDRANTS 

The  hydrants  this  year  have  been  given  a  most  thorough  inspec¬ 
tion  and  testing. 

Outside  of  the  usual  removal  of  defective  hydrants  and  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  new  ones  in  their  places,  twenty-five  (25)  hydrants  have 
been  repaired. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  set  a  number  of 
hydrants  in  response  to  the  request  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  who  considers  the  districts  in  question  inadequately  protected. 

This  work  will  be  taken  up  at  once.

CONDUITS 

d'bere  were  two  leaks  diirins^  the  vear  in  our  Dobbs  lUook- 
Stony  Ilrook  Conduits:  One  occurred  in  our  30-inch  pipe  at  W^altham 
and  one  in  the  63-inch  at  W  atertown. 

Outside  of  these  leaks  these  conduits  have  given  us  no  trouble. 

STONY  CROOK  RESERVOIR 

During  this  year  the  lowest  elevation  registered  in  this  reservoir 
was  on  December  11,  1915  at  7342. 

The  highest  elevation  of  82.16  was  reached  on  March  31,  1916. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  41.90  inches,  an  increase  of  7.46 
inches  over  last  year's  which  was  34.44. 

Tn  connection  with  the  department  for  sanitary  protection  there 
has  been  626,650  gallons  of  sewage  and  40  barrels  of  solids  removed 
from  the  vaults  and  cesspools  during  the  year. 

Jn  Eebruary  and  March  we  made  our  annual  attack  on  the  moth 
infected  territory  around  this  basin  and  cut  out  the  brush,  etc.  We 
have  not  jilanted  any  more  trees  but  those  that  were  planted  two  years 
ago  are  growing  weW  and  in  a  thriving  condition. 

d'here  have  been  no  additions  to  the  number  of  vaults  and  cess- 
|)ools  :  there  arc  35  cesspcxils  and  19  vaults.

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HOBBS  BROOK  RESERVOIR 

The  highest  elevation  reached  during  the  year  in  No.  i  basin, 
I.incoln  Street,  was  on  March  31,  1916 — 181,75. 

The  lowest  elevation  in  No.  i  basin,  Lincoln  Street,  was  on 
November  14,  1915 — 180.40. 

The  highest  elevation  reached  during  the  year  in  No.  2  basin, 
Mdnter  Street,  was  on  Alarch  31,  1916 — 181.70. 

The  lowest  elevation  in  No.  2  basin.  Winter  Street,  was  on 
April  I,  1915— 176.75. 

The  rainfall,  for  the  year  was  45.32  inches  and  as  the  precipitation 
last  year  was  33.02  the  increase  this  year  over  last  was  12.30. 

The  gate  in  the  Winter  Street  dam  was  closed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  was  not  opened  until  June  22,  1915,  when  the  elevation 
of  the  water  at  Stony  Brook  Reservoir  was  73,54  or  7.46  feet  below 
crest.  The  gate  was  opened  and  closed  during  the  rest  of  the  year  as 
follows : 

Closed  July  2,  1915. 

Opened  September  28,  1915. 

Closed  October  2,  1915. 

Opened  October  22,  1915. 

Closed  November  15,  1915. 

Opened  December  10,  1915. 

Closed  December  14,  1915. 

At  date,  March  31,  1916,  the  gate  is  still  closed  with  the  water  in 
both  basins  overflowing  crest. 

Wdth  the  exception  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  fence,  no 
unusual  expense  has  been  borne  by  the  department  during  this  year 
for  these  Reservations. 

The  standing  grass  around  the  basins  has  been  sold  as  in  ])ast 
years. 

The  work  on  moth  destruction  was  continued  in  January  with 
satisfactory  results. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wtnild  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  lioard  to 
the  recommendations  of  the  X’ational  Hoard  of  Underwriters  in  its 
report  on  our  City. 

The  leaking  condition  of  our  reservoir,  does  not  permit  us  to 
give  an  accurate  account  of  our  ''consumption,'’  we  can  hgure  "pump- 
age”  each  year  but  our  figures  on  consumption  are  too  large.  I  fully 
agree  with  the  Underwriters  that  a  measuring  devise  he  placed  on  the 
distributing  main  from  Payson  Park  I’teservoir  which  would  give  us 
a  reliable  basis  whereby  we  could  give  more  accurate  figures. 

The  other  suggestions  for  our  plant  are  being  considered  and  they 
will  be  carried  out  so  soon  as  feasible.

^'aithful  services  of  Mr.  lUadhury  P.  Doe  who  had  been  in  the  employ 
of  the  City  since  1887  and  who  passed  away  May  9,  19 15.

“Cambridge  Water  Works  Corporation’*  was  chartered  in  1852 
and  organized  in  1853. 

The  works  Avere  constructed  in  1855, — Mr.  John  Blake,  con¬ 
sulting  engineer, — and  came  into  possession  of  the  city  by  purchase  in 
1865,  when  they  were  called  “Cambridge  Water  Works.” 

The  original  source  of  supply  Avas  Fresh  Pond  in  Cambridge  and 
Belmont,  Avhich  was  enlarged  by  connection  via  conduit  Avith  Welling¬ 
ton  Brook  and  Spy  Pond,  Arlington.  The  waters  of  these  additional 
sources  Avere  adjudged  unfit  for  domestic  use  in  1889  and  since  that 
time  have  not  been  utilized  for  a  supply  in  Cambridge. 

In  1887,  Fresh  Pond  Avas  augmented  by  a  storage  reservoir  Avhich 
had  been  constructed  on  Stony  Brook,  located  in  Weston  and  Waltham. 

The  waters  from  this  brook  are  brought  to  Fresh  Pond  by  a  con¬ 
duit,  originally  a  thirty-inch  cast  iron  pipe,  Avhich  was  laid  through 
M'altham  and  Watertown  to  Fresh  Pond  Reservoir. 

This  extension  of  the  Avorks  Avas  made  under  the  direction  of 
^Ir.  N.  Henry  Crafts,  as  consulting  engineer,  and  our  citv  engineer, 
:\[r.  W.  S.  Barbour. 

The  population  of  the  city  Avas  about  60,000  in  1887. 

In  1897,  an  additional  provision  Avas  made  for  storing  Avater  by 
the  construction  of  tAvo  large  reserA-oirs  artificially  formed  by  con¬ 
structing  two  dams  across  Hobbs  Brook  which  is  a  tributary  of 
Stony  Brook  and  Hoavs  through  Lexington  and  Lincoln. 

Consulting  engineers,  Mr.  A.  bdeley  and  Messrs.  Rice  and  IG'ans, 
and  our  City  bhigineer,  Mr.  L.  M.  Hastings,  directed  the  construction 
of  these  reservoirs. 
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The  population  was  about  87,500  in  1897. 

In  1905  and  two  sections  of  the  Stony  Trook  pipe  line 

were  rebuilt :  the  new  conduit  was  made  of  concrete,  sixty-three 
inches  in  diameter.  Another  part  was  rebuilt  in  1908,  when  a  new 
thirty-inch  main  of  cast  iron  was  laid  to  replace  1,500  feet  of  the 
old  thirty-inch  line. 

The  consultin'^  engineer  for  the  concrete  conduit  was  Air.  Free¬ 
man  C.  C'oftin,  assisted  by  our  City  Engineer,  Air.  L.  AI.  Hastings. 

The  new  thirty-inch  main  was  laid  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Water  Works  Su])erintendent,  Air.  E.  C.  T> rooks. 

The ’conduit  is  constructed  as  follows: 

From  l’'resh  Pond  to  River  Street,  Waltham: 

27.405  feet  of  63-inch  concrete. 

J'rom  River  Street  to  Stony  Prook  Dam: 

1,500  feet  of  30-inch  (new). 

6,023  of  30-inch  (old). 

4,826  feet  of  36-inch  (old). 

Alode  of  supiily :  (iravity  from  Hobbs  Prook  and  Stony  Prook 
storage  reservoirs  to  b'resh  Pond  receiving  reservoir;  pumping  from 
Fresh  Pond  receiving  reservoir  to  Payson  l^ark  distributing  reservoir, 
through  the  40-inch  steel  pumping  main  ;  thence,  by  gravity,  to  con¬ 
sumers  through  the  40- inch  steel  distributing  main.  The  Leavitt 
engine,  of  20,000,000  gallons  capacity  is  connected  with  this  steel  main. 

In  case  of  necessity  the  water  can  be  pumped  direct  from  the 
pumping  station  through  the  30-inch  and  24-inch  cast  iron  pumping 
mains  into  the  40-inch  steel  distributing  main.  The  ^^'orthington 
engines  are  used  in  connection  with  these  mains  and  are  held  in  re¬ 
serve  for  any  j'x^ssible  emergency.

Dear  Sir :  I  report  that  the  machinery  at  the  Pumping  Station 
has  undergone  extensive  repairs  during  tlie  past  year,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  of  which  are  as  follows : 

On  November  8,  1915,  the  Leavitt  engine  was  shut  down  for 
general  overhauling  and  repairs. 

The  vertical  valve  gear  shaft  was  taken  down  and  the  two  valve 
driving  mortise  bevel  gears  were  disconnected  from  it, — a  full  set 
of  young  well  seasoned  hickory  teeth  were  fitted  to  these  gears  and 
machine  cut. 

The  split  cast  iron  collar,  which  supported  the  bottom  mortise 
bevel  gear  and  which  is  also  fitted  with  stops  to  prevent  the  valve 
gear  from  being  thrown  out  of  gear,  was  found  to  be  w'orn  beyond 
repairs ;  this  collar  got  out  of  order  shortly  after  the  engine  was  first 
started.  It  has  always  been  a  source  of  trouble  and  being  made  of 
cast  iron  it  was  not  able  to  stand  the  load  it  had  to  carry  and  at  any 
time  w^as  liable  to  be  the  cause  of  shutting  down  the  engine  for 
several  days.  A  new'  steel  collar  was  made  to  take  its  place  and 
there  should  be  no  further  trouble  at  this  point. 

New^  keys  Were  fitted  to  the  clutch  on  low’er  niortise  bevel  valve 
driving  gear. 

A  new'  key  was  fitted  to  upper  mortise  bevel  gear. 

The  cast  iron  bevel  valve  driving  gears  on  the  lay  shaft  and  on 
the  valve  shaft  were  very,. much  worn  on  one  side,  while  the  opposite 
side  w'as  as  g(X)d  as  new' ;  this  was  due  to  the  variation  in  the  load 
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the  gears  have  to  carry.  These  gears  were  turned  around  on  their 
shafts,  new  key  ways  were  cut  on  them  and  they  are  now  as  good 
as  new. 

The  above  mentioned  repairs  and  alterations  have  eliminated 
the  knock  and  noise  that  have  alwavs  been  so  noticeable  on  this 
part  of  the  engine. 

There  has  always  been  another  very  annoying  knock  on  this 
engine  which  appeared  to  be  somewhere  in  the  low  pressure  side, 
just  what  caused  it  was  never  known  and  it  was  considered  to  be 
due  to  .some  peculiar  feature  of  the  engine  that  could  not  be  rem¬ 
edied.  An  inspection  of  the  valves  of  the  low  ])ressure  cylinder 
revealed  the  cause  of  the  trouble  to  be  that  one  of  these  valves  was 
out  of  order,  this  was  rectified  and  the  knock  at  that  point  has 
disajipeared. 

The  system  of  piping  and  of  pressures  used  on  the  jackets  of 
the  Leavitt  engine  have  been  changed  so  as  to  conform  with  what 

has  been  found  in  modern  practice  to  be  most  efficient.  The  effic¬ 

iency  of  the  engine  has  been  increased  considerably  by  this  change. 
W’hat  is  even  more  important,  the  pressure  in  the  jacket  of  the  in¬ 
termediate  jiressure  cylinder  has  been  reduced  from  189  pounds  to 
45  jKninds,  or  one-fourth  of  what  it  was  formerly. 

This  reduction  in  the  pressure  made  it  possible  to  stop  the  leak¬ 
age  that  has  always  been  around  the  core  plugs  on  this  cylinder. 

There  are  twenty-four  of  these  plugs,  five  inches  in  diameter, 
screwed  in  with  pipe  thread  and  every  one  of  them  have  leaked. 
Caulking  was  the  only  method  ever  used  to  make  them  tight  and 
some  of  them  had  to  be  caulked  once  a  week,  this  would  lessen  the 
leakage  temporarily  but  never  made  them  tight. 

These  plugs  had  been  leaking  since  the  engine  was  installed, 
undoubtedly,  and,  as  the  threads  on  them  Avere  being  continually 
weakened  by  the  action  of  this  leakage,  they  would  eventually  be 
the  cause  of  a  serious  accident  if  something  had  not  been  done  to 
rectify  this  trouble. 

It  was  practically  impossible  to  make  them  tight  with  180  pounds 
pressure  on  them  but  when  the  pressure  was  reduced  to  45  pounds 
they  were  made  perfectly  tight  hy  being  fitted  with  caps  bolted  to 
the  cylinder. 

This  cylinder  as  it  is  at  present  operated  is  perfectly  safe  and 
will  give  no  further  trouble.  This  leakage  combined  with  the  heat 
from  the  cylinders  destroyed  the  black  walnut  lagging  with  which 
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the  high  and  intermediate  pressure  cylinders  and  other  parts  of  the 
engine  were  originally  covered  and  this  detracted  yery  much  from 
the  appearance  of  the  engine. 

These  cylinders  have  been  covered  with  magnesia  and  a  lagging 
of  planished  iron  has  been  fitted  to  them.  The  other  parts  of  the  lag¬ 
ging  that  had  been  in  bad  condition  have  been  repaired  with  black 
walnut  and  when  this  part  of  the  engine  is  painted  it  will  look  as 
good  as  new. 

The  crack  on  the  lower  pump  chamber  of  the  Leavitt  engine^ 
which  I  reported  last  year,  has  been  further  reinforced  by  steel  lugs 
bolted  to  the  cylinder  and  connected  by  shrunk  links.  This  was  a 
very  difficult  repair  to  make  but  it  is  a  first  class  job  in  every  respect. 

The  engine  was  started  January  ig.  1916,  and  continued  to 
run  satisfactorily  until  February  10,  1916,  when  a  crack  was  dis¬ 
covered  on  the  separator  on  the  steam  main  to  Leavitt  engine.  This 
separator  was  originally  made  of  cast  iron  and  of  special  and  com¬ 
plicated  design.  Cast  iron  is  not  suitable  for  the  high  pressure  and 
other  conditions  to  which  this  separator  is  subjected  and  besides  cast 
iron  is  forbidden  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  for 
similar  use  on  boilers. 

A  new  separator  is  being  made  of  homogeneous  steel  forgings 
and  steel  boiler  plate  which  is  the  best  construction  possible. 

While  waiting  for  this  separator  to  be  made,'  new  valve  stems 
have  been  fitted  to  the  stems  and  exhaust  valves  on  high  pressure 
cylinder  and  several  other  minor  repairs  have  been  made.  This 
work  is  nearing  completion  at  date  of  this  report. 

We  expect  a  marked  improvement  in  the  smoothness  ot  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  engine  compared  with  what  it  has  been. 

By  rectifying  the  causes  of  the  knocks  which  have  always  been 
so  noticeable  on  this  engine  the  vibration  of  the  flv  wheel  has  been 
considerably  reduced. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  Pumping  Station  this  year  while 
showing  a  marked  increase  over  i)revious  years  has  been  kept  down 
to  a  minimum  for  the  amount  of  work  that  has  been  done.  The 
cost  has  been  very  much  reduced  by  having  all  the  work  done  by  the 
engineers  and  assistants  regularly  employed  at  the  Station,  except  the 
reinforcing  of  the  pump  cylinder,  the  repairs  on  jacket  plugs  and 
some  new  part  that  required  special  machinery  in  their  manufacture. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald,  the  Assistant  Engineer,  who  was  appointed  in 
August  16.  1915,  so  that  the  hours  of  labor  at  the  station  would  con- 
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form  witli  the  State  Labor  Laws,  is  a  valuable  man  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  has  aided  materially  in  the  extensive  repairs  made  this 
year. 

All  the  employees  of  the  Station  have  worked  loyally  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Department,  especially  during  the  long  period 
that  the  W'orthington  engines  had  to  be  operated  when  the  Leavitt 
engine  was  undergoing  repairs  and  they  had  to  work  a  great  amount 
of  overtime. 

The  expense  this  year  for  repairs  is  only  what  should  be  expected 
when  it  is  considered  that  this  engine  has  now  given  in  actual  length 
of  service  the  ordinary  life  of  an  engine  without  any  repairs  or  re¬ 
newals  of  any  importance  until  this  year.  While  this  engine  is 
now  in  first  class  condition  it  must  be  expected  that  together  with 
its  auxiliaries  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  in  the  future  will  be 
more  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  two-inch  galvanized  iron  water  supply  pipe  in  the  Station 
has  been  replaced  by  a  lead  lined  pipe. 

The  dynamo  which  had  been  used  to  light  the  Station  the  latter 
part  of  the  night  and  which  had  outlived  its  usefulness  has  been  re- 
])laced  by  a  3  K.  \\\  (jeneral  Electric  Dynamo. 

The  two  Belpaire  boilers  are  eighteen  years  old.  After  eighteen 
years  of  service  these  boilers,  on  account  of  the  peculiar  design  and 
complicated  construction,  are  liable  to  give  trouble  and  because  of 
their  age  and  of  the  defects  which  have  developed  in  them  recently, 
I  recommended  to  you  on  March  2,  1916,  that  a  new  boiler  be  installed 
as  soon  as  possible. 

A  contract  will  be  made  for  a  complete  installation  of  a  new 
boiler  ready  for  service,  of  335  H.  P.,  capacity,  good  for  working 
pressure  of  200  pounds. 

The  foot  valve  and  suction  pipe  of  No.  i  Worthington  engine 
has  been  re])aired  and  defective  parts  replaced. 

The  Worthington  engines  ])umped  all  the  water  used  by  the 
City  from  N’ovember  8,  1915,  to  January  19,  1916. 

They  were  started  again  February  ii,  1916,  and  were  running 
at  date  of  this  report. 

The  suction  pijje  on  air  pump  of  No.  2  W'orthington  engine  has 
been  renewed. 

Five  metal  lockers  have  been  provided  for  the  employees  to 
re])lace  the  old  wooden  ones  that  were  a  source  of  danger -from  fire. 

'I'he  new  coal  shed  and  trestle  which  have  been  in  use  about  a 
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year  have  been  found  very  suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  intended  and  the  outside  of  the  building  being  in  conformity 
with  the  main  building  has  added  much  to  the  appearance  and  com¬ 
pleteness  of  the  whole  structure. 

The  alterations  that  have  been  made  on  the  track  entering  the 
coal  shed  have  eliminated  the  difficulty  and  danger  that  was  attached 
to  shifting  the  heavy  modern  railroad  cars  over  the  old  track. 

The  new  railroad  scale  that  has  been  in  operation  about  a  year 
has  proven  its  worth  by  checking  the  weight  of  coal  as  received. 

Alichael  J.  Crowley,  an  employee  at  the  Station  for  seventeen 
years,  died  September  i6,  1915.

The  total  length  of  sewer  conduit  constructed  during  the  year 
was  2.174  miles,  making  the  total  mileage  in  the  city  156.826  miles.

LARCHWOOD  PARK  AND  COOLIDGE  HILL  DEVELOP¬

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


January  i,  1916. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Conncil  of  the  City  of  Cambridge,  Mass. 

In  compliance  witli  the  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  75,  Section  it, 
the  Board  of  Health  submits  herewith  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1915. 

In  accordance  with  the  Board’s  recommendation  to  the  Mayor 
in  November,  1915,  the  Diphtheria  Hospital  was  closed  in  July; 
and  since  that  time  all  diphtheria  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
have 'been  sent  to  the  West  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  Homeo¬ 
pathic  Hospital  in  Brighton,  where  the  Board  of  Health  has  been 
sending  scarlet  fever  cases  for  some  years.  The  purchase  of  a  new 
motor  ambulance  made  it  possible  to  get  the  cases  to  the  hospital 
even  more  quickly  than  was  possible,  with  the  old  horse  ambulance, 
within  the  city  limits. 

The  house  at  No.  59  Reservoir  Street  was  taken  and  fitted  for 
the  reception  of  diphtheria  patients  in  1899,  and  (except  a_  few 
months  in  1900,  when  it  was  closed)  has  been  in  continual  use  as 
a  hospital  for  diphtheria  up  to  July  of  this  year.  The  first  patient 
was  admitted  on  December  7,  1899;  the  last  one  on  July  9,  1915; 
during  that  period  there  have  been  admitted  2,134  patients. 

Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  hospital,  the  building  and 
land  were  turned  over  to  the  Mayor,  to  dispose  of  as  he  saw  fit, 
with,  however,  the  recommendation  that  the  building  be  burned. 

This  year,  once  again,  the  department  met  with  a  loss  by  death. 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Leahy,  who  had  given  the  city  nearly  thirteen  years  of 
faithful  and  efficient  service  as  school  physician,  died  on  Decem¬ 
ber  25th.

The  Board  of  Health  Dispensary  for  Tuberculosis  is  at  No.  631 
Massachusetts  Avenue.  The  office  is  to  be  open  daily  from  8  to 
9  A.  M.  Clinics  are  to  be  held  Thursday  evenings  at  7.30,  and 
Tuesday  and  Saturday  mornings  at  10  (the  latter  for  children  es¬ 
pecially).  A  physician  and  nurse  will  be  in  attendance  at  the  clinics. 

The  Dental  Clinic,  located  in  one  of  the  buildings  of  the  Cam- 
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bridge  Hospital  on  Mt.  Auburn  Street,  provides  dental  treatment 
for  the  Cambridge  school  children.  The  Board  desires  to  give  due 
credit  to  several  persons  who  were  actively  interested  in  this  subject.

As  in  the  past  few  years,  the  table  of  death  rates  above  has 
been  computed  from  two  sets  of  statistics.  The  lower  row  of  death 
rates  is  that  obtained  by  including  in  the  number  of  deaths  those  of 
Cambridge  residents  who  died  outside  of  Cambridge  and  excluding 
death  in  the  city  of  non-residents.  The  upper  row  is  obtained  from 
actual  number  of  deaths  in  the  city,  includes  deaths  of  non-residents 
and  excludes  deaths  of  Cambridge  citizens  when  they  did  not  occur 
in  the  city. 

The  figures  given  for  the  population  are  estimated  by  the  method 
adopted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  given  as  Method  V  on  page 
9  of  Bulletin  No.  108,  by  using  the  figures  of  the  Massachusetts  cen¬ 
sus  of  1915  and  the  United  States  census  of  1910.

In  this  table  the  first  column  of  figures  is  derived  from  the  total 
number  of  deaths  in  the  city,  the  second  by  excluding  non-residents 
and  including  residents  of  Cambridge,  who  died  outside  the  city. 

Table  A  gives  the  causes  of  death  by  ages  in  accordance  with  the 
International  Classification  of  Causes  of  Death,  of  those  persons  only 
who  died  in  Cambridge,  and  includes  non-residents. 

Table  B  gives  the  number  of  cases  reported,  the  morbidity  per 
ijCXX)  living,  the  death  rate  per  1,000  living,  including  residents  who 
died  outside  of  Cambridge,  and  the  death  rate  per  100  cases  reported 
of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  typhoid  fever  for  the  years 
1906  to  1915  inclusive.  If  the  death  rate  per  1,000  living,  computed 
from  deaths  in  the  city  only,  varies  from  that  given  in  the  table,  the 
fact  is  stated  in  a  footnote.

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DISEASES  DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

'J'lic  total  number  of  reportable  disease  shows  an  increase  of 
464  over  last  year.  Most  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  larger  number 
of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles  cases  over  the  number  of 
these  diseases  reported  in  1914.  There  are  also  several  diseases 
which  were  not  reix)rtable  previous  to  this  year. 

Table  B  gives  the  number  of  cases  reported  and  the  death  rates 
for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  measles,  corrected  according  to 
the  figures  given  by  the  latest  census.  The  footnote  shows  the 
actual  death  rate  for  these  diseases,  that  is  considering  the  deaths  in 
Cambridge  including  non-residents  and  excluding  those  dying  outside 
(jf  Cambridge  although  their  homes  were  here. 

Table  D  gives  the  cases  of  diseases  as  reported  each  week. 

Table  E  gives  the  cases  as  reported  by  wards  each  month. 

Table  F  gives  the  cases  according  to  age  and  sex  distribution. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  cases  for  1915  was  358,  an  increase  of  125 

cases  over  last  year.  The  disease  seemed  to  be  of  a  more  malignant 

type  and  consequently  the  death  rate  was  considerably  higher  than 
usual. 

206  or  57.5  per  cent,  of  the  358  cases  went  to  the  hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

We  had  47  more  cases  of  scarlet  fever  this  year  than  last,  a 
total  of  379.  There  was  no  serious  outbreak  although  the  number 
reported  did  not  begin  to  fall  off  until  August. 

199  or  52.5  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  the  hosi^ital. 

MEASLES. 

Up  to  July  we  had  a  large  number  of  cases  of  measles  with  the 
peak  of  the  wave  in  April  and  May  as  seems  to  be  usual.  The  total 
for  the  year  was  871,  168  more  than  in  1914. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

We  always  have  been  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  we  never  have 
had  much  typhoid  fever.  This  year,  however,  establishes  a  new 
record.  '  There  were  but  35  cases,  15  less  than  the  lowest  number  in 
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any  previous  year  since  the  record,  started  in  1879,  has  been  kept. 
Not  only  was  the  number  of  cases  lower,  but  also  the  death  rate 
per  thousand  living,  and  the  case  death  rate. 

These  35  cases  were  quite  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
year.  14  or  40  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  sent  to  the  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty-three  more  cases  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  were  re¬ 
ported  this  year  than  last.  There  were  333  of  which  292  were  pul¬ 
monary  and  41  of  some  other  type.  This  means  39  more  cases  of 
lung  tuberculosis  reported  this  year  than  in  1914,  but  16  fewer  cases 
of  the  other  forms. 

Of  the  71  deaths  in  the  city  from  the  disease,  of  persons  who 
did  not  live  here,  all  were  in  hospitals  and  all  were  pulmonary.  The 
fact  that  we  have  large  accommodation  for  tuberculosis  cases  in  the 
city,  to  which  many  non-residents  are  sent,  accounts  for  our  high 
death  rate  from  tuberculosis  and  tends  to  prevent  a  favorable  com¬ 
parison  with  other  cities.

German  Mea.sles  was  declared  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  to  be  a 
reportable  disease  on  .Time  1,  1014;  and  Snpix'rative  Conjunctivitis,  Septic  Sore 
Throat,  Malaria,  Dojr-bite  (reijuiring  anti-rabic  treatment),  Dysentery  Oimebic 
and'  bacillary),  and  Mumps,  on  September  22,  1914, 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  following  report  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  Is  hereby 
respectfully  submitted : 

The  tables  submitted  below  show  in  detail  the  number  and  sort 
of  examinations  made  during  the  year  1915.  The  table  with  the 
beading  “other  examinations'’  covers  the  examinations  for  malaria, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  pus,  etc.  The  total  number  of  examinations 
is  618  more  than  in  the  year  preceding.  The  large  increase  in  the 
laboratory  work  came  in  the  examinations  of  throat  cultures.  657 
more  throat  cultures  were  examined  in  1915  than  in  1914.  There 
were  reported  to  the  Board  during  the  year  358  cases  of  diphtheria, 
125  more  than  last  year,  and  of  that  number,  251  or  70  per  cent, 
were  confirmed  by  positive  cultures  in  this  laboratory.  Last  year  the 
percentage  of  positive  findings  was  even  greater,  due  to  the  fact 
probably  that  daily  cultures  were  taken  at  the  diphtheria  hospital 
in  all  clinical  cases  of  diphtheria  which  at  the  first  examination  gave 
a  negative  diagnosis.  The  diphtheria  hospital  was  discontinued  in 
July. 

There  was  still  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  “no  growths” ;  1 1 
during  the  year  against  13  in  1914  and  43  in  1913.  Without  a  doubt 
the  physicians  in  the  city  are  exercising  more  care  than  formerly  in 
selecting  culture  media  which  are  not  too  dry  to  obtain  a  growth  on 
incubation. 

The  number  of  casese  of  typhoid  fever  reported  during  the  year 
was  35 — this  was  16  less  than  1914.  Of  these  35,  10  or  about 
30  per  cent,  gave  a  positive  widal  test.  Again,  there  is  still  a  tend¬ 
ency  to  send  in  blood  for  widal  reaction  too  early  in  the  disease. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  examinations  for  tubercle 
bacilli;  801  against  792  in  1914. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  was  3092.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Milk  and  Vinegar  for  the  year  1915. 

The  number  of  samples  collected  and  examined  was  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

The  total  number  of  samples  examined  last  year  was  almost 
four  hundred  more  than  the  year  preceding,  the  increase  being 
chiefly  in  the  number  of  samples  taken  from  stores. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  store  milk  for  the  purpose  of  de¬ 
termining  the  value  of  the  bottle  regulation  put  into  operation  in 
1914.  Store  milk  last  year  averaged  3.64  per  cent,  fat,  and  the  year 
preceding  3.37  per  cent,  fat,  which  shows  very  clearly  what  the 
bottle  regulation  has  accomplished  for  this  milk. 

The  average  percentage  of  fat  and  solids  in  wagon  milk  last 
year  was  practically  the  same  as  the  year  preceding:  fat  content, 
3.64  per  cent.;  solids,  12.43  per  cent. 

There  was  a  larger  number  of  licenses  issued  this  year,  both 
to  dealers  and  stores — 81  dealers  applying  and  600  storekeepers. 
One  dealer  was  refused  a  license  until  an  adequate  sterilizing  and 
washing  equipment  was  installed ;  and  likewise,  one  cow  permit 
was  refused  because  the  milk  Avas  put  up  in  a  cellar  within  a  few 
feet  of  a  water-closet. 

Our  notice  stating  that  all  licenses  expire  June  ist,  and  that 
applications  for  new  ones  must  be  taken  out  at  once,  was  met  with 
a  better  response  this  year  than  previously,  possibly  due  to  the 
Department’s  notice  of  last  year  that  delinquency  in  this  matter 
would  be  dealt  with  more  harshly  in  the  future. 

‘Approximately  8,000  gallons  of  milk  are  consumed  in  Cam- 
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bridge  each  day,  and  little  more  than  half  the  supply  is  hauled  from 
without  the  State  by  17  dealers — the  remaining  64  dealers  handling 
in-State  milk  entirely. 

Sixty-four  per  cent,  of  the  total  supply  is  pasteurized  by  19 
dealers,  the  remaining  62  dealers  who  do  not  pasteurize  handling 
only  36  per  cent.  While  the  total  number  of  dealers  pasteurizing 
appears  small  as  compared  with  the  number  not  pasteurizing,  yet 
it  is  much  larger  than  it  was  two  years  ago,  as  a  number  of  the 
smaller  dealers  have  since  that  time  installed  pasteurizing  plants. 
Despite  this  disparity  in  the  number  of  dealers  actually  engaged  in 
protecting  their  supply,  it  is  gratifying  to  realize  that  almost  two 
thirds  of  the  milk  now  consumed  in  the  city  is  pasteurized,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  remaining  62  dealers  will  soon  fall  in  line 
and  accept  the  responsibility  of  safeguarding  their  product  in  a 
manner  similar  to  their  more  progressive  competitors. 

The  Department  has  co-operated  with  all  dealers  seeking  ad¬ 
vice  as  to  the  proper  and  best  methods  of  pasteurizing,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  most  dealers  recently  installing  outfits  have 
adopted  the  holding  method  with  compartments  not  too  large  to 
insure  heating  all  the  milk  evenly. 

The  majority  of  the  complaints  brought  to  court  during  the 
year  was  for  selling  milk  below  the  standard,  and  in  all  cases  the 
defendants  were  found  guilty  and  fined,  except  one  in  which  the 
court  found  that  the  milk  was  not  for  sale,  despite  the  fact  that  it 
was  exposed  and  standing  alongside  of  that  which  was  for  sale. 

A  growing  opinion  seems  to  prevail,  among  those  who  have  to 
do  with  the  subject  of  milk  inspection,  that  prosecution  accom¬ 
plishes  little  for  the  public  in  the  way  of  insuring  a  clean  and  rich 
milk,  but  that  education  of  the  dairyman  and  co-operation  with  the 
dealers  produce  a  supply  which  meets  much  more  closely  the 
standards  and  requirements  of  the  law. 

Unfortunately  the  milk  legislation  of  the  past  few  years,  and 
particularly  Act  744  of  1914,  has  done  little  to  correct  conditions 
influencing  the  supply  of  a  city  the  size  of  Cambridge. 

The  Act  above  mentioned  calls  for  the  issuance  of  a  permit, 
dependent  upon  the  inspection  of  the  premises  by  the  local  De¬ 
partment,  to  all  dairymen,  no  matter  where  their  residence,  whose 
milk  reaches  Cambridge  through  one  channel  or  another.  The 
impracticability  of  such  an  Act  is  realized  when  it  is  stated  that 
one  dealer  alone  sends  to  this  Department  the  names  of  over  three 
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thousand  dairymen,  scattered  all  over  New  England  and  New 
York.  The  same  dealer  is  obliged  to  send  lists  to  one  or  more 
cities  adjoining  Cambridge,  because  he  has  no  way  of  knowing  to 
which  city  the  milk  of  the  individual  dairyman  goes,  and  these 
municipalities  are  likewise  called  upon  to  inspect  all  the  dairies 
mentioned -on  the  list — hence  the  endeavor  at  the  present  moment 
to  remove  this  Statute  from  the  books  and  substitute  an  Act  which 
still  provides  for  an  inspection  of  dairies,  but  prevents  the  dupli¬ 
cation  of  work  now  going  on,  by  placing  the  responsibility  for  the 
work  upon  some  central  authority.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Milk  Inspection  Association,  where  almost  one  hun¬ 
dred  were  present,  but  ten  inspectors  stated  that  their  cities  or 
towns  were  attempting  to  live  up  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act 
as  it  now  stands,  and  the  reason  for  the  others  not  complying  was, 
in  most  instances,  the  great  expense  entailed,  and  the  apparent 
waste  of  money  and  effort. 

One  hundred  thirty  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  visible 
dirt,  about  one  third  of  which  revealed  a  sediment  of  considerable 
(juantity.  This  is,  however,  a  better  showing  than  in  previous 
years,  and  indication  in  some  measure  the  co-operation  of  the  deal¬ 
ers  in  assisting  the  office  in  its  campaign  for  the  small-mouth  milk- 
])ail.  At  a  local  dairy  where  the  counts  were  running  high,  the 
Department  insisted  upon  the  use  of  a  smaller  mouthed  milk-pail, 
and  to  prove  to  the  dairymen  its  value,  the  collector  took  samples 
on  the  same  day  from  milk  collected  in  an  open  milk-pail,  and  from 
milk  collected  in  a  new  pail.  The  counts  showed  a  difference  of 
over  40,000  in  favor  of  the  new  pail.  AVithout  further  delay,  the 
owner  immediately  installed  other  apparatus  suggested  by  the 
office,  and  is  today  co-operating  in  every  way  j^ossible.  For  such 
demonstration,  dealers  should  make  use  of  the  laboratory,  and  thus 
help  to  remove  at  its  source  contamination  which  is  productive  of 
disease. 

The  usual  number  of  complaints  was  investigated  by  the  office, 
including  dirty  stores,  restaurants  and  ice  cream  parlors,  foreign 
bodies  in  milk,  foul  odors  to  milk  and  dirty  bottles.  Citizens  would 
assist  the  work  of  the  office  by  reporting  the  names  and  addresses 
of  places  where  milk  against  which  they  have  a  complaint  has  been 
j)urchased  rather  than  by  sending  the  sample  to  the  laboratory. 
Such  samples  have  usually  been  opened  before  reaching  the  labora¬ 
tory,  or  at  least,  have  passed  through  several  hands  since  delivery 
by  the  milkman  or  storekeeper,  and  as  such,  would  not  have  the 
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same  standing  in  court  as  a  sample  seized  by  the  collector  of  the 
Department  in  strict  accordance  with  the  law. 

At  the  Milk  Show  held  at  the  close  of  the  year  at  Horticultural 
Hall,  the  Department  entered  for  Cambridge  twelve  samples  seized 
from  as  many  different  dealers.  The  Cambridge  samples  averaged 
8o  per  cent.,  and  the  four  following  dealers  received  blue  ribbons 
from  the  Agricultural  Station  at  Amherst,  Mass. :

Many  Boards  of  Health  offered  individual  prizes  to  the  dealer 
exhibiting  the  best  samples  from  their  respective  cities.  This  is  a 
practice  which  this  Department  feels  our  own  Board  might  well 
follow  in  the  future,  as  it  is  productive  of  that  sort  of  competition 
which  raises  the  standard  of  our  entire  supply.  Likewise,  because 
of  the  obvious  benefits  from  association  with  the  leading  men  of 
this  country  interested  in  the  milk  problem,  I  recommend  that  this 
Department  be  represented  by  membership  in  the  International 
Milk  Inspectors’  Association,  and  that  some  member  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  attend  its  yearly  convention. 

BACTERIOLiOqY. 

Six  hundred  seventy  samples  were  seized  and  examined 
for  bacteria.  Approximately  8o  per  cent,  of  the  supply  shows  a 
count  of  less  than  500,000,  but  no  more  than  50  per  cent,  less  than 
100,000  bacteria  to  the  cubic  centimeter.  By  far  a  greater  number 
of  dealers  should  be  selling  a  milk  containing  less  than  100,000,  de¬ 
spite  the  regulation  which  allows  not  more  than  500,000,  and  this 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  pasteurization  is  being  prac¬ 
ticed  on  such  a  large  scale.  This  is  greatly  due  to  lack  of  suffi¬ 
cient  icing  after  the  milk  is  put  up  for  delivery.  Pasteurization  is 
of  little  use  in  reducing  counts  if  the  milk  is  not  properly  iced  on 
the  teams.  This  neglect  is  to  be  attributed  to  carelessness  rather 
than  lack  of  intelligence,  and  will  in  the  future  be  dealt  with  dras¬ 
tically.  Unfortunately  there  exists  no  statute  which  prohibits  the 
sale  of  milk  with  high  counts,  but  the  license  of  these  dealers  may 
be  revoked,  and  such  practice  for  the  future,  I  recommend,  despite 
its  seeming  harshness. 

But  four  samples  were  found  during  the  year  to  contain  pus 
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and  streptococci,  the  presence  of  which  in  milk  indicates  usually  a 
gargety  condition  in  one  or  more  cows.  From  such  contamination 
there  may  arise  many  cases  of  sickness,  the  number  depending 
greatly  upon  the  virulence  of  the  streptococci  .  In  all  the  cases  the 
dealers  co-operated  with  the  Department  and  assisted  greatly  in 
ferreting  out  the  cow  or  cows  infecting  the  supply.

It  is  only  fair  to  mention,  however,  that  the  names  of  many 
other  dealers  might  have  appeared  in  this  list  if  it  had  not  been  for 
a  single  high  count,  which  brought  their  average  above  100,000. 
The  public  should  avail  themselves  on  a  large  scale  of  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  consulting  the  records  of  this  office,  and  phy¬ 
sicians  in  particular,  as  in  this  way  accurate  information  may  be 
had  as  to  where,  and  from  whom,  good  milk  can  be  purchased — 
otherwise  the  newspaper  advertisements  must  constitute  the  source 
of  the  public’s  information,  and  much  of  this  is  misleading.  To 
counteract  the  influence  of  such  advertising,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  Department  publish  in  the  local  papers  monthly  a  report 
of  the  findings  of  this  laboratory. 

VINEGAR. 

A  larger  amount  of  work  was  done  this  year  on  vinegar;  60 
samples  were  collected  and  examined.  No  violations  of  the  law 
were  discovered,  all  the  samples  containing  a  larger  amount  of 
acids  and  solids  than  required  by  the  statute. 

BUTTER  AND  OLEOMARGARINE. 

Fourteen  dealers  applied  for  oleomargarine  licenses — an  in¬ 
crease  of  five  over  the  number  of  last  year.  Apparently  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  oleomargarine  is  on  the  increase,  and  wisely  so,  as  it 
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has  long  been  recognized  that  in  point  of  digestibility,  it  is  the 
equal  of  butter,  and  much  greater  in  nutritional  value  than  poor 
butter.  The  cheapness,  it  would  seem,  should  make  it  appeal  to  a 
larger  number  as  a  valuable  substitute  for  butter. 

One  hundred  fifty-six  samples  of  butter  were  tested,  and 
none  found  to  be  other  than  as  represented.  There  is  a  large 
amount  of  renovated  butter  served  in  restaurants — a  fact  which 
customers  are  usually  ignorant  of,  as  the  law  requires  no  placard¬ 
ing  informing  them  of  this  fact. 

ICE  CRiEAiM. 

Thirty  samples  of  ice  cream  were  examined  for  their  fat  con¬ 
tent.  All  were  found  to  contain  the  required  seven  per  cent,  of  fat. 

MODIFIED  MILK. 

Two  more  stations  than  the  year  previous,  making  seven  in  all 
were  opened  for  the  distribution  of  modified  milk.  A  publicity 
campaign  on  a  moderate  scale  was  started  in  the  late  spring  with 
the  idea  in  view  of  interesting  more  people  in  this  work,  and  as  an 
added  inducement,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  organize  weekly 
clinics  at  the  various  stations  where  the  mothers  might  bring  their 
babies  for  examination  and  advice.  This  is  the  first  summer  that 
infants  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  medical  men,  who  have 
determined  absolutely  what  modifications  should  be  dispensed. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  added  efforts  put  into  the  work 
have  been  very  gratifying.  There  was  almost  a  50  per  cent,  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  babies  reached  this  year  as  against  the 
year  preceding.

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  feedings  sent  out 
and  in  the  number  of  babies  reached  as  shown  by  the  figures  in  the 
last  column,  and  this,  despite  the  fact  the  stations  were  run  a 
fewer  number  of  days,  indicates  the  demand  there  is  for  this  kind 
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of  work,  and  how  the  public  responds  to  the  stimulus  of  a  little 
cain])aig’ning.  Jt  might  be  mentioned  that  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  stations  rather  abruptly  and  earlier  than  usual  on  account  of 
no  further  available  funds,  and  this  at  a  time  when  all  stations  were 
running  to  full  capacity.  Consequently,  all  the  infants  receiving 
feedings  at  that  time  were  shut  ofif  from  their  proper  form  of 
nourishment,  and  the  mother  left  without  any  further  instruction, 
to  obtain  for  the  children,  whatever  they  deemed  advisable. 

ddie  occurrence  of  such  an  unfortunate  situation  at  the  end  of 
ench  summer  has  led  me  to  suggest  a  totally  different  plan  of  or¬ 
ganization,  which  will  provide  for  the  care  of  the  infant  in  a  much 
more  intelligent  manner. 

Despite  the  remarkable  showing  of  last  summer,  as  a  result  of 
increased  effort  put  into  the  work,  yet  for  only  82  of  the  365  days 
of  the  year,  a  very  limited  number  of  babies,  when  you  realize  that 
over  2,500  are  born  in  Cambridge  every  year,  actually  partook  of 
the  benefits  of  this  work. 

In  the  light  of  the  foregoing,  and  since  the  Department  directs 
its  efforts  merely  to  the  matter  of  supplying  a' clean  and  properly 
modified  food  to  the  infant,  it  would  seem  that  two  nurses  eni- 
])loyed  by  the  Board  on  full  time  could  accomplish,  through 
methods  of  instruction,  the  same  work  on  a  much  larger  scale,  and 
with  more  lasting  results.  Such  an  organization  without  any 
greater  expenditure  of  money,  and  depending  for  its  success  upon  a 
system  of  instruction  to  mothers  in  the  subject  of  Child  Hygiene, 
would  enable  the  Department  to  reach  all  the  new-born  of  the  city, 
and  to  provide  for  their  care  during  the  whole  year. 

This  method  of  dealing  with  the  subject  of  baby  welfare,  T 
most  heartily  recommend  for  adoption,  and  trust  that  the  Board 
will  see  fit  to  ]^ut  it  into  operation  during  the  forthcoming  year.

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DIPHTHERIA  HOSPITAL. 


The  undersigned  herewith  submits  the  report  of  the  Diphtheria 
Hospital  from  January  i,  1915,  to  August  i,  1915. 

On  January  i,  1915,  there  remained  in  the  hospital  from  the 
])reccding  year  fourteen  patients,  nine  females  and  five  males. 

During  the  period  of  time  the  hospital  was  open  from  January 
I,  to  August  I,  1915,  one  hundred  thirty-two  patients  were  ad¬ 
mitted  ;  sixty-three  females,  sixty-nine  males.  The  ages  of  these 
cases  were  as  follows :

Cultures  from  the  total  number  of  cases  gave  the  following 
results :  one  hundred  seventeen  showed  the  presence  of  the  diph¬ 
theria  bacillus ;  fifteen  cases  proved  negative.  Of  the  latter,  seven 
were  laryngeal  types  of  the  infection,  and  the  remaining  eight  were, 
clinically,  well  marked  cases  of  diphtheria. 

During  the  above  period  one  case  of  measles  was  found  in  the 
ward,  and  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  developed.  The  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  were,  as  soon  as  discovered,  removed  to  the  Home¬ 
opathic  Hospital  in  Brighton. 

One  operation  was  performed  for  septic  glands  of  the  neck. 
This  patient  died  later.  There  were  thirty-two  laryngeal  cases  ad¬ 
mitted,  necessitating  thirteen  intubations,  five  of  which  resulted  in 
death.  The  remaining  eight  cases  made  satisfactory  recoveries. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  15;  mortality  10.27  per  cent. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  for  all  cases  was  19.9  days.  The 
longest  period  of  stay  of  any  one  case  was  fifty-five  days;  shortest, 
one  hour.

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The  above  report  marks  the  final  page  in  the  history  of  this 
institution.  During  a  period  of  sixteen  years,  since  1899,  when  the 
building  was  purchased  by  the  City  Government,  and  converted 
into  a  hospital  for  the  care  of  diphtheria,  it  has  served  its  purpose 
satisfactorily.  However,  time  has  begun  to  show  its  affect  on  the 
old  structure,  and  extensive  repairs  would  be  necessary  in  order 
to  put  the  building  in  proper  condition  for  further  service.  There¬ 
fore,  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  to  close  the  hospital,  and  re¬ 
move  all  cases  of  diphtheria  to  the  Homeopathic  Hospital  in 
Brighton,  where  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  care  of  the 
patients  at  a  greatly  reduced  expense.

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TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITAL.

1  respectfully  submit  the  following’  report  of  the  work  done  at 
the  Cambridge  Ihiberculosis  Hospital  during  the  year  1915. 

On  January  i,  1915,  there  remained  in  the  hospital  from  the 
previous  year  64  cases.  During  the  present  year  we  admitted  165 
new  cases  and  readmitted  41  cases,  making  a  total  of  270  cases 
treated  during  the  year. 


RESIDENTS. 

Of  the  64  cases  remaining  from  1914,  i  was  admitted  in  1909, 
1  in  1910,  4  in  1911,  13  in  1913,  45  in  1914. 

1909.  One;  patient  moderately  advanced  with  positive  sputa, 
remaining  in  hospital  most  of  the  time. 

1910.  One;  patient  showed  no  marked  improvement,  with, 
positive  sputa;  continually  at  hospital. 

1911.  Four:  two  moderately  advanced  cases  with  positive 
s])uta;  two  advanced.  All  showed  a  slight  improvement. 

1913.  Thirteen ;  all  except  one,  advanced  cases  with  ix)sitive 
sputa.  Of  these  seven  died ;  two  were  discharged  improved ;  four 
are  still  resident. 

1914.  Forty-five  cases;  five  were  incipient  cases.  Three  are 
resident  still  showing  marked  improvement.  The  other  two  were 
arrested,  and  were  discharged  for  light  work. 

Four  moderately  advanced  cases ;  three  stayed  about  three 
months  and  returned  home  much  improved.  One  was  transferred 
to  Rutland. 

Thirty-six;  advanced  cases.  Ten  were  fairly  elderly  patients, 
showing  a  gradual  loss  of  strength.  Fourteen  left  to  go  to  their 
homes ;  one  died  ten  days  after  leaving.  Twelve  cases  after  re¬ 
maining  various  periods  of  time  failed  to  improve. 


RF  ADMISSIONS.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE. 

The  school  nurse  respectfully  submits  her  report  for  the  year 
January  ist-December  31st,  1915. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  work  has  been  carried  on  directly 
under  the  Board  of  Health,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  School 
Department.  It  is  with  pleasure  we  note  the  increasing  correlation 
of  said  departments. 

On  September  8th  a  third  nurse  was  added  to  the  regular  staff, 
while  during  the  entire  school  year  the  Agassiz  Parents’  Associa¬ 
tion,  in  conjunction  with  the  Cambridge  Visiting  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion,  furnished  a  nurse  to  work  in  specified  schools  in  order  to 
provide  regular  nursing  service.  No  record  of  said  nurse’s  work  is 
made  in  the  adjoining  report. 

All  cases  requiring  a  diagnosis  were  held  for  the  physicians 
and  on  their  recommendation,  suspicious  cases,  and  all  children 
suffering  from  contagious  parasitic  disease  were  excluded,  to  be 
later  followed  to  their  homes  by  the  nurses.  The  value  of  the  work 
from  the  home  end  cannot  be  overestimated,  for,  only  by  main¬ 
taining  the  legal  right  of  parent  to  child,  and  the  full  co-operation 
of  home  and  school  can  permanent  results  be  attained. 

Along  the  line  of  preventive  medicine  a  great  and  far-reaching 
work  is  being  done  by  the  School  Department  in  providing  each 
year  more  adequate  accommodations  for  the  children  suffering 
from  malnutrition.  Eighty-six  pupils  are  now  registered  in  the 
Open-Air  Schools.  In  these  schools  the  curriculum  is  adapted  to 
the  special  needs  of  the  children,  and,  coupled  with  home  super¬ 
vision  by  the  nurses,  the  results  fully  justify  the  extra  expenditure 
of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Of  necessity,  many  children  whose  parents  cannot  take  them  for 
treatment  are  taken  by  the  nurses,  either  to  private  physicians,  or 
clinics,  according  to  the  social  status  of  the  family  and  desire  of  the 
legal  guardians.  Two  hundred  sixty-nine  such  visits  were  made  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Each  year  the  field  of  labor  broadens,  and  many  and  varied  are 
the  duties  of  the  school  nurse  whose  work  is  largely  educational 
both  in  school,  and  home,  and  based  upon  a  two-fold  foundation, 
the  prevention  of  contagion  and  disease,  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  child’s  school  life.  To  further  this  end,  by  request, 
talks  have  been  given  to  various  mothers’  clubs  attached  to  the  kinder- 
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gartens,  while  elementary  hygiene  has  been  taught  to  the  girls  of 
the  Trade  School. 

It  is  to  l>e  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  another  nurse  may  be 
added,  for,  even  now,  the  great  held  of  school  nursing  is  but  im¬ 
perfectly  covered. 

Thanks  are  tendered  to  the  members  of  the  School  Department, 
principals  and  teachers  and  to  the  School  Inspectors  for  their  un¬ 
failing  courtesy,  and  also  to  the  public  and  private  agencies  of  the 
city  for  their  ever-ready  response  to  the  call  for  aid  in  behalf  of  the 
children  of  Cambridge.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS

Dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  Janu¬ 
ary  I,  1916,  for  the  department  of  “Inspector  of  Animals.” 

This  department  includes  care  of  all  animals  in  health  and 
disease.  In  November  of  the  past  year.  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease, 
affecting  the  mouth,  feet,  and  udder  of  cattle  and  other  domesti¬ 
cated  animals,  broke  out  in  Michigan;  it  quickly  found  its  way  to 
the  Chicago  Stock  Yards,  then  to  the  Buffalo  Market  and  finally 
to  the  Brighton  Stock  Yards  where  cattle  were  sold  and  distrib¬ 
uted  all  over  the  State  for  dairy  purposes. 

In  a  matter  of  a  short  while  outbreaks  occurred  in  65  towns 
and  cities  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  economically  impossible  to 
treat  this  disease,  although  the  mortality  is  low — 3  per  cent,  in  mild 
cases  to  40  per  cent,  in  malignant  ones. 

The  tremendous  ravages  of  the  disease  are  seen  in  the  num¬ 
ber  and  variety  of  species  attacked.  While  it  may  be  regarded  as 
essentially  a  disease  of  cattle  almost  in  the  same  grade  of  recep¬ 
tivity  come  sheep  and  goats.  Horses,  dogs,  cats,  and  even  poultry 
have  been  victims  of  the  infection,  the  last  three  classes  being 
particularly  dangerous  as  carriers  of  the  contagion. 

Man  himself  is  not  immune,  and  the  frequency  of  his  infection 
by  coming  in  contact  with  the  diseased  animals  themselves  is  es¬ 
tablished  by  numerous  observations.  Children  suffer  as  a  result 
of  drinking  the  unboiled  milk  from  infected  cattle.  In  such  cases 
the  symptoms  resemble  those  observed  in  animals.  There  is  fever, 
a  tonsilitis  followed  by  an  eruption  of  blisters  in  the  mouth,  and 
on  the  cheeks,  and  very  rarely  by  similar  ones  on  the  fingers. 
The  disease  is  very  seldom  fatal  and  chiefly  restricted  to  children 
and  to  those  adults  who  handle  the  sick  animals  or  drink  the  un¬ 
boiled  milk. 
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Veterinarians  regard  the  human  affection  as  by  no  means  un¬ 
common  in  communities  where  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  prevails. 

In  this  city  immediately  upon  receiving  word  from  the  State 
authorities,  the  cows  of  the  entire  city  were  inspected  and  stringent 
methods  adopted  as  far  as  possible  to  prevent  the  disease  from 
coming  into  the  city. 

Weekly  inspections  were  made  by  myself,  assisted  by  Inspec¬ 
tor  of  Provisions  Johnson.  A  system  of  education  was  started 
among  the  ‘owners  as  regards  symptoms  and  appearances  of  the 
disease  and  insisting  on  thorough  cleanliness  and  disinfection  of 
premises,  which,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  has  been  carried  out  persist¬ 
ently.  ,  ’  I  ’  ^ 

The  quarantine  on  Middlesex  County  was  lifted  on  June  21, 

1915- 


25  cow  barns  visited  weekly  for  a  period  of  24  weeks,  from  Jan.  1 

to  June  21 .  600  visits 

3  visits  were  made  by  U.  S.  Federal  Inspectors  during  this  period. 

I  attended  them  on  their  inspection .  75  “ 


Although  every  city  and  town  bordering  Cambridge  had  cases 
of  this  disease,  not  one  was  discovered  here. 

During  the  past  year  29  cows  were  examined  by  me,  and 
samples  of  milk  taken  which  were  later  examined  by  Dr.  Noonan 
of  the  Board  of  Health.  'Three  of  these  cases  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  streptacoci,  and  use  of  milk  from  these  was  discon¬ 
tinued.  Twenty-nine  visits. 

Glanders. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  glanders  were  reported  and  15  found 
to  be  affected  with  the  disease.

Rabies. 

On  June  27th  I  was  called  to  see  a  dog  acting  strangely  on 
Larch  Road,  and  found  him  suffering  from  Dumb  Rabies.  The 
only  history  of  the  case  was  that  he  had  a  mixup  with  two  cats  in 
the  rear  of  Fresh  Pond  Driveway  two  days  before.  I  hunted  for 
three  days  for  the  owner  of  the  cats,  knowing  if  they  had  been 
bitten  by  the  dog  they  would  develop  Rabies. 

About  a  week  after  a  prominent  Cambridge  attorney,  having 
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heard  of  my  inquiries,  told  me  he  owned  two  cats  and  had  taken 
them  to  his  summer  residence  on  the  Cape. 

On  my  advice  he  destroyed  both  animals  before  they  had  a 
chance  to  do  any  damage.  About  this  time  the  Board  of  Health 
received  a  communication  from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in 
the  State  House  that  a  Cambridge  dog  belonging  on  Copley  Road 
had  died  of  Rabies  in  a  Boston  Veterinary  Hospital. 

I  started  an  investigation  and  found  five  people  that  had  been 
bitten  or  scratched  by  this  dog.  They  wore  advised,  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  to  take  the  Pasteur  Treatment.  I  also  found  that  this 
dog  had  fought  with  two  collies  and  one  bulldog  in  the  past  few 
(lays.  I  found  the  bulldog  and  quarantined  him,  but  there  were 
eight  collies  in  the  neighborhood  and  I  quarantined  them  all. 

About  this  time  a  large  number  of  dog  bites  were  being  re- 
])orted  daily  at  the  Board  of  Health  and  Police  Stations.  I  finally 
communicated  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  State  House, 
Boston,  and  they  decided  to  quarantine  all  dogs  in  their  own  prem¬ 
ises  for  a  period  of  ninety  days.  During  the  following  week  a  case 
was  reported  on  Avon  Street.  A  child  of  a  prominent  attorney 
had  ])een  bitten.  Investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  the  dog 
had  been  shipped  to  IMaine  for  the  summer.  The  dOg  was  brought 
back  and  placed  in  a  Boston  hospital  for  six  weeks  under  observa¬ 
tion. 

Thirty-one  people  were  bitten  by  dogs  and  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health.  These  cases  were  all  investigated  and  placed 
under  observation.

Water  Department,  a  horse  belonging  to  a  Waverly  milkman 
fell  into  hole.  I  investigated  case  for  City  Solicitor,  also 
made  4  visits  to  horse  in  Waverly 
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City  Home 

Superintendent  of  Streets  notified  me  that  he  had  received  a 
communication  from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  the  State 
House  threatening  the  quarantine  of  all  premises,  including  swill- 
sheds,  yards,  and  everything  adjacent  to  the  hog-pen  where  39 
hogs  were  kept  by  the  City  Home.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
hog  cholera,  a  contagious  disease,  had  been  found  among  the  hogs, 
and  had  l)een  disseminated  through  adjacent  towns  by  farmers 
carrying  swill  from  the  yards. 

This  meant  the  removal  of  the  swill-yards  to  Raymond  Street 
yard,  and  a  big  expense  to  the  city.  I  made  an  appointment  with 
the  State  Veterinary,  and  discussed  the  matter  with  him.  He  very 
kindly  let  the  matter  drop,  on  promise  of  thorough  disinfection  of 
all  premises,  and  furthermore  gave  permission  to  slaughter  the 
39  which  was  done  under  my  inspection;  time  taken, 

a  day  and  a  half.  No  more  hogs  are  to  be  kept  on  the  premises. 

Fire  Alarms  ■  ,  '  '  ' 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals  to  answer  all  second 
alarms,  to  look  after  the  care  and  welfare  of  horses.  All  have 
been  covered  by  me,  spending  two  whole  nights, — Glue  factory  fire 
and  Clark  Bros.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
BRIDGE  CHARITABLE  FUND. 


The  following  is  the  thirty-eighth  annual  report  relative  to  this 
fund,  as  prepared  by  the  City  Treasurer: 

Founded  by  the  late  Levi  Bridge  of  Cambridge,  in  his  lifetime,  by  a  deed 
of  trust  dated  August  12,  1875,  and  upon  his  death  (April  15,  1876),  the. 
amount  of  said  fund  came  into  the  hands  of  the  city.  In  October,  1877,  Mr. 
Samuel  F.  Bridge,  a  relative  of  the  founder,  gave  a  sum  sufficient  to  double 
the  amount.  When  the  fund  reached  two  thousand  dollars,  one-third  of  the 
income  was  to  be  added  to  the  principal  and  two-thirds  of  the  income  was  to 
be  paid  over  annually  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  be  expended  for  the  de¬ 
serving  poor  of  Cambridge.  The  trustees  consist  of  the  Mayor,  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  President  of  the  Common  Clouncil. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  custodian  of  the  fund.

Two-thirds  of  the  income,  amounting  to  $70.42,  was  paid  to  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  the  balance  $35.20,  was  added  to  the 
principal,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2650.19  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer.  Said  sum  is  deposited  in  the  Central  Trust  Company  and  bears 
interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum.

Jn  our  first  report,  the  importance  of  city  planning  in  directing 
the  entire  subject,  as  well  as  in  the  special  problems  which  the  Roar.l 
was  able  to  take  up  in  its  first  year.  This  report  is  available  upon 
request,  and  therefore  reference  is  made  to  it  for  this  general  dis¬ 
cussion.  The  present  report  will  simply  outline  the  results  of  the 
past  year’s  work.

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  McKelleget,  W.  F.  Harris 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  On  June  13th,  1916,  W.  F.  Harris 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Robert  E.  Martin,  Vice-Chairman. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  in  Room  32  of  the  City  Hall  during' 
the  fiscal  year  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month,  ex- 
cept  July  and  August. 

On  August  1st,  1916,  the  Board  was  given  permanent  quarters 
in  Room  23  of  the  City  Hall,  which  admirably  suited  as  a  regular 
office. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Planning  Board  henceforth  to  prove  itself 
of  use  to  all  departments  as  a  place  of  reference  for  facts  concerning 
the  city’s  activities  and  physical  aspects.  The  office  should  be  kept 
open  during  the  day,  and  be  in  charge  of  a  technical  assistant  as 
clerk.  As  soon  as  adequate  appropriations  are  made,  some  such  ar¬ 
rangement  should  be  carried  out. 

Meanwhile,  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  C.  Comey,  the  Board’s 
consultant  on  City  Planning,  a  considerable  number  of  studies  has 
been  made  in  preparation  for  the  main  task  of  the  Board,  the  com¬ 
prehensive  city  plan  of  Cambridge. 

It  is  hoped  to  complete  a  tentative  study  of  this  plan  within  a 
few  years.  Upon  the  finally  adopted  plan,  all  the  elements  of  a  city 
plan  that  are  capable  of  being  fixed  on  a  map  should  be  shown.  In 
addition  to  the  plan  itself,  certain  other  phases  of  city  plannings 
which  cannot  be  mapped  out  in  this  way  may  be  outlined,  especially 
that  of  the  housing  law  and  other  methods  of  proper  control  of  pri¬ 
vate  property. 

The  comprehensive  plan  will  be  drawn  on  a  large  scale  map  of 
th.e  city,  probably  200  feet  to  the  inch,  and  will  show  locations  and 
grades  of  jiroposed,  new,  relocated  and  widened  streets,  parks,  pub¬ 
lic  buildings,  waterways,  and  other  public  property;  railroads,  elec¬ 
tric  lines,  utilities  and  other  quasi-public  property;  and  building 
lines  and  other  means  of  control  of  private  property.  In  amplifica¬ 
tion  of  the  general  plan,  detailed  plan  and  sections  will  be  needed  to 
indicate  the  precise  application.

Map  Xo.  17,  showing  the  range  in  assessed  land  values,  No.  30, 
showing  the  development  of  property,  and  No.  14,  the  proper  widths 
for  streets,  were  published  with  last  year’s  report,  and  their  applica¬ 
tion  carefully  analyzed. 

In  continuation  of  the  study  of  conditions — the  civic  survey — the 
Board  desires  particularly  to  call  attention  to  T^Iap  No.  42,  showing 
the  distribution  of  population  in  1915  throughout  the  city,  by  dots, 
each  dot  representing  fifty  people.  The  congested  districts  are  seen 
at  a  glance,  as  well  as  the  areas  not  dwelt  upon,  whether  because  given 
over  to  factories  or  other  business  purposes  or  because  not  yet 
Cambridge. 
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This  map  is  likely  to  prove  very  useful  in  a  large  number  of  mu¬ 
nicipal  activities,  such  as  the  location  of  parks,  schools,  social  centers, 
police  and  fire  houses,  etc.,  as  it  indicates  graphically  the  number  of 
people  within  any  given  area  likely  to  be  served  by  such  a  public 
improvement.  If  a  circle  is  inscribed  on  the  map  around  the  point 
where  a  social  center  is  proposed,  the  dots  may  be  counted  and  the 
number  of  hundred  people  within  a  quarter  or  a  half  mile  of  it  de¬ 
termined. 

One  of  the  matters  of  greatest  concern  to  the  Planning  Board 
has  been  that  of  an  adequate  playground  system.  Realizing  that,  as 
proven  elsewhere,  most  children  will  not  habitually  walk  more  than 
one-fourth  of  a  mile  to  a  playground,  the  Board  made  a  special  study 
of  present  conditions,  with  a  view  to  recommendations  for  opening 
aaditional  grounds  in  the  areas  not  served. 

The  first  study  was  directed  to  finding  the  areas  already  served, 
as  indicated  on  Map  21  by  circles  drawn  around  each  playground.  It 
was,  of  course,  necessary  to  know  the  number  of  children  in  each 
area  served,  and  in  the  areas  not  served.  In  the  belief  that  the  map 
of  the  distribution  of  population  would  not  be  a  sufficiently  accurate 
gauge  of  the  distribution  of  children,  a  study  of  school  districts,  both 
primary  and  grammar,  was  next  made  and  maps  drawn  showing  the 
number  of  children  in  each  district.  These  districts  were  found  to  be 
so  irregular,  however,  and  to  embrace  areas  of  such  varying  densi¬ 
ties  of  population  that  they  were  of  little  use  in  this  connection, 
though  they  clearly  indicated  the  haphazard  distribution  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  schools. 

Finally  the  Board  had  the  entire  census  of  children  of  school 
age,  five  to  fifteen  years  old,  plotted  on  a  map,  using  a  dot  for  each 
five  children;  with  this  as  a  basis,  almost  the  exact  number  of  chib 
(Iren  likely  to  use  each  playground  was  determined,  and  the  figures 
placed  on  the  map  of  areas  served  by  playgrounds. 

Next,  the  areas  not  served  were  studied  and  tentative  locations 
for  new  playgrounds  established  first  with  the  aid  of  the  map  (pub¬ 
lished  last  year)  showing  use  of  property,  and  a  supplementary  map 
showing  vacant  land  within  the  city,  and  then  by  visits  to  the  sug¬ 
gested  sites.  Plan  No.  39,  showing  the  proposed  playground  sys¬ 
tem,  was  then  prepared  and  circles  drawn  around  the  proposed  play¬ 
grounds  as  well  as  the  present  ones.  By  reference  to  the  map  of  dis¬ 
tribution  of  children,  the  number  likely  to  use  each  new  playground 
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was  thus  determined.  The  value  of  such  data  cannot  be  overesti¬ 
mated  in  determining  the  expenditure  of  the  city’s  money  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  in  a  way  best  to  serve  the  greatest  public  interest. 

During  the  coming  year,  the  Board  intends  to  take  up  one  or 
more  of  these  sites  and  urge  action  by  the  Council. 

Many  of  the  other  maps  on  file  represent  simply  tentative  stud¬ 
ies  of  various  aspects  of  the  city  plan  and  its  relation  to  that  of  the 
metropolis  of  which  the  plan  of  Cambridge  should  be  a  co-ordinate 
part.  The  Board  expects  to  make  recommendations  along  several 
of  these  lines  during  the  coming  year. 

On  two  matters  of  detail  in  the  city  plan  the  Board  has  been  able 
to  give  sufficient  study  to  reach  definite  conclusions.  On  November 
23rd,  1915,  it  recommended  changes  at  the  dangerous  corner  of 
Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Holmes  Place,  where  all  the  traffic  from 
Cambridge  Street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue  itself,  must  pass 
through  a  space  less  than  six  feet  wide  between  the  car  track  and 
the  curb.  As  shown  on  Map  No.  35,  it  is  proposed  that  the  corner 
of  the  property  be  rounded  off,  taking  some  thirty-six  square  feet, 
which  should  not  in  any  material  way  damage  it,  and  that  the  curb 
be  relaid  so  as  to  give  adequate  space  for  vehicles  to  pass. 

Since  this  proposal  was  made,  the  curb  has  been  rounded  oft* 
slightly,  but  not  sufficiently  to  remedy  the  bad  conditions.  There  is, 
however,  pending  in  the  Council,  an  order  for  an  even  more  drastic 
improvement  than  that  contemplated  by  the  Board. 

On  January  25th,  1916,  the  Board  received  a  request  from  the 
Mayor  to  consider  making  Central  Square  safer  for  pedestrians. 
On  March  14th,  1916,  the  Board’s  reply  was  sent,  accompanied  by 
Plan  No.  41,  showing  its  recommendations  for  the  location  of  six 
traffic  posts  in  the  square.  The  probable  routes  of  unregulated 
traffic  were  worked  out  so  as  to  prove  the  practicability  of  this 
scheme. 

No  action  was  taken,  however,  until  a  man  was  killed  at  this 
spot.  The  posts  are  now  installed  in  substantially  the  positions  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  Board.  Had  action  been  taken  sooner,  this  man’s 
life  would  probably  have  been  saved. 

While  concentrating  its  attention  on  the  main  issue — a  compre¬ 
hensive  plan,  the  Board  hopes  to  find  opportunities  to  make  many 
such  recommendations  as  to  civic  improvements  from  time  to  time 
in  co-operation  with  various  city  departments,  as  well  as  voluntary 
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organizations  in  the  city  interested  in  municipal  development,  from 
whom  assistance  and  suggestions  will  be  cordially  welcomed. 

Realizing  that  Cambridge  must  be  considered  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  Metropolitan  community,  the  Board  hopes  also  to  co-op¬ 
erate  with  other  planning  boards  in  developing  a  metropolitan  plan.

REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  has  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  its  twenty-third  annual  report  covering  the  muni¬ 
cipal  year  to  March  31st,  1916,  together  with  the  twenty-second 
annual  report  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  Parks,  as  required  by 
Section  5  of  the  Ordinance  establishing  a  Park  Department. 

CHARLES  RIVER  PARKWAY. 

The  River  Parkway  has  now  reached  a  state  of  completion  where 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  it  be  maintained  in  a  proper  manner. 
At  present  there  is  a  fine  roadway  from  Cambridge  Bridge  to  Mt. 
Auburn  St.,  but  the  planting  space  is  only  maintained  in  certain  spots, 
such  as  west  of  Boylston  Street,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Harvard 
Bridge.  If  a  suflfcient  sum  were  allowed  each  year  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  the  River  Parkway,  Cambridge  could  boast  of  a  park 
drive  surpassed  by  few  cities  in  the  country. 

Considerable  work  was  done  on  the  Parkway  the  past  year.  The 
entire  system  of  lights  was  installed  and  all  trees  along  the  driveway 
have  been  planted.  The  section  between  Boylston  St.  and  Western 
Ave.  has  been  greatly  improved,  although  not  completed  owing  to 
lack  of  funds.  The  completion  of  this  section  would  add  greatly  to 
the  appearance  of  the  Parkway. 

A  large  amount  of  filling  was  placed  on  the  play-ground  section 
at  Captain’s  Island.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  to  lay 
out  four  base-ball  diamonds  at  this  point,  something  that  is  needed 
because  of  the  large  number  applying  for  permits  for  such  fields. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  Technology  Buildings  it  will  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  entire  stretch  of  parkway  between  Harvard 
and  Cambridge  Bridges  at  an  early  date.  The  Technology  authorities 
have  shown  a  splendid  spirit  towards  this  department  since  coming 
to  Cambridge,  and  the  Park  Commissioners  have  in  turn  always  shown 
a  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  Institute. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

As  only  $6,000  was  allowed  for  construction  work  on  the  various 
playgrounds,  not  much  permanent  work  was  accomplished. 

At  Thorndike  Field  the  apparatus  was  removed  because  of  lia- 
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bility  of  accident.  This  field  is  sadly  in  need  of  sanitary  accommo¬ 
dations. 

At  Cambridge  Field  the  main  portion  of  the  Shelter  was  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Library  Trustees  for  use  as  a  Branch  Library. 
The  children’s  section  on  both  sides  of  the  Shelter  was  fenced  in  and 
apparatus  purchased  which  will  be  installed  the  coming  year.  This 
field  is  in  need  of  bleachers.  '■ 

At  the  Millpond  a  fence  has  been  provided,  new  surface  placed 
on  the  field,  several  hundred  trees  planted  and  the  condition  of  the 
field  greatly  improved.  This  field  is  in  need  of  locker  building,  bleach¬ 
ers  and  sanitary  accommodations. 

No  additional  work  was  done  on  Rindge  or  Russell  Fields,  nor 
on  any  of  the  smaller  playgrounds  with  the  exception  of  the  Sleeper 
Schoolyard,  where  a  new  fence  was  erected.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SUPERIN¬ 
TENDENT  OF  PARKS. 


Cambridge,  Mass., 
April  I,  1916. 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  City  of  Cambridge: 

Gentlemen : — Tn  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  have  the 
honor  of  submitting  my  ninth  annual  Report  as  General  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Parks,  covering  the  financial  year  from  April  ist,  1915. 

SECTION  A. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  done  in  this  section  during  the 
past  year  was  the  building  of  the  30-ft.  and  40-ft.  roadways  between 
Massachusetts  Avenue  and  the  Cambridge  Bridge,  two-thirds  of 
these  roads  being  in  Section  “A”  and  the  other  third  extending  into 
Section  “B”. 

The  stone  used  in  the  construction  of  this  work  was  supplied 
by  Beatty  Construction  Company,  with  whom  we  entered  into  con¬ 
tract  at  a  price  of  $1.50  per  ton. 

The  oils  were  furnished  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New 
York,  these  being  known  as  Standard  Macadam  Asphalt  Binders  “B” 
and  “C,”  at  a  price  of  iic  and  13c  per  gallon  respectively. 

Binder  ‘"B”  is  the  lighter  of  the  two,  but  has  proven  thoroughly 
satisfactory  on  the  40  ft.  roadway.  The  traffic  on  the  30  ft.  roadway 
is  very  great,  and  it  was,  therefore,  decided  that  Binder  “C”  would 
have  to  be  used.  It  is  doubtful  if  even  this  grade  will  enable  the  road 
to  satisfactorily  stand  up  against  the  wear  and  tear  which  it  is  con¬ 
stantly  receiving.  My  recommendation  would  be  that  we  turn  over 
this  latter  roadway  to  the  Street  Department,  under  whose  supervision 
it  really  ought  to  be,  as  it  is  now  used  almost  entirely  for  commercial 
purposes,  and  cannot  be  correctly  classified  under  the  “Park  Depart¬ 
ment.” 

Shrubbery  beds  were  planted,  the  lawn  was  seeded  and  twenty- 
three  catch  basins  brought  up  to  grade. 
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SECTION  B. 

The  most  important  work  done  on  this  section  was  that  of  the 
roadways,  as  described  under  the  preceding  section. 

Four  men  were  employed  to  take  care  of  the  grass,  trees,  and 
shrubbery,  in  an  endeavor  to  make  the  parkway  as  attractive  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  cost  of  lighting  this  Section  was  $810.64. 

SECTION  C 

The  only  work  done  on  this  section  was  that  of  teaming  sixty 
loads  from  the  end  of  the  sea-wall  on  Section  B  to  the  railroad  bridge 
in  order  to  fill  the  depressions  on  the  sidewalk  at  that  point. 

The  cost  of  lighting  amounted  to  $516.70. 

SECTION  D 

In  1894  a  dike  was  built  on  this  section.  As  the  water  in  this 
basin  is  now  on  a  level,  the  dike  was  of  no  assistance,  consequently 
was  removed  and  spread  over  the  marshes. 

We  were  successful  in  securing  sufficient  filling  to  bring  the  large 
Ball  Field  located  here  to  practically  sub-grade. 

The  Street  Department  supplied  the  necessary  ashes  and  filled  the 
small  bay  between  Brookline  Street  and  the  right  of  the  old  dike. 

Thus,  the  general  appearance  of  this  section  has  been  materially 
improved  and  with  the  expenditure  of  just  a  little  more  money,  in 
order  to  apply  a  top  surface,  this  could  be  made  one  of  the  best  recrea¬ 
tion  spots  in  the  city.  We  could  then  use  this  for  a  ball  field  with  four 
diamonds,  a  race  track,  and  there  would  still  be  space  enough  for  a 
tennis  court. 

The  Bath  House  was  opened  from  June  28  with  the  usual  atten¬ 
dants.  On  Nov.  12  these  buildings  were  completely  destroyed  by  fire. 
This  was  of  no  material  loss  to  the  city,  as  they  were  in  a  very  dilapi¬ 
dated  condition.  If  bathing  is  to  be  continued  at  this  beach,  new  bath 
houses  will  have  to  be  erected  immediately. 

It  cost  us  $531.33  for  the  lighting  of  this  section. 

SECTION  E 

Fifty-one  new  trees  were  planted,  a  coating  of  Tarvia  “B”  applied 
to  the  roadway,  as  well  as  a  covering  of  sand. 

The  lighting  cost  amounted  to  $246.08. 
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SECTION  F 

That  portion  of  this  section  extending  between  the  Weld  Boat 
House  and  Plympton  Street  which  was  not  covered  with  loam  last  year 
was  taken  care  of  this  year. 

The  lawn  was  seeded  and  in  the  course  of  about  a  year  it  ought 
to  be  a  very  attractive  spot. 

Considerable  loam  has  been  placed  on  the  east  side  of  Plympton 
Street,  but  about  500  yards  more  are  needed  before  completion  can  be 
effected. 

The  roadway  received  an  application  of  Tarvia  and  a  covering  of 
sand. 

Four  catch  basins  were  brought  to  grade. 

That  part  of  DeWolfe  Street  known  as  McNamee  Square  was 
turned  over  to  the  care  of  the  Park  Department  on  October  22,  1914. 
This  necessitated  the  excavating  of  the  old  macadam  road  to  a  depth 
of  12",  the  filling  in  of  loam,  the  setting  of  edgestones,  change  of 
drainage,  and  the  building  of  that  part  of  Otter  Street  adjacent  to  the 
parkway. 

The  cost  of  lighting  this  section  was  $451.25. 

SECTIONS  G  AND  H 

Five  men  were  employed  to  do  the  usual  work  of  maintaining 
these  sections. 

The  40  ft.  Tarvia  Macadam  road  between  Boylston  and  Mt.  Au¬ 
burn  Streets  was  finished,  thus  completing  the  entire  park  roadway 
from  the  Cambridge  Bridge  on  the  east  to  Mt.  Auburn  Street  on  the 
northwest. 


CAMBRIDGE  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 
CAMBRIDGE  FIELD. 

The  work  necessary  to  keep  the  grounds  in  good  repair  was  at¬ 
tended  to  in  the  usual  manner  during  the  proper  seasons. 

The  boardwalks  on  the  various  parts  of  this  field  are  in  a  ver>^ 
dilapidated  condition  and  it  would  be  my  recommendation  that  suf¬ 
ficient  money  be  appropriated  during  the  coming  year, — to  have  grano¬ 
lithic  walks  laid.  If  this  is  done  now,  the  final  cost  will  be  greatly 
minimized  as  it  is  costing  us  considerable  money  each  year  to  try  to 
keep  the  old  boardwalks  in  repair. 
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Three  coatings  of  oil  were  applied  to  the  Ball  Field  for  the  purpose 
of  dispensing  with  the  dust. 

The  flag  pole  and  the  entire  chain  link  fence  surrounding  the 
Ball  Field  were  painted. 

CAMBRIDGE  SHELTER. 

The  Library  Trustees  were  given  the  use  of  the  lounging  room  in 
this  building  for  a  branch  library.  This  necessitated  several  changes, 
one  of  which  consisted  of  a  new  door  on  the  easterly  end  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  in  order  to  give  access  to  the  lavatories  from  the  outside,  thus  pre¬ 
venting  unnecessary  traffic  through  the  Library.  Some  of  this  ex¬ 
penditure  was  borne  by  the  Department  and  the  balance  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library. 

I  might  say  in  this  connection,  that  since  this  branch  library  has 
been  established,  there  has  been  an  additional  consumation  of  about 
ten  tons  of  coal  per  year.  I,  therefore,  believe  that  the  Library 
Trustees  should  be  willing  to  be  responsible  for  the  providing  of 
this  excess  quantity. 

RINDGE  FIELD  AND  SHELTER. 

RINDGE  FIELD 

A  new  lawn  tennis  court  was  laid  out.  We  now  have  two  very 
fine  courts  on  this  field,  but  I  believe  the  demand  for  this  line  of 
sport  really  justifies  the  erection  of  at  least  two  more  such  courts. 
This  could  be  very  easily  and  economically  done,  by  simply  securing 
the  necessary  filling  and  rolling  it  down. 

The  field  is  well  patronized  during  the  baseball,  football  and 
skating  seasons. 

The  old  heater  proved  to  be  inefficient  this  year  as  the  tubes 
were  completely  worn  out.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  install 
a  new  one. 

Provision  was  made  to  give  this  field  the  customary  care  and 
attention  during  the  year. 

CAMBRIDGE  COMMON. 

The  regular  work  of  maintenance  was  arranged  for,  two  men 
being  employed  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  months. 

The  boardwalks  on  this  common  are  also  in  a  very  bad  shape 
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and  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  necessity  of  replacing  these  with 
granolithic  ones. 

Several  fence  rails  are  also  in  very  poor  condition  and  should 
be  replaced  during  the  coming  year. 

BROWN  TAIL  AND  GYPSY  MOTPI. 

The  usual  amount  of  work  was  done  during  this  year.  Private 
estates  were  cleaned  and  the  street  trees  given  the  necessary  attention. 

SHADE  TREES. 

Pursuant  to  the  work  commenced  last  year,  a  systematic  trim¬ 
ming  was  conducted  throughout  the  city,  the  total  number  of  trees 
amount  to  450;  113  dead  trees  were  removed  and  1181  young  trees 
planted,  the  greatest  number  of  trees  that  have  been  planted  in  one 
year  since  the  history  of  the  department. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Forestry  Association  awards  a  prize 
to  the  City  or  Town  throughout  the  Commonwealth  planting  the 
largest  number  of  trees.  In  awarding  this  prize,  which  consists  of 
100  trees,  due  consideration  is  given  to  the  workmanship  employed, 
and  this  year  Cambridge  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  the  successful 
competitor,  and  next  Spring  the  above  mentioned  Association  will 
plant  100  trees  in  our  City. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT  OF  PLAYGROUNDS. 

In  the  interest  of  this  work,  the  following  purchases  were  made: 

MILL  POND. 

500  New  Trees  were  planted. 

530  Loads  o'f  filling  at  25c  per  load  were  purchased  which  amount 
will  suffice  for  the  spot. 

A  new  hydrant  was  installed  to  be  used  for  flooding  the  play¬ 
ground. 

Seven  swings  and  14  Sand  Boxes  were  purchased. 

RINDGE  FIELD.

There  was  also  erected  here  539.6-ft.  of  chain-link  fence,  on 
the  lot  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building, — thus  making  a  play¬ 
ground  for  “girls”  only. 

There  was  also  erected  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building 
539.3-ft.  of  chain  link  fence, — thus  making  a  playground  for  “boys” 
only. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

One  man  was  employed  on  the  grounds  during  the  summer 
months  to  give  same  the  necessary  care  and  attention. 

The  boardwalks  leading  up  to  the  building  are  in  a  rather  dilapi¬ 
dated  condition  and  new  ones  should  take  their  place  shortly. 

BROADWAY  COMMON. 

Two  men  worked  on  the  grounds,  caring  for  the  grass  and 
shrubbery  during  the  seasonable  months,  and  other  general  work  of 
maintenance  was  performed. 

•  MILL  POND. 

About  2500  cubic  yards  of  dilling  were  used  here,  this  bringing 
the  field  to  practically  sub-grade.  All  that  is  needed  now  to  make 
it  a  first  class  playground  is  a  slight  covering  of  loam. 

500  Poplar  trees,  bought  in  the  Fall,  were  planted.  Every 
Saturday  and  holiday  finds  this  playground  covered  with  people  and 
it  is  now  one  of  the  most  popular  in  the  City. 
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THORNDIKE  FIELD. 

One  man  was  employed  to  give  the  necessary  care  and  attention 
t(»  this  field. 

Two  coats  of  oil  were  laid  on  the  ball  field  and  the  children’s 
jdayground  to  prevent,  as  much  as  possible,  the  rise  of  dust. 

The  large  gymnasium  apparatus  was  removed  from  the  ball  field, 
as  it  was  considered  dangerous  there. 

RUSSELL  FIELD. 

The  ordinary  work  of  caring  for  the  grass,  rolling  the  entire 
.‘=urface  several  times  during  the  year,  covering  the  track  with  cinders, 
etc.,  w’as  carried  on  as  in  previous  years. 

EAST  CAMBRIDGE  EMBANKMENT. 

The  floating  bath  house  was  anchored  here  during  the  summer 
months,  as  heretofore. 

SCHOOL  PLAYGROUNDS. 

The  Playgrounds  at  the  Roberts,  Wellington,  Merrill,  Morse, 
and  Peabody  Schools  w’ere  w^ell  cared  for  and  the  chain  link  fences  at 
the  Roberts,  Wellington  and  Merrill  schools  were  painted. 

CITY  HALL. 

The  sod  surrounding  the  City  Hall  is  now  in  such  a  condition 
that  it  should  be  respaded  and  seeded,  and  some  shrubbery  beds 
planted.  The  present  sod  has  been  there  for  28  years  and  its  use¬ 
fulness  is  now  greatly  impaired. 

Needless  to  say,  this  is  not  aided  any  by  the  ball  playing  which 
is  frequently  taking  place  on  these  grounds.  This  should  be  stopped, 
otherwise  it  is  useless  to  spend  time  and  money  trying  to  make  an 
attractive  appearance  here. 

WINTHROP  SQUARE. 

Conditions  have  not  improved  any  at  this  square,  in  fact  they 
are  w’orse  than  ever.  The  boys  insist  on  playing  ball,  breaking  down 
fences,  trampling  down  the  shrubs,  and  while  we  are  doing  every¬ 
thing  in  our  power  to  keep  this  as  attractive  as  possible,  our  work 
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will  be  fruitless  unless  we  receive  the  co-operation  of  the  Police 
Department. 

LONGFELLOW  PARK. 

The  $250  appropriation  allowed  for  the  care  of  this  park  is 
not  sufficient  to  keep  it  in  proper  condition.  The  City  Government 
accepted  this  Park  from  the  Longfellow  Memorial  Association  with 
the  agreement  to  have  it  well  cared  for,  and  $500  is  the  smallest 
appropriation  which  should  be  allotted.  This  would  permit  of  our 
employing  one  man  from  April  ist  to  December  ist.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PLAYGROUNDS. 


December  31,  1915. 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  City  of  Cambridge: 
Gentlemen : 

I ’submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  on  the  Cambridge  play¬ 
grounds  during  the  summer  season  of  1915. 

The  work  was  formally  begun  on  Wednesday,  July  7th,  and  was 
continued  daily,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  excepted,  until  August  27th, 
During  the  five  years  in  which  the  playgrounds  have  been  under 
municipal  supervision,  no  other  season  has  been  marked  with  so 
many  discouraging  handicaps.  The  appropriation  was  withheld  until 
a  very  late  date,  with  a  consequent  delay  in  the  appointment  of  teach¬ 
ing  stafif  and  in  general  organization,  and  was,  in  itself,  so  inade¬ 
quate  that  the  program  of  activities  was  necessarily  a  limited  one. 
As  I  mentioned  in  a  previous  report,  the  playgrounds  are,  with  one 
exception,  without  equipment,  and  play  material  must  be  supplied  in 
reasonably  sufficient  quantities  if  any  continuous  or  definite  play¬ 
ground  work  is  to  be  carried  on.  This  supply  was  wanting  during 
the  past  season  and,  aside  from  the  obvious  lack  of  provision  for  the 
children,  the  burden  imposed  upon  the  teachers  was  decidedly  unfair. 

As  in  the  past  two  seasons,  the  “competetive  idea”  has  been  ad¬ 
hered  to  insofar  as  possible:  that  is,  numbers  have  been  attracted  by 
the  organization  of  a  great  many  team  groups  on  each  playground, 
and  interest  has  been  sustained  by  regularly  scheduled  dual  meets  in 
events  largely  made  up  of  team  contests.  In  addition  to  these  meets 
competition  was  developed  in  baseball  and  its  modified  forms.  In  all 
nine  leagues  were  organized  with  schedules  totalling  114  games. 
Four  of  these  leagues  were  for  girls’  playground  and  squash  ball 
teams  and  were  as  successful  in  every  way  as  the  similar  schedules 
arranged  for  the  boys.  A  pleasing  feature  of  the  summer’s  work  in 
this  connection  was  the  development  of  cordial  relations  with  the 
playground  teams  of  neighboring  cities  through  inter-city  contests 
between  the  championship  teams  in  the  respective  league  divisions. 
Briefly  summarized,  the  activities  of  the  boys  were  confined  to  base¬ 
ball  and  track  and  team-game  competition,  while  the  girls  were  af- 
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forded  opportunity  for  instruction  in  folk-dancing,  occupation  work, 
modified  basefall  and  the  milder  forms  of  athletic  competition. 

The  final  exhibition  of  all  playground  work  was  given  at  Russell 
Field,  August  27th,  and  was  witnessed  by  over  6,000  people.  That 
such  a  highly  successful  exhibition  could  be  given,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  a  discouragingly  large  number  of  rainy  days  interfered  with 
the  preparation,  is  a  tribute  to  the  painstaking  efforts  of  the  super¬ 
visor  of  folk-dancing  and  the  work  of  the  teachers  generally.  With 
excellent  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  various  officials  and  assis¬ 
tants,  the  following  program  was  carried  through  in  less  than  two 
hours’  time.

As  recommendations  for  the  coming  year,  I  desire  to  submit  the 
following: 

(a)  A  larger  appropriation  for  general  expenses.  The  material 
on  hand  is  of  little  value  and  much  of  it  will  be  worth  nothing  at  all 
after  a  week’s  usage.  At  least  $i,ooo  will  be  needed  if  proper  play 
implements  are  to  be  supplied. 

(b)  The  immediate  development  of  Mill  Pond  playground. 
The  city  is  indebted  to  the  trustees  and  lessees  of  the  Riverside 
Alliance  Building  for  much  of  the  success  of  the  work  at  Mill  Pond 
during  the  past  five  summers.  Without  the  use  of  this  building, 
playground  work  for  girls  would  have  been  out  of  the  question  and 
many  of  the  boys’  activities  would  necessarily  have  been  curtailed. 
No  section  of  the  city  is  in  greater  need  of  playground  facilities ;  a 
recreation  building  and  a  field  equipment  similar  in  its  general  pro¬ 
visions  to  that  at  Thorndike  Field  should  be  placed  here  as  soon  as 
possible. 

(c)  Separate  play  areas  for  boys  and  girls  on  the  larger  play¬ 
grounds.  The  division  of  schoolyard  playgrounds  by  means  of  fences 
is  doubtless  impracticable  but  such  division  on  the  larger  playgrounds 
could  be  made  at  no  considerable  expense.  There  is  plenty  of  space 
for  such  planning  at  Cambridge  Field  and  Mill  Pond,  and  the  land 
formerly  used  as  a  park  nursery  ofifers  splendid  opportunity  for  the 
development  of  a  girls’  playground  at  Rindge  Field. 

(d)  The  closing  of  the  Gore  School  and  Fresh  Pond  play¬ 
grounds.  Attention  has  already  been  called  in  a  previous  report  to 
the  wTetched  conditions  at  Gore  School.  A  small  playground  is  badly 
needed  in  this  section  but  the  schoolyard  is  unfit  for  use  as  a  play 
area.  Much  of  the  work  was  transferred  to  Thorndike  Field  during 
the  past  season  and  better  results  could  be  accomplished  by  a  com- 
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plete  transfer  than  by  continuance  under  handicaps  of  the  present 
location.  At  PVesh  Pond  the  attendance  was  so  small  that  the  work 
there  was  discontinued  after  the  first  few  weeks.  The  present  loca¬ 
tion  is  too  far  from  the  center  of  population  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Fresh  Pond  district. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given 
at  department  headquarters  by  the  Superintendent  of  Parks  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
CAMBRIDGE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


March  31,  1916. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge. 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Cambridge  Public  Library  present 
herewith  their  fifty-eighth  annual  report  which  covers  the  fiscal  year 
ending  Alarch  31,  1916. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  notable  expansion  in  the  field  of  the 
library's  activities,  and  has  seen  the  establishment  of  branch  libraries 
at  Cambridge  Field  and  at  Mount  Auburn.  The  immediate  response 
on  the  part  of  the  public  with  which  this  extension  of  thb  work  of 
the  library  has  met  is  extremely  encouraging,  and  it  is  particularly 
worthy  of  remark  that  each  of  these  new'  branches,  like  the  branch  at 
Central  Square,  has  developed  so  large  a  body  of  new  readers  that 
there  has  been  little  or  no  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  the  libraries 
which  had  already  been  established.  On  the  contrary,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Central  Library,  and  there  have 
been  large  gains  in  the  number  of  volumes  issued  through  the 
Cambridgeport  and  North  Cambridge  Branch  Libraries. 

Only  the  most  economical  management  of  funds  made  the  equip¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  of  the  new  branches  possible  on  the  small 
appropriations  wdiich  the  administration  of  the  library  felt  justified 
in  asking,  and  the  Trustees  are  planning  for  next  year  such  a  distribu¬ 
tion  of  expenses  as  they  hope  may  enable  them  to  carry  on  the  new 
w'ork  without  increasing  the  amount  of  the  library  budget.  The 
furnishings  and  quarters  of  the  branch  libraries  are  now'  in  excellent 
condition.  At  the  Central  Library  certain  changes  and  additions  to 
equipment  are  desirable,  and  certain  repairs,  largely  connected  wdth 
the  perennial  difticulties  resulting  from  the  original  construction  of 
the  roofs,  are  inevitable. 

The  grounds  about  the  library  building  urgently  demand  attention. 
To  this  matter  the  Trustees  again  recommend  that  prompt  considera¬ 
tion  be  given,  and  this  year,  as  in  several  previous  years,  they  venture 
to  urge  that  such  provision  may  be  made  as  will  enable  the  Park 
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Department  to  bring  back  to  a  riiore  normal  condition  the  badly 
widened  and  sunken  paths,  and  to  substitute  granolithic  walks  for  the 
board  walks  which  must  be  laid  each  fall  and  removed  each  spring 
at  considerable  expense,  and  which  despite  frequent  repairs  are  a 
menace  to  public  safety.  More  adequate  lighting  of  the  adjoining 
streets,  on  which  the  Latin  and  Rindge  Technical  Schools  are  located, 
is  also  greatly  to  be  desired. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  library  accomplished 
during  the  past  year  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian  which 
is  appended,  and  which  the  Trustees  feel  sure  makes  clear  the  fact 
that  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  meet — so  for  as  funds  permitted — 
the  needs  of  the  citizens  as  a  whole. 

The  Trustees  take  satisfaction  in  pointing  out  the  recent  great  in¬ 
creases  in  the  circulation  of  the  Library  as  evidence  of  the  larger  service 
which  the  Library  is  rendering  to  the  community,  and  they  beg  to  call 
to  the  particular  notice  of  the  City  Council  that  portion  of  the  report 
which  deals  more  specifically,  under  the  heading  of  Administration  with 
the  general  plan  of  re-adjustment  and  re-organization  which  has  enabled 
the  Library  to  so  greatly  enlarge  its  sphere  of  usefulness  wthout  re¬ 
quiring  any  corresponding  increase  in  expenditures.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


Cambridge,  Mass.,  March  25,  1916. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Gentlemen : — 

During  the  year  ending  March  24,  1916,  there  were  issued  to 
borrowers  385,169  volumes.  Of  this  number  149,620  were  issued 
through  the  Central  Library,  82,398  and  48,614  through  the  branch 
libraries  at  North  Cambridge  and  at  East  Cambridge,  61,670  through 
the  Cambridgeport  Branch,  and,  in  the  months  during  which  they 
have  been  established,  20,255  and  8,395  through  the  branches  at 
Cambridge  Field  and  Mount  Auburn  respectively.  Through  the 
several  grammar  schools  of  the  city  to  which  books  are  sent  14,826 
volumes  were  loaned.  Approximately  one  thousand  books  were 
charged  through  the  local  department  for  circulation  at  delivery  and 
deposit  stations,  and  there  were  issued  from  the  stacks  at  the 
Central  Library  through  the  Reference  Department  for  use  in  the 
library  building,  13,632  volumes,  marking  the  largest  use  of  books 
through  this  channel  ever  recorded. 

On  March  24,  1915,  I  reported,  as  compared  with  the  statistics 
of  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  55,157  in  the  number  of  volumes 
borrowed  through  the  Central  Library  and  its  branches.  .  That  in¬ 
crease  represented  the  greatest  gain  occurring  in  any  year  since  the 
foundation  of  the  library  in  1858.  To  that  increase  we  have  this 
year  added  gains  of  31,167  volumes,  making  a  total  increase  in  two 
years  of  86,324. 

BOOKS. 

There  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  library,  including  books 
belonging  to  the  school  loan  collections,  113,314  volumes.  Of  these 
89,466  are  at  the  Central  Library,  7,005  at  the  North  Cambridge 
Branch,  6,110  at  the  East  Cambridge  Branch,  5,491  at  the  Cambridge¬ 
port  Branch,  2,776  at  the  branch  at  Cambridge  Field,  and  2,466  at 
the  branch  at  Mount  Auburn. 

During  the  year  there  were  added  to  the  central  and  branch 
libraries  10,408  books,  exceeding  by  several  thousand  volumes  the 
number  acquired  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library. 
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Including  new  and  replaced  titles,  there  were  added  to  the 
Central  Idbrary  4,246  volumes,  to  the  North  Cambridge  Branch  1,280, 
to  the  East  Cambridge  Branch  827,  and  to  the  Cambridgeport 
Branch  936.  Of  the  volumes  at  the  Cambridge  Field  Branch  1,543 
are  new  books,  the  others  having  been  transferred  from  other  collec¬ 
tions.  Of  those  at  the  Mount  Auburn  Branch  1,577  were  newly 
purchased,  the  remainder  representing  duplicate  volumes  transferred 
from  the  central  library  and  from  the  older  branch  libraries. 

Notable  among  the  books  bought  during  the  year  are  the  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science, 
completing  our  files  from  1902,  more  than  one  hundred  volumes  of 
the  International  Library  of  Technology,  the  new  Encyclopedia  of 
Religion  and  Ethics,  and  three  sets  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  New 
International  Encyclopedia,  which  have  been  added  to  the  collections 
of  the  Central  Library  and  of  the  North  Cambridge  and  Cambridge¬ 
port  Branches.  The  older  editions  which  we  had  at  the  Central 
Library  and  at  North  Cambrdge  we  have  transferred  to  the  new 
branches  at  Mount  Auburn  and  Cambridge  Field.  Considerable 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  literature  dealing  with  business  and 
with  industrial  management,  and  the  library’s  collections  are  now 
very  fairly  representative  of  the  best  books  which  have  appeared  in 
the  field  of  commerce  and  industry. 

There  were  bound  during  the  year  4,351  volumes,  and  practically 
all  the  books  of  the  library  are  now  in  excellent  condition.  To  keep 
them  so  requires,  of  course,  constant  work  and  supervision,  and  we 
are  sparing  no  effort  to  insure  each  book’s  giving  the  maximum  of 
service.  Repairs  are  carefully  and  promptly  made,  and  all  new  books, 
in  order  that  the  bindings  may  not  be  broken  through  not  being 
properly  opened  the  first  time,  are  opened  systematically  by  the 
library  assistants  before  they  are  placed  in  circulation.  The  experi¬ 
ment  of  varnishing  all  new  bindings  to  insure  them  against  soil  and 
to  protect  the  freshness  of  their  lettering,  has  been  found  productive 
of  excellent  results,  and  has  become  part  of  the  established  procedure. 

We  have  tried,  too,  in  various  ways,  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
the  library’s  collections.  Besides  continuing  to  send  regularly  to  the 
Cambridge  newspapers  lists  of  new  acquisitions,  we  have  selected 
lists  of  special  interest  to  musicians,  home  builders,  and  business 
men.  We  have  published  an  attractive  pamphlet  entitled  “Europe 
Today  and  Yesterday,”  containing  books  of  special  interest  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  present  great  conflict  of  nations,  and  including  works 
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on  international  law  and  politics,  military,  naval  and  aerial  science, 
and  books  of  history  and  travel  dealing  with  the  several  countries 
of  Europe.  In  order  to  bring  opportunely  to  the  notice  of  the  public 
the  special  material  contained  in  its  collections,  and  as  earnest  of  its 
interest  in  the  educational  purposes  to  which  the  week  of  March  4 
was  this  year  devoted,  the  library  printed  and  distributed  a  brief 
list  of  books  treating  of  the  care  and  development  of  children.  To 
the  Health  Exhibit,  held  at  the  building  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  during  the  week  of  October  ii,  last,  the 
library  sent  a  carefully  chosen  collection  of  books  on  exercise,  diet 
and  hygiene.  Regarding  the  collection,  the  director,  Mr.  John  W. 
Waters,  wrote  that  it  had  created  a  great  deal  of  interest  among  the 
thirty-five  hundred  people  who  attended  the  exhibit,  and  that  one  of 
the  physicians  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  had  found  the  books 
selected  of  sufficient  interest  and  value  to  warrant  his  asking  for  a 
list  of  the  volumes  for  use  in  connection  with  his  work. 

The  number  of  books  catalogued  this  year  was  extraordinarily 
large,  including  as  it  did  not  merely  the  books  purchased  for  the 
central  library  and  the  three  older  branches,  but  also  the  several 
thousand  volumes  bought  for  the  new  branch  libraries.  Considerable 
progress,  too,  has  been  made  in  the  compilation  of  a  special  index 
to  the  library’s  collection  of  music,  additions  to  which  have  been 
made  with  the  advice  of  an  extremely  well-informed  and  musicianly 
committee  comprising  Air.  William  J.  E.  Sander,  Dr.  George  Thorn¬ 
ton  Page,  Mr.  Benedict  FitzGerald,  Mr.  Henry  F.  Gilbert  and  Mrs. 
Byron  S.  Hurlbut,  to  the  generosity  of  whose  father,  the  late  James 
A.  M^oolson,  the  library  is  indebted  for  the  fund  from  which  its 
works  of  music  are  purchased. 

That  so  great  a  volume  of  work  has  been  possible  of  accomp¬ 
lishment  without  adding  to  the  regular  cataloging  staff  had  been  due 
in  part  to  the  re-organization  of  the  work  outlined  in  my  last  annual 
report,  and  in  great  measure  to  the  adoption  toward  the  end  of  last 
year  at  the  suggestion  of  the  assistant  librarian,  under  whose  im¬ 
mediate  direction  the  cataloging  is  done,  of  the  so-called  union  shelf- 
list,  which  requires  at  the  Central  Library  but  one  card  for  each 
book  added  to  the  branches.  How  great  a  saving  of  time  and  labor 
this  represents  becomes  immediately  obvious  on  consideration  of  the 
fact  that  under  the  old  system  we  should  have  been  obliged  to  type, 
number,  revise  and  file  five  cards  where  now  only  one  card  is 
necessary.

THE  NEW  ^BRANCHES. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year’s  work  has,  of  course,  been 
the  opening  on  October  4  of  the  branch  library  at  Cambridge  Eield, 
and,  on  October  15,  of  the  branch  library  at  Mount  Auburn.  Though 
the  establishment  of  branches  in  these  districts  was  eminently  desir¬ 
able  the  administration  of  the  library  was  eager  to  avoid  placing  any 
considerable  financial  burden  on  the  city,  and  therefore  asked  for 
but  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  equipment  and  maintenance  of  the 
branch  at  Mount  Auburn,  and  two  thousand  dollars  for  that  of  the 
branch  at  Cambridge  Field.  Since  these  amounts  were  to  cover  not 
merely  the  purchase  of  books  and  furnishings,  but  also  the  expenses 
of  salaries  and  maintenance,  the  most  careful  financing  was  clearly 
necessary. 

The  problem  was  successfully  solved,  however,  and  both  branches 
are  now  substantially,  harmoniously,  even  beautifully  furuished. 
They  are  both  equipped  with  simple  yet  dignified  bookcases  contain¬ 
ing  carefully  selected  books  in  many  fields  of  interest  and  informa¬ 
tion,  with  attractive  chairs  of  excellent  construction,  and  with 
quartered-oak  reading  tables,  charging  cases,  catalogue  cabinets  and 
attendant’s  desks. 

Fortunately  the  quarters  in  the  new  school  house  in  the  Mount 
Auburn  district  required  no  structural  changes,  and  we  have  been 
able  to  place  on  the  walls  a  series  of  pictures  of  great  beauty  and 
distinction.  For  both  branches  there  were  required,  of  course,  minor 
expenditures  of  which  the  aggregate  was  considerable,  for  such 
accessories  as  charging  stamps,  desk  pads,  inkstands,  pens,  pencils, 
scissors,  waste-baskets,  rulers,  book-plates,  printed  pay-rolls,  regis¬ 
tration  forms,  borrowers’  cards  and  magazine  folders ;  and  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  Field  there  were  such  major  expenses  as  those  involved  in 
the  installation  of  an  adequate  lighting  system,  the  re-locating  of 
radiators,  the  washing  of  walls  and  refinishing  of  woodwork,  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  double  door,  and  in  the  assumption  of  one-half  the 
cost  of  opening  an  entrance  from  the  outside  of  the  building  to  the 
men’s  toilet  rooms,  so  as  to  obviate  the  need  of  entering  them 
through  the  library  quarters. 

That  we  should  have  been  able  from  funds  so  limited  to  meet 
these  expenses  and  secure  permanent  equipment  of  so  substantial 
and  attractive  a  character,  and  yet  find  money  for  maintenance  and 
for  the  acquisition  of  collections  of  books  so  varied  and  valuable, 
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even  though  necessarily  incomplete,  constitutes  fair  ground  for  felici¬ 
tation.  dhere  is  cause  for  congratulation,  too,  in  the  generous  re¬ 
turn  on  the  investment  involved  which  the  work  of  the  new  branches 
has  already  guaranteed. 

BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

Although  those  for  the  new  branches  were  the  chief  items  of 
expense  for  building  and  equipment  there  were  other  necessary 
expenditures  of  this  nature  at  the  Central  Library.  The  doors  and 
porches  of  the  main  and  children’s  entrances  were  refinished,  and 
the  doors  between  the  newspaper  room  and  the  librarian’s  office  were 
remodelled  so  as  to  permit  of  their  being  easily  closed,  thus  insur¬ 
ing  to  the  librarian  the  privacy  requisite  for  the  work  of  the  library 
and  to  readers  freedom  from  the  annoyance  of  noise  inevitably 
incidental  to  its  accomplishment.  In  order  that  the  women  assistants 
might  no  longer  be  obliged  to  use  the  public  toilet  room,  necessary 
facilities  have  been  installed  for  them  in  the  basement.  The  sup¬ 
plies  have  been  removed  from  the  room  over  the  main  entrance  to 
the  library,  the  floor,  ceiling  and  woodwork  of  which  have  been 
refinished.  The  walls  have  been  painted  and  hung  with  certain 
woodcuts  and  etchings  which  were  given  to  the  library  many  years 
ago  but  which  had  never  been  framed.  Two  electric  chandeliers 
stored  in  the  garret  at  the  North  Cambridge  Branch  have  been  re¬ 
burnished  and  hung,  and  the  room,  which  is  large  and  well  propor¬ 
tioned,  already  presents  an  exceedingly  attractive  appearance. 

With  a  small  additional  outlay  for  furnishing  it  we  shall  have  a 
nx^m  suited  for  the  purposes  of  a  small  auditorium  where  meetings 
of  the  staflf,  the  children’s  story  hour,  and  exhibits  at  Christmas  time 
of  the  best  books  for  children  in  editions  of  varying  cost  may  be  held. 

During  the  summer  the  basements  and  the  first  floor  of  the  stack 
room  were  given  a  greatly  needed  coat  of  paint,  and  the  boilers 
were  equipped  with  special  valves  approved  by  the  State  Police 
Department,  so  that  in  case  of  emergency  they  can  be  operated  by 
other  than  licensed  engineers. 

Of  the  several  oak  cases  removed  from  the  old  supply  room, 
two  have  been  placed  in  the  basement  to  hold  the  various  supplies 
required  in  the  work  of  the  library,  and  a  third  has  been  sent  to 
the  North  Cambridge  Branch  to  furnish  needed  space  for,  the 
shelving  of  books. 
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New  chairs  which  will  obviate  constant  expenditures  for  re¬ 
seating  have  been  bought  for  the  newspaper  room  and  old  chairs 
of  oak  which  were  unused  in  the  lumber  room  have  been  re-glued 
and  refinished  for  the  local  history  room  to  replace  the  bent- wood 
chairs  which  were  so  frequently  in  need  of  repairs.  For  the  cata¬ 
logue  room  we  have  bought  a  new  clock  and  new  swivel  desk  chair, 
and  for  the  children’s  room  a  Medici  print  of  the  Sistine  Madonna 
in  a  beautifully  designed  architectural  frame. 

Because  of  the  great  amount  of  typewriting  and  correspondence, 
growing  out  of  the  increase  within  two  years  of  the  number  of 
branch  libraries  from  two  to  five,  it  has  been  necessary  tO’  purchase 
a  new  typewriter  for  the  Central  Library.  The  old  machine  at  the 
North  Cambridge  Branch  has  been  exchanged  for  one  of  the  latest 
model.  To  the  equipment  of  that  branch  there  have  been  such  other 
minor  additions  as  a  clock  which  can  be  relied  upon,  shelves  which 
will  make  closets  and  desk  cupboards  of  greater  utility,  and  a  charg¬ 
ing  tray  of  a  more  efficient  type  than  that  previously  in  use.  Several 
lengths  of  rubber  matting  have  been  the  only  purchase  necessary  in 
the  way  of  equipment  for  the  branch  at  East  Cambridge.  For  the 
Cambridgeport  Branch  we  have  bought  an  awning  to  protect  the 
attendant’s  desk  and  work-bench  from  the  glare  of  the  sunlight  in 
summer,  a  larger  catalogue  case  and  stand,  a  larger  charging  tray, 
a  larger  registration  and  filing  cabinet  and  an  additional  book-case 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  increasing  number  of  books  and  the 
growing  circulation  of  the  branch. 

GIFTS. 

A  legacy  of  three  thousand  dollars,  payable  Jan.  3,  1917,  has 
been  left  to  the  library,  without  restrictions,  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Abigail  W.  Howe,  and  gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from

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CHILDREN  AND  SCHOOLS. 

That  there  were  issued  during  the  year  135,719  books  for  children 
is  gratifying  evidence  that  the  constant  effort  of  the  library  to  meet 
their  needs  and  interests  is  fruitful  of  results,  and  gives  good  ground 
for  the  hope  that  we  are  forming  a  citizenry  accustomed  to  the  use 
of  books  and  learning  how  to  gain  from  them  the  large  measure  of 
profit  and  of  happiness  which  they  so  well  can  yield. 

Far  more  rapidly  than  it  seemed  probable  our  limited  funds 
would  permit,  we  have  been  able  to  proceed  with  the  reorganization 
of  the  school  loan  collections.  Although  a  year  ago  they  contained 
almost  none  of  the  classic  works  in  English  literature  for  children 
they  already  begin  to  be  fairly  representative  of  the  best  of  the 
books  for  boys  and  girls.  We  have  added  to  them  this  year  twenty 
copies  of  each  of  the  following  standard  works :  Stevenson’s  ‘'Child’s 
Garden  of  Verses,”  “Treasure  Island,”  and  “Kidnapped,”  Lamb’s 
“Tales  from  Shakespeare,”  Kingsley’s  “Water  Babies,”  Hawthorne’s 
“Wonder  Book”  and  “Twice  Told  Tales,”  Defoe’s  “Robinson  Crusoe,” 
Wyss’s  “Swiss  Family  Robinson,”  Dana’s  “Two  Years  Before  the 
Mast,”  Cooper’s  “Pathfinder,  “Prairie,”  Pioneers”  and  “Last  of  the 
Mohicans,”  Alcott's  “Little  Men”  and  “Little  Women,”  Swift’s  “Gulli¬ 
ver’s  Travels,”  Scott’s  “Ivanhoe,”  Stowe’s  “Uncle  Tom’s  Cabin,” 
Andrew  Lang’s  Red  and  Blue  Fairy  Books,  Canton’s  “Child’s  Book 
of  Saints,”  Lewis  Carrol’s  “Alice’s  Adventure  in  Wonderland”  and 
his  “Through  the  Looking  Glass.” 

In  the  Macmillan  Company’s  new  series  of  True  Stories  of  Great 
Americans  we  have  added  twenty  copies  of  the  biographies  of  Captain 
John  Smith,  Franklin,  Fulton,  Edison,  Columbus,  Penn,  Crockett  and 
Lee,  and  in  the  delightful  Ben  Greet  edition,  intelligently  and  rever¬ 
ently  arranged  for  younger  readers  and  for  amateur  players,  twenty 
copies  of  Shakespeare’s  “Tempest,”  “Merchant  of  Venice,”  “Julius 
Ccesar,”  “As  You  Like  It”  and  “Midsummer  Night’s  Dream.” 

All  of  the  books  included  in  the  Children’s  Department  of  the 
Central  Idbrary  which  are  contained  in  the  interesting  list  entitled 
“Books  Boys  Like  Best,”  compiled  by  the  Library  Commission  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America  with  the  assistance  of  this  and  other  libraries, 
have  been  added  to  the  juvenile  collections  of  the  several  Branches. 
The  children’s  books  at  the  newer  branches  have  been  very  carefully 
chosen,  and  we  have  begun  to  standardize  the  collections  at  the  older 
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branches  by  eliminating  books  of  lesser  worth  and  substituting  for 
them  those  of  greater  educational  and  literary  value. 

The  several  hundred  photographs  which  the  children  are  allowed 
to  use  at  the  library  in  the  sterescopes  provided  for  them  have  all 
been  cleaned  and  filed  in  substantial  boxes  carrying  identifying  titles, 
the  sterescopes  have  been  repaired,  and  such  distribution  has  been 
made  of  them  as  to  meet,  without  incurring  further  expenditures,  the 
needs  of  two  additional  branches. 

As  occasion  permitted,  we  have  co-operated  with  the  schools,  not 
merely  by  sending  them  in  the  school  collections  many  hundreds  of 
books  adapted  for  collateral  reading,  but  in  other  and  less  routine, 
even  though  smaller,  ways.  For  example,  we  have  aided  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  English  of  the  Rindge  Technical  School  in  the  selection  of 
books  for  its  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  classes,  and 
have  supplied  for  the  use  of  its  pupils  copies  of  such  technical  maga¬ 
zines  as  are  not  needed  for  the  permanent  files  of  the  library. 

To  the  principal  and  teachers  of  that  school  for  their  help  in 
designing  and  constructing  signs  to  be  placed  at  the  new  branches,  and 
to  the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  various  other  schools  for  their 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  library,  and  for  their  co-operation  in  cir¬ 
culating  among  their  pupils  the  several  thousand  books  which  the 
library  sends  to  the  schools  each  year,  we  are  obliged  and  grateful. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  stated  that  the  detail  of  the  work 
of  the  Central  Library  had  been  very  carefully  re-organized  and  re¬ 
adjusted  so  as  to  permit  of  its  being  carried  forward  in  a  more  work¬ 
manlike  manner  and  under  more  constant  supervision.  I  suggested 
then  that  the  profitableness  of  this  re-organization  was  perhaps  suf¬ 
ficiently  attested  by  the  fact  that  despite  the  increase  in  the  work  of 
the  Central  Library  inevitably  resulting  from  the  establishment  of  the 
branch  library  at  Central  Square,  we  had  been  able  to  accomplish  it 
with  one  assistant  less  than  had  been  accredited  to  the  Central  Library 
during  any  year  since  1907.  How  considerable  an  addition  to  the 
work  of  the  Central  Library  each  new  branch  library  entails  becomes 
evident  on  consideration  of  the  fact  that  all  changes  and  repairs  to 
buildings,  furnishings  and  equipment  are  arranged  and  supervised 
from  the  Central  Library,  that  all  supplies  are  purchased  and  dis¬ 
tributed  there,  that  all  correspondence,  and  all  orders  for  new  books 
and  for  the  replacement  of  books  worn  out  and  discarded  are  handled 
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there,  that  all  bills  of  whatever  nature  are  approved,  prepared  for  pay¬ 
ment  and  recorded  there,  and  that  every  new  or  replaced  volume  is 
first  sent  there  in  order  that  the  edition  and  price  may  be  verified  and 
the  invoice  checked  before  the  bill  is  paid,  and  in  order  that  the  book 
may  be  properly  assigned  and  catalogued. 

This  year,  with  the  establishment  of  the  branch  libraries  at 
Mount  Auburn  and  at  Cambridge  Field,  and  with  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  branches  from  two  to  five  in  less  than  two  years,  the 
work  of  re-organization  has  been  subjected  to  an  even  severer  test. 
That  test  it  has  stood  with  entire  success,  however,  and  we  look  for¬ 
ward  confidently  to  being  able  to  carry  the  present  work  of  the 
Central  Library  with  the  existing  staff. 

Of  the  re-arrangement  of  the  work  at  the  branch  libraries  it 
may  be  enough  to  say  that  though  since  January,  1914,  we  have  in¬ 
creased  the  number  of  assistants  employed  by  the  library  as  a  whole 
by  only  two  members,  within  that  period  the  number  of  hours  during 
which  the  library  is  serving  the  public  at  various  points  has  been 
increased  by  147  hours  a  week  or  7,644  hours  annually,  of  which 
6,708  are  covered  by  the  regular  staff. 

For  the  splendid  interest  in  the  work  of  the  library  constantly 
manifested  by  the  staff  as  a  whole,  and  for  the  encouragement  which 
the  Trustees  have  invariably  given  me  in  such  generous  measure  I 
gladly  express  my  gratitude  and  appreciation.

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31,  1916. 

The  department  as  organized  consists  of  (7)  seven  steam  engine 
Companies,  (2)  two  chemical  engine  companies,  (4)  four  ladder 
companies,  one  of  which  has  in  connection  with  it  a  combination  hose 
and  chemical  wagon. 


MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  required  membership  is  one  hundred  and  thirteen  (113) 
permanent  men  and  (21)  twenty-one  call  men.  Eight  of  these  men 
have  not  been  assigned  to  duty. 

APPARATUS. 

The  department  has  seven  (7)  steam  engines  and  hose  wagons 
to  run  with  them,  seven  (7)  fuel  wagons,  one  (i)  spare  hose  wagon, 
two  (2)  chemical  engines,  one  (i)  combination  hose  and  chemical 
wagon,  four  (4)  ladder  trucks,  and  one  (i)  spare  ladder  truck,  twenty- 
nine  (29)  hand  extinguishers  distributed  on  the  several  pieces  of 
apparatus,  one  (i)  supply  wagon,  one  (i)  Chief’s  automobile,  and 
one  (i)  Chief’s  wagon.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 

POOR. 


May  27,  1916. 

To  the  H onorahlc  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge. 

^lentlemen:  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1916,  is  presented  herewith. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  May  3rd,  1915,  Rev. 
John  R.  McCool  was  again  re-elected  chairman. 

Patrick  J.  Callaghan,  a  member  of  the  Board  since  December 
27,  1904,  died  on  August  21,  1915,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

“Since  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  call  to  himself  Mr.  Patrick  J. 
Callaghan,  an  honored  member  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  eleven 
years,  and  a  respected  citizen  of  Cambridge,  and 

“Whereas,  Mr.  Callaghan  has  given  freely  of  his  time  and  judgment  in 
caring  for  the  poor  of  Cambridge,  the  poor  have  lost  a  devoted  friend  and 
the  city  a  faithful  servant;  therefore,  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  both  individually  and  as  a 
Hoard,  feel  they  will  miss  his  valued  judgment,  and  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  adopt  these  resolutions  and 
cause  them  to  be  incorporated  in  the  records  of  the  Board.” 

On  September  20,  1915,  the  City  Council  in  joint  convention  elected 
Bernard  B.  M'elch  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Board.

The  expen.ses  in  detail  will  he  found  in  the  tables  which  follow. 

During  the  year  passed,  the  work  of  renovating  the  City  Home 
was  carried  on  to  completion  and  on  February  ist,  1916  the  building 
was  accepted  from  the  builder  by  the  architect.  We  have  now  a 
building  much  better  equipped  and  safer  in  every  way  yet  for  lack 
of  funds  there  are  many  things  which,  for  the  time  being,  must  be 
left  undone.  We  can  now  take  care  of  many  cases  which  formerly 
we  had  to  send  to  other  hospitals  and  i)ay  for  at  a  weekly  rate  of  from 
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$10.00  to  $15.00.  To  do  this  properly  we  must  increase  the  number 
of  attendants,  but  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  more 
than  compensated  by  the  difference  between  the  charge  made  by  out¬ 
side  hospitals  and  the  actual  cost  in  our  own  hospital. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  City  Home  during  the  months  of 
November,  December,  January,  February  and  March  is  in  excess  of 
200.  The  average  weekly  cost  per  capita  for  the  City  Home  is  $3-55 
and  compares  very  favorably  with  the  cost  in  cities  of  about  the  same 
])opulation  and  conditions.  We  feel  that  the  inmates  are  well  cared 
for  in  clean  surroundings,  credit  for  which  is  due  the  Superintendent 
and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Goodrow.  We  invite  the  City 
Council  to  make  a  visit  to  the  Home  at  any  time  and  welcome  any 
suggestions  which  will  lead  to  improvement  in  the  condition  or  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Home. 

A  growing  problem  which  is  felt  all  through  the  Commonwealth  is 
the  sympathetic  and  judicious  distribution  of  city  aid  to  people  in  their 
own  homes. 

The  many  phases  of  the  problem  can  be  met  with  intelligently 
and  handled  properly  only  by  those  who  are  devoting  their  time  to  this 
work  alone.  The  cause  of  the  increased  cost  of  maintaining  the  Poor 
Department  in  a  city  of  the  size  of  Cambridge  and  situated  so  closely 
to  Boston  can  be  easily  explained  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
Cambridge,  some  of  whom  have  given  over  ten  years  of  their  time  to 
a  consideration  of  conditions  in  the  city.  For  this  increase  we  have 
no  excuses  to  offer.  It  is  the  natural  increase  added  to  the  burden  of 
the  Mothers’  Aid  law  legally  placed  upon  us  by  the  Legislature  in 
September,  1913.  As  far  as  we  know  there  is  no  one  getting  aid  un¬ 
deservedly  and  we  propose  to  continue  on  the  same  lines’  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past. 

The  handling  of  1378  cases  of  4437  persons  which  we  have  aided 
during  the  past  year  makes  up  a  volume  of  work  little  realized  except 
by  those  who  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  office  work.  We  feel 
that  a  stenographer’s  salary  would  be  more  than  saved  if  the  visitors 
were  relieved  of  office  work  and  given  more  time  to  pay  more  frequent 
visits  to  their  cases  and  examine  conditions  more  closely.  The 
clerical  force  in  the  office  is  the  same  now  as  it  was  25  years  ago,  yet 
Cambridge  has  nearly  doubled  its  population.  In  this  year’s  budget 
we  included  the  salary  of  a  stenographer  but  it  did  not  meet  with  the 
api)roval  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  who  reduced  our  appropriation  from 
$110,165.00  to  $65,000.00.  Last  year  our  appropriation  was  cut  from 
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(in  round  ninnljers)  $9F,ooo.(X>  to  $70,000.00  and  we  had  about 
$26,000.00  unj^aid  l)il]s,  mostly  for  cases  in  other  cities  and  towns  over 
which  we  had  no  control  and  which  there  was  no  way  of  foreseeing. 
W’e  have  already  sent  a  letter  of  protest  to  flis  Honor,  the  Mayor 
advising  him  of  what  he  may  expect  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year.  Our 
methods  seem  to  ])lease  the  State  Board  of  Charity  and  our  office  sys¬ 
tem  has  been  especially  commended  by  the  State  Visitor.  We  feel  that 
our  office  force  is  competent  hut  much  overworked  and  again  recom¬ 
ment  that  provision  be  made  for  a  stenographer.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTRICAL 

DEPARTMENT 


Office  of  the  City  Electrician. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  of  the  City  of  Cambridge : 

Gentlemen :  1  submit  herewith  the  seventeenth  annual  report 

of  the  electrical  department  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning’  April  i, 
1915,  and  ending  March  31,  1916. 

INSPECTION  O-F  ELECTRICAL  WIRING  IN  BUILDINGS. 

Below  is  a  table  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  in  this 
branch  of  the  department  compared  with  similar  work  for  the  year 
before.  As  will  be  noted  from  this  table,  the  amount  of  work  in 
the  inspection  department  is  increasing  every  year,  resulting  in  an 
increased  necessity  for  an  addition  to  the  inspection  force.  The 
two  inspectors  now  in  the  department  have  difficulty  in  inspecting 
all  the  new  work  that  is  being  done  and  another  inspector  is  re¬ 
quired  to  assist  them  and  to  make  inspections  on  old  wiring,  much 
of  which  is  sadly  in  need  of  repair. 

No  fires  from  electrical  causes  were  reported  during  the  year.

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PO'LICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM. 

No  new  boxes  were  added  to  the  police  signal  system  during 
the  past  year  and  no  changes  other  than  those  required  for  the 
ordinary  maintenance  of  the  system  were  made.  AVlien  the  new 
hre  alarm  apparatus  is  installed  in  the  Inman  Square  Building  and 
the  old  apparatus  in  the  Brattle  Square  Building  is  disconnected 
from  service,  the  storage  batteries  that  are  used  to  run  the  fire 
alarm  system  at  present  will  be  available  for  other  purposes.  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  department  to  discontinue  the  use  of  gravity 
batteries  for  the  police  signal  systems  in  Station  No.  2  and  No.  3 
and  to  install  in  place  thereof  these  old  storage  batteries  now  used 
for  the  fire  alarm  system.  This  change  will  require  two  small 
motor  generator  sets  and  two  switchboards  for  use  in  charging 
the  batteries,  and  I  trust  that  the  appropriation  for  the  coming 
year  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  do  this  work.  The  saving- 
each  year  in  labor  and  materials  after  the  storage  batteries  are  in- 
tailed  will  be  greater  than  the  original  cost  of  installation. 


EIRE  lALARM  system. 

Gn  account  of  the  installation  of  the  new  fire  alarm  api)aratus 
in  the  new  building  at  Inman  Square,  as  little  work  as  w'as  pos¬ 
sible  has  been  done  in  the  old  fire  alarm  office.  No  improvements 
whatever  were  undertaken  and  only  such  work  was  done  as  w\as 
necessary  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  system. 

In  July,  1915,  the  installation  of  the  new  apparatus  at  Inman 
Square  was  started.  Before  the  delivery  of  the  apparatus  it  was 
necessary  to  tear  up  the  floor  of  the  apparatus  room  in  the  Inman 
Square  Building  on  account  of  the  unevenness  of  the  surface,  and 
a  new  cement  floor  was  laid.  The  old  floor  was  a  patented  mate¬ 
rial  and  would  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  except  that  in  sev¬ 
eral  places  it  expanded  and  rose  about  six  inches  above  the  level 
of  the  rest  of  the  floor. 

'The  installation  of  the  fire  alarm  apparatus  was  made  by  the 
Gamewell  Eire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company,  wdio  had  the  contract 
for  furnishing  and  installing  the  apparatus.  Many  differences 
arose  between  the  City  Electrician  and  the  engineers  of  the  com- 
jL'iny,  but  in  every  case  of  dispute  the  City  Electrician  enforced  the 
]n-ovisions  of  the  specifications,  which,  in  many  instances,  the  com- 
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pany  desired  to  evade,  exce])t  in  a  few  instances  where  it  was 
found  that  a  change  from  the  specifications  was  for  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  City.  All  such  changes  were  preceded  by  a  written 
authorization  from  the  City  Electrician. 

While  the  installation  of  the  apparatus  was  being  made,  the 
department  was  busy  making  provisions  for  connecting  the  cir¬ 
cuits  of  the  fire  alarm  system  to  the  new  apparatus,  and  for  dis¬ 
connecting  the  circuits  from  the  old  a])paratus.  ITiis  necessitated 
running  an  under-ground  cable  from  the  corner  of  Pleasant  Street 
and  Green  Street  through  Pleasant  Street,  Massachusetts  Avenue, 
and  Inman  Scpiare,  to  the  new  building,  and  an  overhead  cable 
from  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Church  Street  through  Peabody 
Street  and  Cambridge  Street  to  Inman  Square.  All  the  circuits, 
however,  enter  the  building  under  ground  and  are  carried  up  a 
cable  well  to  a  terminal  board  in  a  separate  terminal  room  on  the 
same  floor  as  the  fire  alarm  apparatus.  This  terminal  board  is 
eq.uip])ed  with  vacuum  lightning  arresters,  which  arc  expected  to 
protect  the  apparatus  from  high  tension  currents  and  lightning. 

The  installation  of  the  apparatus  was  completed  in  February, 
1916,  and  the  circuits  were  cut  over  on  the  afternoon  of  February 
28,  1916.  The  new  office  was  put  in  service  at  6.00  P.  M.  on  that 
day. 

As  was  to  be  expected  with  new  apparatus,  some  minor  dif¬ 
ficulties  were  met  with  in  the  o])eration  of  the  new  equipment, 
but  in  no  case  did  these  difficulties  cause  any  delay  or  confusion  in 
the  transmission  of  alarms. 

The  last  box  transmitted  from  the  old  office  was  box  752  at 
4.04  P.  AI.  and  the  first  alarm  in  the  new  office  was  from  box  291 
at  TI.35  P.  M.,  February  28,  1916.  The  City  Electrician  slept  at 
the  new  office  every  night  for  about  a  month  to  assist  the  operators 
until  they  became  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  new  apparatus  to 
have  confidence  in  themselves  in  operating  it.

OUTSIDE  CONSTRUCTION  WORK. 

The  outside  construction  work  in  the  fire  alarm  and  police 
signal  systems  this  year  consisted  mainly  in  running  wires  for 
the  new  boxes  and  in  running  cables  for  connecting  the  circuits  to 
the  new  office.  Considerable  change  in  the  circuits  was  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  work  of  cutting  over  from  the  old  office 
to  the  new.  The  usual  amount  of  work  was  done  also  in  changing 
over  our  crossarms  and  wires  on  poles  of  the  Telephone  and  Elec¬ 
tric  Light  Companies  where  it  was  necessary  to  renew  or  change 
the  location  of  old  poles. 

STREET  LIGHTING. 

Early  in  the  year  an  agitation  was  started  by  the  East  Cam¬ 
bridge  Business  Men’s  Association  for  a  Great  White  Way  on 
Cambridge  Street  in  East  Cambridge.  This  agitation  resulted  in 
the  installation  of  thirty-five  (35)  1000  candle  power  Type  ‘U’’ 
lamps  in  globes  supported  by  ornamental  posts  similar  to  those 
used  in  the  other  White  W ays  that  were  installed  in  previous 
years.  Nineteen  of  these  lamps  are  lighted  during  the  whole  night 
and  sixteen  are  extinguished  at  midnight.  These  lamps  were  first 
lighted  on  the  night  of  December  17,  1915,  with  a  local  celebration 
which  included  public  speaking.  There  was  an  understanding 
with  the  Cambridge  Electric  Light  Company  that  if  these  Type 
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“C^’  lamps  do  not  prove  satisfactory  for  this  form  of  lighting,  mag¬ 
netite  lamps  will  be  substituted  for  them  at  the  request  of  the  City, 
after  the  Type  “C”  lamps  have  been  in  use  for  at  least  one  year.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  noted  that  the  department* 
expended  an  unusually  small  sum  for  supplies. 

The  ordinary  and  usual  routine  of  cemetery  work  has  received 
careful  attention  and  the  splendid  appearance  of  the  grounds  at  Cool- 
idge  avenue  warranted  the  praise  which  was  freely  bestowed  by  vis¬ 
itors. 

The  territory  at  the  disposal  of  the  board  is  gradually  being  laid 
out  into  lots  for  sale,  and  the  Greenwood  avenue  section  recently 
opened  up  for  this  purpose,  is  quite  rapidly  b^ing  secured  by  lot  owm 
ers  who  consider  this  a  most  desirable  portion  of  the  grounds. 
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During-  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $3,434.51  was  added  to  the  per¬ 
manent  fund  for  perpetual  care,  bringing  this  fund  to  the  amount  of 
$111,842.45,  which  is  invested  in  agreement  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law.

ORDINANCES 


PASSED  BETWEEN  APRIL  i,  1915,  AND  APRIL  i,  1916,  AND 
AMENDMENTS  TO  STANDING  REGULATIONS 
OF  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

An  Ordinance  in  Amendment  of  An  Ordinance  Entitled  “Con¬ 
struction,  Maintenance  and  Inspection  of  Buti.dincs. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge,  as 

follows: 

Chapter  13  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892  as  amended  to 
November  8,  1899,  liereby  further  amended  in  Section  23  thereof, 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  paragraph  the  following: 

“Provided,  however,  that  in  buildings  of  the  second  class  not 
over  twelve  feet  in  height  above  the  first  floor,  said  external  and 
party  walls  may  be  made  eight  inches  thick.” 

As  amended  said  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

“Except  as  above  stated,  the  external  and  party  walls  of  every 
building  of  the  first  and  second  class  shall  be  twelve  inches  thick 
in  the  npjier  two  stories  of  the  height  of  said  wall,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  feet  in  height.  In  the  section  of  two  stories,  but  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  feet  next  below,  the  walls  shall  be  sixteen 
inches  thick.  In  the  next  lower  section  of  three  stories,  but  not 
exceeding  thirty-seven  feet,  the  walls  shall  be  twenty  inches  thick, 
and  in  each  succeeding  setion  of  three  stories,  but  not  exceeding 
thirty-seven  feet  or  any  part  thereof,  the  walls  shall  be  four  inches 
thicker  than  the  section  next  above  it,  provided,  however,  that  in 
buildings  of  the  second  class  not  over  twelve  feet  in  height  above 
the  first  floor,  said  external  and  party  walls  may  be  made  eight 
inches  thick.”

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An  Ordinance  in  Amendment  of  An  Ordinance  ^^ntitled 

“Duties  and  Salaries.” 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  follows: 

Section  30  of  Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892,  as 
amended  to  November  8th,  1899,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  the 
line  relating  to  the  salary  of  Inspector  of  Provisions  and  of  Animals 
intended  for  Slaughter,  etc.,  by  striking  out  the  numerals  700  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  numerals  1200.00. 

As  amended  the  line  will  read  as  follows : 

Inspector  of  provisions  and  of  animals  intended  for  slaughter, 
etc.,  1200.00. 

Approved  June  28,  1915. 


An  Ordinance  in  Amendment  of  An  Ordinance  Entitled 
“Construction,  Maintenance  and  Inspection  of 

Buildings.” 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  folloivs: 

Chapter  13  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892  as  amended  to 
November  8,  1899,  is  hereby  further  amended  as  follows: 

In  Section  13  thereof  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“No  building  shall  be  erected  for  or  converted  to  use  as  a  gar¬ 
age  unless  such  use  is  previously  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen.” 

Approved  July  19,  1915. 

An  Ordinance  in  Amendment  of  An  Ordinance  Entitled 
“Construction,  Maintenance  and  Inspection  of 

Buildings.” 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  follows: 

Chapter  13,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892  as  amended  to 
November  8,  1899  is  hereby  further  amended  as  follows : 
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In  Section  9  thereof  last  paragraph  by  striking  out  the  sentence, 
“This  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  wharves  nor  to  buildings  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty-seven  feet  in  height  on  wharves,  nor  to  market  sheds  or 
market  buildings  not  exceeding  such  height,  nor  to  buildings  for  the 
storage  of  coal,  wood,  lumber  or  grain,  if  the  external  parts  of  said 
buildings,  elevators  and  structures  are  covered  with  slate,  tile,  metal 
or  other  equally  fireproof  material,  and  the  mode  of  construction  and 
the  location  thereof  are  approved  by  the  Superintendent.” 

As  amended  said  paragraph  shall  read  as  follows : 

‘‘Every  building  hereafter  erected  within  the  fire  limit  districts 
shall  be  of  the  first  or  second  class.  Temporary  structures  to, facili¬ 
tate  the  prosecution  of  any  authorized  work  may  be  erected  under 
such  conditions  as  the  Superintendent  may  prescribe.” 

Approved  December  16,  1915. 


An  Ordinance  in  Relation  to  Special  Meetings  of  the  City 

Council. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  folloivs: 

All  special  meetings  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  shall  be  held  in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall. 

Said  meetings  shall  be  held  on  a  call  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  or 
of  the  President  of  the  City  CCouncil  at  a  time  to  be  determined  by 
either  of  them  in  the  call  for  the  meeting,  but  notice  of  any  special 
meeting  shall  be  left  at  the  usual  place  of  dwelling  of  each  member  of 
the  City  Council  twenty-four  (24)  hours  at  least,  before  the  time  set 
for  such  meeting. 

Approved  February  17,  1916. 


An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Salary  of  the  Mayor. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  follows: 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  shall  receive  for  his  services 
a  salary  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  a  year  from  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1916,  and  he  shall  receive  no  other  compensa- 
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tion  from  the  city,  in  accordance  with  Section  7,  Part  III,  Chapter 
267,  Acts  of  the  year  1915. 

Approved  March  24,  1916. 

An  Ordinance  Entitled  “Truants.” 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  follozvs: 

That  Section  i,  Chapter  37  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892 
of  the  City  of  Cambridge,  as  amended  to  November  8,  1898,  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  repealed.
